Information sought on

Newton police are still seeking in¬ 
formation concerning the bludgeon 
murders of a Chestnut Hill attorney and 
his wife last Tuesday. 

Preliminary reports from autopsies 
revealed - hat William Herbits, 82, and his 
wife, Julia, 72, were shot, slashed and 
beaten to death in their home at 249 
Commonwealth Ave. 

Det. Capt. Walter Drew said this week 
there are no suspects and still no 
•definite motive” for the murders. 

•'It seems like they were after some 
information” concerning his law practice 


in which his wife often served as his 
personal secretary, Drew said. 

"We haven’t ruled out any of the last 
eight cases he was working on," Drew 
said.

Subcommittee favors 
closing Memorial in fall 


The Memorial School came one step 
closer to being closed as a Newton 
elementary school when the Sub¬ 
committee on School Enrollment and 
Building Utilization voted its recom¬ 
mendation to the full School Committee. 

Members Paul Ash, Edward Prince, 
and Honora Kaplan all favor the plan to 
have Solomon Schechter Day School 
occupy the building in September and bus 
all the Memorial students to what would 
be called the Memorial-Spaulding School. 

The formal vote on Chairman Ash’s 
Plan 1 was 2-0-1, with Kaplan abstaining 
because of sections in the plan that deal 
with Angier, Warren, and Hamilton 
schools. 

The subcommittee took straw votes on 


each subsection of Ash's plan as they 
went along before taking the formal vote. 

Plan U that calls for closing Oak Hill 
elementary and Weeks Junior High 
School in 1979 was defeated by a 00 vote. 
However, the plan is feasible and saves 
about $1 million more than Plan I by 1985, 
so it will be sent to the full School Com¬ 
mittee without the subcommittee's 
recommendation. 

Other items in the recommended Plan I 
include redistricting of Warren Junior 
High School to accept Angier School 
graduates in 1977. Angier students 
currently attend Meadowbrook Junior 
High and South High. Putting the 
students into the North High feeder 
pattern makes it easier to convert South 


to a four-year high school by 1981. 

Kaplan abstained on this vote because 
neither Angier or Warren PTAs were 
consulted. 

The redistricting of Chestnut Hill 
students who live south of Beacon Street 
to Bowen School instead of Ward was 
approved 2-0-1 with Prince abstaining 
because he feels siblings of students 
attending Ward should be allowed to 
attend with busing provided. 

The plan includes busing to Ward for 
students currently there and who want to 
continue, but offering them tran¬ 
sportation to Bowen School. Kin¬ 
dergarteners would have to begin at 
Bowen. About 30 elementary students 
currently live in the area and they had 


Schechter School 'interested' in buying

Solomon Schechter Day School has a 
"very strong interest" in purchasing 
Memorial School from the city if the 
School Committee decides to close the 
school at the end of June 1977. 

A spokesman for the Jewish K-8 school 
who has met with the mayor and city 
solicitor to discuss the possibilities of the 
sale said, "Our interest is active and 
firm." 

Solomon Schechter currently has about 
220 students in Weston where they were 


allowed to use the Brook School for the 
current year. 

School officials were eying Memorial 
last year when the former School Com¬ 
mittee voted to close it. 

Previous to this school year Temple 
Emanuel in Newton Centre and Temple 
Mishkan Tefila in Chestnut Hill provided 
space for the students. 

Robert Shuman, copresident of the 
Memorial School PTA, told the Sub¬ 
committee on School Enrollment and 
Building Utilization that to offset the 
effect on the Oak Hill Park community of 


Memorial's closing, the building could be 
occupied by Solomon Schechter School 
"who expresses great desire to occupy" 
the building. 

Shuman reminded the School Com¬ 
mittee members that they committed 
themselves to consideration of future use 
of the buildings to be closed. He said "all 
legal channels” would be used to stop the 
closing of the school if it is closed and 
nothing is done to help the community. 

The 17-room school built in 1950 
currently houses the library and several

New zoning for developments 
to be presented Monday 


Two proposals that will radically 
change the city’s handling of develop¬ 
ment and open space, especially on the 
south side, will be presented in public 
hearing before the Land Use Committee 
Monday night. 

A "planned development" ordinance 
and a "cluster zoning" ordinance have 
been prepared by the Planning Depart¬ 
ment to provide a means of dealing with 
the few large parcels of land left in 
Newton 

Planned development would apply only 
to parcels of land of at least 20 acres in 
single-residence districts 

Cluster zoning would be used for 
parcels of 5 acres or more. 

There are 11 pieces of land of 20 or more 
acres, according to the Planning 
Department. The parcels include 
cemeteries and golf courses. 

There is no count of the parcels of 5 
acres and up, but that information will be 
available at the public hearing, according 
to Ellen Reckhow of the Planning 
Department. 


In a planned development, at least 50 
percent of the land will be set aside as 
permanent open space, and minimum 
"usable open space" will be 85 percent of 
the total land area, leaving 15 percent to 
be used for dwellings. 

The lots may be as small as 10,000 
square feet in a planned development, 
and buildings could be 60 feet high. 

In cluster zoning, which could be used 
in all residence districts, lot sizes could 
be reduced in a new development in 
exchange for the developer’s keeping 
most of the leftover land as open space. 

The overall density of a cluster 
development would not be increased. For 
example, on a five-acre parcel in 
Residence A, eight houses could be built 
on 25,000 sq. ft. lots. Under cluster zoning, 
eight houses could be built on 15,000 sq. ft. 
lots, with the remaining space able to be 
used for recreation by the residents and- 
or the public. 

Cluster zoning would enable a 
developer to preserve natural features, 
such as woods or a pond, and build a more 
attractive development. 


In both planned development and 
cluster zoning, the uses tc which the open 
space would be put may well be the main 
problem to the Board of Aldermen. 

If the open space is allowed to be kept 
as private land for the use of the residents 
of the planned or cluster development, 
several aldermen will object. 

Both ordinances outline possible ways 
of dealing with the remaining open space 
in developments, which include deeding 
some to the city. 

The two ordinances will be considered 
in reference to two proposed develop¬ 
ments on south side Ward 8 — Nahanton 
Woods, a 112-unit condominium project, 
and another condominium project 
proposed for the Murley land on Dedham 
Street. 

The ordinances may also affect action 
by the mayor and the Board of Aldermen 
on acquisition of the Novitiate land on 
Winchester Street. 

Copies of both ordinances are available 
before the public hearing at the Planning 
Department, City Hall. 


been given the choice of attending either 
school, but up to now buses were only 
provided to Ward. 

Another redistricting plan previously 
forgotten about calls for sending 
elementary students living between 
Commonwealth Avenue and Mill Street to 
Mason-RiCe School instead of letting the 
students choose Ward or Mason-Rice.

Ward will be allowed to continue. 

The subcommittee approved of having 
Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
appoint a faculty committee to recom¬ 
mend reorganizing the grouping of 
grades K-8 to provide the best 
educational opportunities consistent with 
a four-year high school. 

The committee, which would include 
the superintendent, would make its 
recommendation “consistent with 
enrollment projections and financial 
constraints'" Ash's report said.

Novitiate land 
to be appraised 

Mayor Theodore Mann has asked the 
Planning Department to find out the cost 
of obtaining appraisals of the Novitiate 
land on Winchester Street, Ward 8. 

Mann refused to sign a resolution of the - 
Board of Aldermen asking him to obtain 
appraisals of the 60-acre parcel with a 
view toward buying the property because 
he did not want to seem committed to the 
purchase of the land.

Newton will lose one state representative , share one with 
Waltham, and keep two representatives in the official 
House redistricting plan to be presented tomorrow (Jan. 7) 
according to one of the representatives involved. 

State Rep. Peter Harrington, who now represents the 
north-side 17th District, State Rep. Joseph DeNucci of the 
16th District, and William Stanley of Waltham in the 1978 
election will all be vying for the new Newton-Waltham spot. 

Distiicts represented by State Reps. Lois Pines and 
David Mofenson have been enlarged over their previous 
boundaries. 

The new north-side district will comprise Ward 1, 
precincts 1 and 4; Ward 2, precincts 1 and 3; Ward J, 
precincts 1,3 and 4; Ward 4, precinct 4; and two wards in 
Waltham, according to Rep. Peter Harrington. 

State Rep. Lois Pines’ district under the new plan will 
include her present district plus precincts 2 and 3 of Ward 1, 
all of Ward 7 and precinct 2 m Ward 2. 

Mofenson will retain his present sprawling district and 
take over Ward 4, precincts 1 and 3; West Newton Hill 
(Ward 3, precinct 2) and precuict 4 of Ward 2. 

Mofenson said this week he is not sure whether his new 
district will keep the single precinct in Needham that lie 
now represents, but thinks not. 

'Jhe redistricting plan was drawn up in response to ballot 
questions, by which voters ordered the one-third reduction 
in the size of the House. 

The current 240 members will be reduced to 160 ui the 1978 
elections. 

The plan has been worked on for the past year under 
House Whip George Keverian, and is expected to go through 
more or less as is. Even the "losers" in the re districting 
acknowledge that Kevenan has done a good job. 

Ctae of the losers may be Harrington, who will have to run

Rep. David Mofenson said 
this week he has purposely 
reduced the number of bills he 
has directly sponsored for 1977 
and explained that filing or 
being a sponsor of a bill is often 
less important than being able 
to shape and safeguard it as it 
goes through the legislature. 

Mofenson, who as chairman 
of the Committee on Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs 
shapes at least 300 bills a 
session before his committee, 
will personally sponsor 79 bills, 
down from a high of 120 in 1973. 

In discussing his legislative 
program, Mofenson warned 
against simply filing bills for 
the sake of filing bills. "There’s 
too much paperwork in 
government anyway. Too often 
legislators file identical bills, 
when it would be far preferable 
to have them all sign onto a 
single piece of legislation,” he 
said. 

"It is important to 
remember that just passing 
laws will not solve many of the 
problems facing our state," 
Mofenson said. “Frequently 
we need new regulations or 
simply better enforcement of 
the laws we already have on. 
the books. Sometimes it is quite 
useful to repeal or amend old 
laws that aren't working as 
originally intended. At other 
times pilot programs and study 
commissions can serve as 
instructive first steps for 
legislative ideas." 

Mofenson’s program for 1977 
reflects these concerns. It 


includes a few refiles of 
previously defeated priority 
legislation, a variety of bills he 
is cosponsoring on behalf of the 
City of Newton, bills which 
• reflect his special concerns 
with providing adequate 
human services and protecting 
individual rights of privacy, 
and bills in several new areas 
he believes are worthy of 
development. 

I^st year, Mofenson's bills 
designed to license social 
workers, strengthen the state's 
antitrust laws, and establish in 
Suffolk County an ex¬ 
perimental program for jury 
selection reform almost made 
it through the legislature. This 
year he is more optimistic of 
securing their passage. 

Along with Common Cause, 
he is sponsoring legislation to 
implement sunset laws for 
state programs and agencies. 
He is also continuing his efforts 
toward the establishment of 
special commissions for 
firefighting equipment safety 
and metric conversion 
education. 

He also wants the state to 
improve its traffic en¬ 
forcement laws, for their own 
value as well as a possible first 
step, to permitting right-hand 
turns on certain red lights. 

Mofenson is sponsoring 
legislation, with the City of 
Newton, to defer im-, 
plementation of the 100 percent 
revaluation and to broaden 
current real estate tax 
exemptions for the elderly. 

He wants to extend the 


provisions of the federal 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Act (OSHA) code to 
state and local buildings. Other 
bills are directed at prohibiting 
discrimination against and 
providing opportunities for 
blind and other handicapped 
persons. 

For 1977, Mofensoo is aLso 
sponsoring bills to decrease the 
waiting period for no-fault 
divorce, reform the juvenile 
jury system, provide local 
option for those communities 
which want to repeal their blue 
laws, and establish a 
Massachusetts Economic 
Development Bank. 

Some other Mofenson bills 
include those to improve the 
care and treatment of alcoholic 
minors, extend food stamps to 
SSI recipients, establish a 
sliding fee scale for day care 
services, require insurance 
companies to report dangerous 
products to the Executive 
Office of Consumer Affairs, 
and to provide cost-of-living 
adjustments for individuals 
caring for foster children. 

Mofenson, chairman of the 
Special Legislative Com¬ 
mission on Privacy, said that 
much of his privacy package 
will be included in the com¬ 
mission’s legislative recom¬ 
mendations to be released next 
spring.

Backman moves to rebuild adequate human services 


“There remains a huge 
chasm between the needs of the 
people and the human services 
which the state provides.

able to make an initial 
response to a complaint in¬ 
volving serious abuse to a 
child.

welfare who may be working 
and require day care in order 
to avoid having them lose their 
employment and go on welfare 
themselves," said Backman. 

Backman said he has filed 
legislation to create a day care 
program on a sliding-scale fee 
basis, according to ability to 
pay. 

In the area of elderly af¬ 
fairs,Backman noted that 
community services for elders 
has been reduced to a level 
where only seniors on public 
assistance receive any help 
from the state. Home care was 
initially provided for elderly 
not on welfare. 

"If we do not provide 
adequate services for those 
who are not on public 
assistance, they soon will be. 
We must provide the necessary 
staff for community services 
for those persons not on public 
assistance. If they do not 
receive it they will require 
public assistance or in¬ 


stitutionalization," said 
Backman. 

"In order to avoid this 
disastrous course, we need to 
expand home care services for 
the elderly at minimum to the 
extent such services were 
provided before the present 
administration cut them," said 
Backman.

Reorganization voted, 
city solicitor says 


The doubt about whether 
Public' Works-Recreation 
departmental reorganization 
was really voted by the Board 
of Aldermen two weeks ago 
was dispelled Monday night, 
though not without a fight. 

Unclear as to whether only 
the plan or the plan with the 
necessary ordinance changes 
had been voted, aldermen 
asked the opinion of City 
Solicitor Howard Levine, who 
ruled that the ordinance had 
been voted along with the plan. 

Aid. Richard Bullwinkle, 
whose absence from the voting 
caused the passage of the 
reorganization by one vote, 
asked that the Board rescind 
its vote of approval of the 
reorganization plan because of 
several typographical errors 
found in the ordinance 
revisions. 

The errors all had to do with 
the Recreation Commission or 
Commissioner. They all were 
inadvertent, according to 
Levine, who prepared the 


revisions' and could easily be 
corrected. 

Levine pointed out that all 
the ordinances may be 
changed by the Board of 
Aldermen at any time. The 
reorganization plan had to be 
accepted or rejected, without 
amendment. 

Bullwinkle’s motion to 
rescind the previous vote was 
ruled out of order by Vice 
President Matthew Jefferson. 

The reorganization plan is 
principally concerned with the 
maintenance function of the 
Recreation Department, which 
will be taken over by the Public 
Works Department. 

Many aldermen were afraid 
that this change would work to 
the detriment of the Recreation 
Department's ability to 
maintain its playgrounds and 
playfields, but head of the 
Recreation Department 
Russell Halloran raised only 
slight objections, at least 
publicly. 


Home offices ordinance 
clears Land Use 6-0 
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Doctors and other 
professionals with home offices 
can continue their use if their 
building permits for building 
the office are at least six years 
old, according to state law. 

This state law has done much 
to alleviate possible hardships 
created by the new amendment 
to Newton zoning ordinances 
allowing some home offices. 

The amendment was ap¬ 
proved 6-0 by the Land Use 
Committee Monday night, 
after several months of 
revising the Planning 
Department proposal. 

The ordinance, now down to 
two pages, allows home offices 
for physicians, dentists, 
psychologists, lawyers, ar¬ 
chitects, and other recognized 
professionals, provided the 
office does not occupy a space 
greater than the square 
footage of 30 percent of the 
ground-floor area . 

The user of the office must 
live in the house and may have 
not more than one nonresident 
employee. 

Doctors, dentists, and other 
medical practitioners are 
given a bonus in the form of one 
less parking space required 
than required for other home 
offices. 

Off-street parking spaces are 
required when a home office 
occupies more than 200 square 
feet. Except for a medical or 
dental office, one space will be 
required for each 200 square 
feet of office space after the 
first 200. Doctors will need a 
space only if their office is 400 
square feet or more. 


Home occupations, such as 
teaching music, tutoring, 
displaying merchandise not for 
sale, tailoring, and the like 
may be conducted in a home as 
long as it is secondary to the 
use of the house as a residence. 

Nonresident employees are 
not permitted for home oc¬ 
cupations, and no retail sales 
are permitted. 

Specifically excluded from 
the definition of home oc¬ 
cupation are real estate 
brokers. Use of a home for a 
real-estate office will be in 
violation of the law. 

All variations from 
requirements of the ordinance 
are appealable through the 


Board of Aldermen, which m< 
be able to grant permissive u 
in some cases.

Should Newton have more 
people, fewer people, or about 
the same number of people as 
nowShould Newton's large 
old houses that become tod 
expensive to maintain as 
single-family homes be 
preserved by converting them 
to two or three family units? 

These and other questions 
about population and housing 
in Newton were asked at 
Newton’s first public meeting 
on the city's comprehensive 
plan held by the Department of 
Planning and Develupment at 
Day Junior High School on 
Nov. 30, 1976. 

At that meeting proposed 
population and housing goals 
for the city were presented for 
discussion. Feedback sheets 
were distributed for written 
comments and collected at the 
end of the meeting. In order to 
allow as many residents as 
possible to give their opinion of 
the proposed housing and 
population goals, all residents 
are asked to fill out and to mail 


to the Department of Planning 
and Development the ac¬ 
companying form . The in¬ 
formation will be incorporated 
into the finalized goals. 

Newton's city charter 
requires the Department of 
Planning and Development to 
formulate a comprehensive 
plan to "form policies to 
govern the future physical 
development of the entire 
city." 

In response to this mandate, 
the Department of Planning 
and Development has begun 
the comprehensive planning 
process. This process presents 
a unique opportunity for 
Newton residents to influence 
their . city’s future. 

In contrast to traditional 
staff- or consultant-written 
plans, Newton's com¬ 
prehensive plan is to be 
developed jointly by the 
residents of the city and the 
Department of Planning and 
Development's comprehensive 
planning staff. 


The plan will consist of 
separate elements on different 
aspects of the city such as 
population, housing, and land 
use. The first step in this 
process will be to set goals for 
the city. The second step will 
be to decide on policies and 
strategies to carry out those 
goals. At each step, public 
discussion and written com- 
mets will be encouraged. 

At present, the plan is in the 
first step of the process — goal 
setting. The finalized 
population and housing goals, 
reflecting resident input will be 
presented at a second public 
meeting to be held later this 
month. At that meeting, 
proposed land use goals will 
also be discussed. 

The Department of Planning 
and Development urges all 
residents to become personally 
involved in this long-range 
planning process by filling out 
the form and attending future 
comprehensive planning 
meetings.

Of the total of $303,400 in 
grants, $221,000 was ear¬ 
marked for restoration and 
purchase of old places. The 
remainder was allocated to 13 
communities, including 
Newton, for inventorying and 
planning projects, on a mat¬ 
ching-funds basis. 

The grants, which are 
federal funds, are distributed 
by the Massachusetts 
.Historical Commission. Guzzi 
heads the commission.

Madeline A. May of Newton, 
the first stenotype court 
reporter in New England, was 
honored recently by the 
Massachusetts Shorthand 
Reporters Assn, at a holiday 
party. 

Miss May is celebrating her 
50th anniversary as a reporter, 
and is going to retire, she said, 
“after another 50 years." 

Congratulatory telegrams 
and letters from friends, Chief 
Justice Walter McLaughlin, 
Boston Mayor Kevin White, 
and Gov.

of reporting. 

Although Miss May has 
recently had two hip 
operations, she is still a 
working reporter.

Salute 

Legislative aides at the State House usual 
ly receive more criticism than praise. 

So it is appropriate to report that one ot 
them was responsible for saving the lives of 
three small boys who fell through the ice on 
the Mystic River in Medford Christmas 
morning. 

George H. .(Chick) McDermott, chief 
court officer of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives, was in the kitchen of his 
Medford home when he heard a cry for help. 

Looking out the window, McDermott saw 
four boys floundering in the icy river 
waters. He shouted to his wife to telephone 
the Medford Fire and Police Departments, 
then raced to the river, dove in fully clothed 
and rescued one of the boys who was crying 
for help. 

McDermott is 56 years old and has a heart 
condition. But he didn't stop to think that a 
plunge into the icy river and the exertion of 
swimming out to the struggling boys might 
have serious and even fatal consequences 
for him. All he thought about was saving the 
boys from drowning. 

Fire-fighters arrived in response to Mrs. 
McDermott's frantic call, assisted in pulling 
the boys to shore and rushed them to a 
hospital. One youngster died in the hospital. 

McDermott, however, had averted an 
even worse Christmas tragedy. Except for 
his heroics in risking his own life, all four 
boys would have perished in the Mystic 
River. 

McDermott is a former State Represen¬ 
tative from Medford. His courage and dis¬ 
regard of his own safety and well-being in 
order to save those boys reflected credit not 
only on him but on the State Legislature 
which employs him. 

Our salute to George McDermott. 

Bell’s clubs 

Attorney general-designate Griffin Bell 
has announced that he will resign from the 
two exclusive clubs in Georgia to which he 
belongs since they do not permit black or 
Jewish members. He has explained that the 
attorney general stands for equality before 
the law and “it would be improper” to stay 
in the clubs. Yet, don’t all Americans stand 
for equality before the law? Does 
membership in such clubs deny such a 
stance for the ordinary citizen? 

It would appear that even the con¬ 
stitutional guarantee of freedom of peaceful 
assembly might be interpreted to mean that 
Americans could gather with whomever 
they wanted and limit that gathering. The 
right to entertain one's own friends, those 
with whom one is comfortable and con¬ 
genial, can hardly be denied. Club 
membership can be regarded as merely an 
extension of that privilege. 

The difference is that the exclusion of 
blacks and Jews in particular is not merely 
a matter of personal preference but a sign of 
continued degredation of people who have 
suffered considerably in the past. No one 
would complain if even the President of the 
United States belonged to a club limited to 
blue-eyed, freckled, six-toed, left-handed 
descendants of an 18th Century immigrant, 
if he so qualified. But denying membership 
in what is primarily a social or athletic club 
to members of minority groups is becoming 
increasingly un-American. 

There is no place in the United States for 
such discrimination any more. The failure 
to realize it reflects upon both Bell and 
President-elect Carter.

Those who oppose the death penalty 
seem to have overlooked one element — 
the condemned prisoner who wants to die. 

Their arguments always assume the 
state as the sole taker of life and life, any 
life, as better than death. Death, 
therefore, is the ultimate punishment and 
becomes cruel and unusual, inhuman, 
and-or immoral. 

The words differ with the individual 
philosophical or professional bent of 
mind, but the conclusion is always the 
same: Death, as the ultimate 
punishment, is an acUvity absolutely to 
be forbidden to the state. 

The case of Gary Gilmore, the now 
famous Utah Prisoner convicted of 
murder, shakes these assumptions to 


The prisoner who wants to die 


their very cores. He wants to die: he 
wants it so desperately that he attempted 
suicide twice to circumvent the delays to 
his plea for a prompt execution. Even 
those who suspect Gilmore as a 
manipulating personality would be 
convinced of the seriousness of those 
attempts. 

It is important to separate the legal 
from the moral issues in this tragic story. 
There Is no issue of legal capacity. 
Gilmore's words are filled with in¬ 
telligence and experience. His IQ is 
reputedly very high and half his 36 years 
have been spent behind bars. He freely 
admits his guilt and now seems to be 
seeking surcease from a wasted life and a 
futile future. 

Neither is there a question of improper 
legal procedures or a denial of due 
process. The state charged Gilmore with 
a brutual and senseless slaying; a jury 
found him guilty in a fair trial. The state 
did not tell Gilmore he had to die before 
exercising his right of appeal. That was 
his idea, and it set off a bizarre chain of 
events that included suicide attempts, 
resuscitations, parole approvals of 
executions being delayed by several 
Supreme Court appeals. Gilmore is still 
waiting to die. His third execution date 
has been set for Jan. 17. 

The problem this grotesque tale raises 
has little to do with the validity of the 


death penalty itself. - The Supreme Court 
has yet to declare it unconstitutional. 
Indeed the founding fathers had no moral 
or legal problem with the imposition of 
death for premeditated murder. The 
problem is the implications. 

The American Civil Liberties Union, 
long an opponent of the death penalty, is 
afraid that the execution of Gilmore will 
end the 12-year moratorium on 
executions. The principal is more im¬ 
portant to the ACLU, the citadel of in¬ 
dividual rights, than this individual's 
desire. 

Gilmore's willing, knowledgeable 
waiver of his rights makes no difference. 
He must live at all costs, even though it 
becomes a torture for him, so that others 
will not die, even though they might wish 
it. (Robert Excell White, a prisoner 
sentenced to death in Teifes has stated 
that he wants the state to execute him 
because he lacks the courage to do it 
himselfO. 

The perverse turn in these well- 
meaning efforts is probably the result of 
the discomfort most of us feel at the 
thought of death. Often this is so great 
that the mere thought of death as a 
rational alternative seems impossible — 
unless, of course, it concerns euthanasia 
or abortion. I can not say from the 
comfort and safety of a desk chair which 
is worse: a death that is irrevocable, 
(absent a belief in a hereafter) or a life 


that is intolerable (absent a belief in life 
at all costs). This will depend on the in¬ 
dividual, his or her values and his or her 
predicaments. 

But Just as I can conceive of death as a 
rational alternative to a terminal illness, 

I can accept it as a rational alternative by 
a sane and guilty prisoner to a hopeless 
life in jail. Otherwise it would seem that a 
slate-imposed life, as might have been 
true for Gilmore, would become a form of 
cruel punishment in denying him the 
most basic choice of life or death. 

The Gilmore affair is a reminder of the 
limitations of the noblest goals. We are a 
life-avowing culture, especially with the 
promise of a bright, new year. But even a 
culture that cherishes life can understand 
that there can be more dignity in a 
knowing choice to die than a forced 
compelling of life. 

Although there is not yet a legal right to 
die, a prisoner's right of privacy, which 
includes a say over the use of his body, 
should include the right to choose life 
over death or death over life. The 
message of the Gilmore case is that this 
choice is still in the hands of the state — 
even, as it now appears, if it has to revive 
a prisoner in order to execute him.

Major industries are bent on suicide

NEW YORK—Five of America’s major 
industries are in danger of committing 
suicide. They are aircraft, autos, com- 
puiers, electronics, and chemical 
engineering. 

These giants in the American economy 
are exporting their most valuable asset: 
advanced technology. They are peddling 
(heir know-how to other countries whose 
companies, in turn, use these techniques 
in compete against American producers. 

These findings are contained in a report 
prepared for the U.S. Dept, of Labor by 
Jack Baranson, president of the 
Developing World Industry and 
Technology Inc. 

The transfer of American technology to 
other countries is not althogether new. 
This dangerous export of out key 
resource has been going on for some 
years — to the serious detriment of 
American manufacture and American 
employment. 

But, in the past, the kind of technical 
information that American corporations 
distributed around the world was of a 
’mature” character; that is, the sort of 
daia that was of fairly common 
know ledge in the production community 
in many lands. 

Bui now. says Baranson, in an article in 
the current issue of Foreign Policy, “the 
technology is increasingly the most 
sophisticated available, and its release 
is often under terms that assure the rapid 
and efficient implantation of an in- 
terationally competitive productive 
capability. This trend represents a 
radical departure from traditional 
iransfer modes — direct investment and 
licensing - in which the technology 
released was, for the most part, based on 
•mature'' product lines and available 
production techniques." 

In the past, American transfers were 
from the U.S.-based home corporation to 
wholly owned subsidiaries. 


Hence, it was argued by the 
multinational corporations, the profits 
made by the overseas plants fed 
American corporate coffers back home 
and, in addition, these overseas factories 
would supply jobs to American workers 
by using component parts made here. 

But, says Baranson, these corporations 
37 3? now find attractive the sale of 
industrial technology to noncontrolled 
foreign enterprises." 

In cool lingo, Baranson notes that 
these changes have profound im¬ 
plications for the future competitivness of 
U.S. based industry and its ability to 


continue to generate production jobs for 
U.S. labor." 

Not only is the United States losing its 
edge in the competition for world 
markets. Other countries — with 
American know-how — now invade our 
markets. 

"The release of front-end technology to 
commercially astute and aggressive 
foreign enterprises can prove to have 
especially damaging consequences for 
other U.S. producers in that industry." 

In short, American corporations are 
busy creating a Frankenstein monster 
who is able and eager to destory his 


creator. 

The industries that Beranson discusses 
are the so-called heavy, capital-intensive, 
sophisticated manufacturers. They are 
precisely the industries that were sup¬ 
posed to expand and to absorb all those 
workers who were losing their jobs in the 
light, labor-intensive trades as a result of 
imports from countries that pay pennies 
an hour for their labor. 

But if autos, computers, aircraft, 
electronics and chemical engineering are 
now about to shrink, too, where shall the 
20 million blue collar workers find em¬ 
ployment in this land?

“We’d drink or eat 
or hit a motel,” Mary said. 

Love was not blind; Mary knew that 
Elroy had a few minor character flaws.

But later that night, John and Mary 
looked out their front window and noticed 
that John’s car had exploded. 

After the fire department had doused 
the flames and the charred hulk of the car 
remained on the street, Mary went to 
Elroy’s house to confront him. 

"Did you go and torch my husband’s 
car?” Mary said. 

“Oh, no," said Elroy. "I have been 
sleeping." 

"I do not want to see you again," Mary 
said. 

Several days later, the apartment of 
Mary's cousin Bertha was burglarized 
and set on fire.

Work to prevent oil spills 


To the Editor: 

Dec. 22, I attended an 
emergency congressional • 
subcommittee hearing, con¬ 
cerning the tanker Argo 
Merchant’s grounding on 
Nantucket shoals in I 
Massachusetts, and sub¬ 
sequent oil pollution. From the 
testimony, five points should 
be noted: 

Six Massachusetts fishermen 
testified that many tankers 
frequently take short cuts 
through the Nantucket shoals, 
but no one has reported it to the 
Coast Guard. 

There have been 14 major oil 
spills off New England shores 
since 1967. I, like many fellow 
citizens, have trekked upon 
black— gummed, polluted 
beaches and believed the 
government was working to 
successfully prevent these 
mishaps from recurring. 

Gov. Dukakis, Congressman 
Studds, and Senator Kennedy, 
all Democrats, in a partisan 
attack, unjustifiably con¬ 
demned the Republican ad¬ 
ministration for being too 
lenient on oil pollution. 


Congress has vigorously fought 
the Ford administration's 
shipping regulatory proposals, 
saying they are not strong 
enough, without trying to 
seriously amend the proposals. 

Congress is using the Coast 
Guard, which acted very 
competently in the pollution 
crisis, as a scapegoat by 
demanding the military exceed 

its congressionally-given 

authority in such situations, by 
ignoring shipping rights on 
international waters. 

Senator Clairbome Pell (D.- 
R.I.), recalling his Navy days, 
wondered why the ship wasn't 
torpedoed. He implied, un¬ 
fairly, but dramatically, that 
the Coast Guard was inept for 
not having burned the oil. I, 
while talking to Admiral 
Stewart, the Coast Guard's 
Regional Commander, during 
the hearing, encouraged him to 
declare that he would have an 
immediate testing to ignite the 
No. 6 industrial oil. Capt. 
Shubert (USCG), testified that 
the flammable properties of 
the No. 6 oil are just above 
asphalt, and In the cold 


Atlantic Ocean conditions' 
would not bum, as the sub-1 
sequent tests verified. 

My conclusion is this. All of 
us share the responsibility for 
our pollution problems. We 
must work towards con¬ 
structive implementation of 
regulations formulated in 1973, 
during the London Conference 
of prevention of oil spillage as 
referred to in testimony by 
Russell Train, Federal E.P.A. 
administrator. 

Since these spills are likely to 
increase in the future, due to 
the Georges Banks drillings, 
and due to New England’s and 
America's desperate need of 
oil, technologists must design 
reliable, large-capacity 
pumping units which can easily 
be transported by air to any 
emergency pollution zone area 
for fast transfer purposes and 
water clean-up. The Congress 
must act promptly to provide 
funds to implement such 
development. Also, an aircraft- 
type airport, for control of 
ships on the sea as they come 
near land or port, should be 
developed.

City bid for $2.9m rejected by Feds 


Newton's application to the 
federal Economic Develop¬ 
ment Administration for $2.9 
million for street repair and 
reconstruction has been 
rejected. 

The federal government 
announced the $2 billion 
program in October, calling for 


applications for funding for 
local public works projects to 
provide immediate aid to areas 
with high unemployment rates 
and low per capita incomes. 

Members of Mayor Theodore 
Mann's administration did not 
fully expect that Newton’s 
application would be accepted. 


But when communities such as 
New Bedford' Fall River, 
Lynn, Lawrence, Springfield 
and Worcester were also 
rejected, the Mass. Mayors' 
Assn, starting thinking of suing 
the EDA. 

Jane Pitt, Mayor Mann's 
assistant, said this week that 


she preferred trying to get the 
Carter administration to fund 
another, larger program, 
under which Newton would 
stand a better chance of being 
funded. 

Rep. Michael Harrington has 
announced his intention of 
filing legislation that would 
create a $7.5 billion program. 


Paul St. housing may still get HUD funds 


The proposal for a 43-unit 
apartment house for the 
elderly on Paul Street, Newton 
Centre, shows signs of life, 
according to Planning Director 
Charles Thomas this week. 

Thomas spent much of the 
day Tuesday in the Boston 
office of the U.S. Dept, of 
Rousing and Urban 
Development and came away 
feeling about "optimistic," he 
said, HUD funding for the 


elderly housing. 

Modifications in the plan and 
decrease In the size to satisfy 
neighborhood objections 
resulted in the 43-unit plan, 
which was passed by the Board 
of Aldermen in spite of fears 
that the per-unit cost would be 
higher than HUD would ap¬ 
prove. 

Thomas said HUD has asked 
for a revised “total develop¬ 


ment program," meaning the 
total cost of the project — land 
and construction. 

Thomas said the estimated 
total cost is now $1.8 million, a 
decrease from earlier 
estimates because of the 
deletion of some features. 

Besides cutting the cost of 
the building, Thomas said, the 
city will contribute $60,000 of 
federal community-develop¬ 


ment funding toward the 
project instead of the $40,000 
previously earmarked. 

The new development 
program should be ready by 
the end of this month, Thomas 
said. 

If the project is approved by 
HUD, the Board of Aldermen 
will have to vote on an ex¬ 
tension of the permissive use to 
build that it previously 
granted.

Fire and police unions

Ciccone and city officials will 
talk more Friday, Jan. 7, and if 
there is no progress, he said he 
would explain why negotiations 
are stalled. 

Fleming said he, too, would 
break the silence if there is no 
progress after Tuesday's 
meeting. 

Personnel Director John 
Ritchie said negotiations have 
been going on for six months 
"because we haven't been able 
to reach agreement." 

“The city has stated its 
position in both case:-:,” he said.

Energy information 
useful to consumers 


In purchasing major 
household appliances con¬ 
sumers have traditionally been 
concerned with function, cost, 
and also aesthetics. Today, 
however, increasingly 
sophisticated consumers are 
asking about the efficiency of 
particular products. 

"Energy efficiency in¬ 
formation need not remain a 
mystery," said Rep. David J. 
Mofenson, House chairman of 
the Committee on Human 
Services and Elder Affairs. 
"Massachusetts currently 
requires that ail refrigerators, 
freezers, and air conditioners 
be labelled to indicate their 
energy efficiency. Knowing the 
facts is not only good for the 
environment, but it is good for 
the pocketbook.” 

Mofenson commended 
Consumer Affairs Secretary 
Christine Sullivan for her ef¬ 
forts at publicizing information 
on the energy consumption of 
various applicances. Last 
month she issued a report on 
the energy costs of best-selling, 
brand-name refrigerators, the 
first of what she hopes will be a 


series of useful consumer tools. 

"For example, if you’re 
planning to purchase a 15, 17, 
19 or 20 cubic foot refrigerator, 
you will find it helpful to know 
not only the purchase price of 
different brands of each size, 
but what you will probably 
have to pay over a 10-year 
period for the energy to run 
that refrigerator,” said 
Mofenson. 

Copies of the report are 
available from both the Office 
of Consumer of Affairs, and 
from Rep. Mofenson's office at 
the State House. 

In 1975 Congress passed the 
Energy Policy and Con¬ 
servation Act. As a result the 
Federal Energy 
Administration, the Federal 
Trade Commission and the 
National Bureau of Standards 
must now develop national 
standards for the energy 
consumption of appliances, 
and uniform labelling 
requirements will also have to 
be met. The national 
regulations are to take 
nrecedence over state laws.

Drinan outlines 
4-point program to 
revitalize economy 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan iD-Mass.) recently- 
stressed the need for renewed 
efforts in dealing with 
Massachusetts' economic and 
unemployment problems. 

"The economy was 
recovering nicely for a time in 
early 1976," Drinan said, "but 
tiie latest economic reverses 
have indicated that we must 
step up our efforts if we are to 
get more people back to work 
and stimulate business growth 
and prosperity in the near 
future." 

At hearings sponsored by the 
Northeast-Midwest Economic 
Advancement Coalition 
recently, Drinan emphasized 
that "federal government must 
take a leadership role in four 
major areas in order to 
stimulate the economy of 
Massachusetts, not just in the 
short term but for years to 
come. 

"First, we must deal with the 
problem of unemployment 
and jobs. The national 
unemployment rate has now 
gone over 8 percent again, an 
intolerable situation. 
President-elect Carter and the 
Congress will be working in 
future months to fashion a 
combination of jobs programs, 
economic aid and tax relief so 
as to stimulate the economy 
and turn around our present 
economic downslide. 

"Second, we must devise a 
national energy policy which 


will deal with one of America's 
most troubling problems, the 
dependence on foreign oil. 

Energy has become one of the 
most important aspects of our 
economy, both in terms of its 
high price and the shortage of 
supplies. We must, therefore, 
speed up our efforts in 
developing new energy sup¬ 
plies while applying an in¬ 
tensive energy conservation 
program throughout the 
country. 

"Third,” Drinan continued, 
"we must deal with the 
problems of the cities, which 
are carrying heavy and costly 
social burdens on behalf of the 
country as a whole. We cannot 
pretend that the United States 
can be prosperous while our 
cities go bankrupt Means have 
to be formulated to deal with 
the difficult urban problems so 
that urban and rural America 
can both emerge with 
economic vitality in the coming 
years 

"And finally, we must 
examine federal spending 
patterns to insure that 
Massachusetts and the Nor¬ 
theast receive a fair share of 
federal funus in ongoing 
programs. By insuring that our 
region receives a fair share of 
government funds, we would 
receive a new economic 
stimulus in the form of in¬ 
creased program grants and 
aid."

Community School activities. The 
spokesman "id he doubts there would be 
any reluctate by the school of keeping 
the library there, and community and 
after-school use of the building would 
have to be worked out. 

Paul Ash, chairman of the sub¬ 
committee, said after Monday night’s 
meeting that the city would want a buy¬ 
back provision on the school in case 
enrollment increases beyond ex¬ 
pectations.

Lawrence Suttenberg, president of the

Suttenberg said the trustees "would 
immediately put in a request to buy the 
land” to begin the lengthy process 
outlined in the city ordinance for the sale 
of city-owned land. 

The ordinance requires a process of 
review and hearings that take about 150 
days, City Planner Charles Thomas said. 

If the aldermen and city departments 
determine that the land is available for 
sale and should be sold, the offer of 
purchase must be held by the aldermen 
for 60 days to allow for any recom¬ 
mendations. 

The City Planning Committee must 
then decide if the land should be sold, and 
this decision is reviewed by the full 
Board. 


If the Board feels the land should be 
sold, the Finance Committee then must 
publicly advertise for other bids for the 
land and, with the help of those bids, 
determine the minimum selling price of 
the land. 

The Finance Committee will then make 
its recommendation to the full Board, and 
the Board will make its recommendation 
to the mayor. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has the final say 
in the matter. 

President Suttenberg, who lives at 5 
Montrose St., Newton, said the school is 
accredited by the state and spends half of 
the teaching time on secular subjects and 
half on the teaching of Hebrew and 
Jewish studies.

terview Tuesday his father was "en¬ 
thusiastic about being offered a set¬ 
tlement" of up to $25,000 in the con¬ 
dominium case, contradicting previously 
published reports that someone had at¬ 
tempted to bribe his father. 

The son denied this was a bribery offer. 

"He had been somewhat unsuccessful 
in resolving the Puerto Rican case,” 
Herbits explained, "and the settlement 
offer was not to my father, but to nullify 
the complaints of the plaintiffs." 

Two other recent cases of the late at¬ 
torney, who had offices at 44 School St., 


Boston, involved the Plantation Corp. and 
the Plantation Inn, Plymouth. 

The defendant in the Plymouth cases 
was involved in long litigation with 
Herbits, the son said, and there was some 
disagreement about terms of settlement. 

Capt. Drew said about 100 people have 
been interviewed in the Plymouth- 
Wareham area and each interview leads 
to "more people to interview.” 

Newton's 23 detectives and Lt. Det. 
Joseph Denehy and four other state 
detectives are working on the case. 

The murders, according to police, 


occurred sometime between 1:30 and 3:15 
p.m. on Tuesday, Dec. 28, 1976.

State grants extensions 
for wetlands restrictions 


The state has granted an 
extension until April 1 for the 
decision on imposing wetlands 
restrictions on land adjacent to 
Newton South High School. 

If the land is permanently 
restricted, plans for a football 
field and track on the land can 
never be carried out. 

The Board of Aldermen will 
meet tonight (Thursday) at 
10:15 p.m. in a specially called 
session to reconsider its vote of 
acceptance of the state Inland 
Wetlands Restriction Act 
designation of 22 sites in 
Newton as not to be filled or 
built upon. The South High site 
is one of the 22 sites. 

Reconsideration of the vote 
was moved by Aid. Robert 
Stiller of Ward 8, where 
Newton South High School is 
located. 

The adoption of the 
restriction order on the 22 sites 
was almost routine until Land 
Use Committee Chairman 
Eliot Cohen learned two weeks 
ago that long-postponed plans 
for a home field at South in¬ 
cluded the use of the wetland. 

Much of the land had been 
filled in the late sixties and 
early seventies, until a Con¬ 
servation Commission order 
banned filling in 1975. 

The land needed for the 
football field is 4.5 acres of the 
remaining unfilled 10 acres, 
according to old plans. 

Filling was stopped because 
of movement of peat, said to be 
40 feet deep, that threatened to 
damage houses in the vicinity. 

City Engineer Cynthia 
McCarthy at a recess meeting 
of the Board Monday night said 
there are ways to prevent 
"peat waves" if construction of 
the field in its planned location 
is found necessary. 


But relocation of the new 
field may be possible. 
McCarthy pointed out on plans 
another siting that could be 
done. 

The delay granted by 
Commissioner Evan Dobelle of 
the Department of Environ¬ 
mental Management will give 
the city time to determine 
whether any of the wetland is 
needed and whether a field 
should be built at all. 

Dobelle’s letter ac¬ 
complished what two hours of 
work on the problem did not 
quite achieve Monday night at 
the Board meeting. 

The final action at that time 
was adoption of the wetlands 
restriction, with an ac¬ 
companying resolution to 
Dobelle asking that the South 
High site alone be delayed for 
six months. 

Several aldermen wanted to 
reject the whole package of 22 
sites, which had to be voted on 
as a single item. Rejection 
would have provided an 
automatic six-month delay, 
preventing the Department of 
Environmental Management 
from implementing its 
restrictions for that period of 
time. 

During the six months a 
determination would be made 
as to the need for the land and 
the feasibility of further filling. 

Aid. Sidney Small, speaking 
in favor of rejecting the 22-site 
restriction, remarked, "We 
spent $24 million for a lemon 
down the street (Newton North 
High School) and hundreds of 
thousands more on it. We’ve 
spent nothing at Newton 
South." 

Aid. Stiller also favored 
rejecting the restriction to gain 
a six-month delay. Stiller said 


he did not think that state 
legislation would be written 
with the intent of damaging the 
city's chances of completing a 
school site. 

The reason for the School 
Department’s lethargy in not 
safeguarding its options for use 
of the land has never been 
made clear.

One of the 22 sites being 
restricted by the state is the 
Stamford Street land, whose 
owner is seeking a com¬ 
prehensive permit to build 140 
units of low- and moderate- 
income housing. 

The site borders the river in 
Auburndale. 

Lawrence Shubow, lawyer 
for John Mclsaac, said this 
week that his client never 
received notification of the 
restriction or the public 
hearing held at City Hall by the 
Department of Environmental 
Management. Legal action 
may be necessary, he said, if 
the DEM restriction prevents 
building. 

The Mclsaac project has 
been before the state Housing 
Appeals Committee for more 
than two years. The completion 
of an environmental impact 
statement, required at the last 
minute by Secretary for 
Environmental Affairs Evelyn 
Murphy, has delayed the HAC 
decision on whether to allow 
the project to be built. 

The proposal was denied by 
the Newton Zoning Board of 


Department seemed to know of 
the imminent restriction on the 
property until alerted by 
Cohen. 

With the possible switch to 
four-year high schools under 
consideration by the School 
Committee’ there will be need 
for more playfields, School 
Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell pointed out at Monday 
night’s meeting. 


Appeals and subsequently was 
taken to the HAC under 
provions of the state "anti-snob 
zoning” act, Ch. 774. 

The city wants only 20 units 
of housing built on the front two 
acres of the 10-acre property 
and has indicated a desire to 
take the rest by eminent 
domain for conservation land.

Shubow also said he is 
"researching a suit against the 
city Newton’s receipt of all 
federal funds, particularly 
those for housing.” 

“Newton is practicing a 
‘snob’ housing policy in 
general,” Shubow said.

Sullivan reminded con¬ 
sumers that under the 
{Massachusetts Consumer 
Protection Act a store must 
Iclearly and conspicuously 
disclose to the buyer prior to 
purchase the exact nature and 
extent of the seller's refund, 
return or cancellation policy. 

On the subject of recent 
complaints, Sullivan said, 
“Automobiles have a history 
for being the top vote-getter in 


consumer gripes and that 
tradition will probably remain 
until there is some regulation 
of the auto industry." 

The Self-Help Information 
Office can answer a great 
volume of consumer questions 
because they do not mediate 
complaints. 

“Instead of mediating all 
complaints," said Sullivan, 
“we help consumers help 
themselves by providing them 
with the information they need 
to solve the problem. 

"This is beneficial to all 
consumers, as we are able to 
deal with more people than 
would be possible if we at¬ 
tempted to mediate each in¬ 
dividual problem.” 

When Sullivan opened the 
office Nov. 22, 1976, she also 
released a copy of the Con¬ 
sumer Resource Guide. The 
guide, listing more than 1000 
organizations that assist 
consumers, has been 
distributed statewide.

Across the kitchen counter 


When the weather is cold and blustery, 
nothing warms the heart and spirit like a 
bowl of hot, hearty soup. Though we’ve 
all resorted to canned soups on occasion, 
no canned or packaged product yet in¬ 
vented can match the flavor and aroma of 
soup that has simmered gently for hours 
over low heat. 

Following are some soup tips: Pork Is 
seldom used except in some oriental 
recipes, in which it is cooked separately 
and appears as a garnish. Lamb is 
traditional for a Scottish barley soup but 
rarely used In others because of Its strong 
flavor. 

You’D get more flavor and retain more 
vitamins from vegetables if you add them 
to the soup only during the last half hour 
of cooking. If the vegetables will be 
discarded after cooking, there’s no need 
to peel the onions*- Just wash them and 
add. The skins will help color the broth. 
Some cooks prefer to add vegetables at 
the beginning, cook them until they faU 
apart, then replace them with fresh, raw 
vegetables 30 minutes before the soup Is 
done. This provides extra vitamins as 
well as flavor. 

Like stew, soup mellows If It’s cooled 
quickly, refrigerated overnight, then 
reheated for serving. Contrary to popular 
opinion, hearty soups needn’t be fat¬ 
tening. Most of the calories are in the fat, 
which rises to the surface and congeals 
when the soup is refrigerated. This 
solidified fat can be removed easily in 
large chunks before the broth is reheated. 

A light hand Is advisable with 
seasoning, which intensifies as the liquid 
cooks down. You can always add more 
seasoning at serving time. All vegetables 
are good In soup, but some are so strong 
that they’re better alone than in com¬ 
bination: broccoli and cauliflower, for 
Instance. 


II you like thick soup, but don't want to 
use flour, figure on 1 teaspoon of either 
barley, rice or oatmeal to each cup of 
water that went into the pot originally; 
add the cereal an hour before the soup is 
done...or— puree the vegetables that 
were cooked in the soup. 

For a change of pace, why not serve 
hot, thick soup with bread and butter at 
breakfast time! Europeans have thrived 
on a breakfast such as this and it’s 
possible that your finicky breakfast eater 
wiD enjoy this change in menu. 

CHICKEN ROTELLE SOUP 
2 chicken breasts, split 
V« cup (Mi stick) corn oil margarine 
1 cup chopped onion 
1 cup sliced celery 

1 cup sliced carrots 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

1 teaspoon salt 

Mi teaspoon thyme 

2 bay leaves 

4 envelopes (.19 oz. ea.) instant chicken 
flavored broth 
8 cups water 
2 cups roteDe macaroni 
4 pound zucchini, sliced 
4 pound mushrooms, sliced 
Remove skin and excess fat from 
chicken. In Dutch oven, brown chicken 
pieces on both sides in margarine. 
Remove from pan. Saute onion, celery, 
and carrots in remaining margarine until 
onion is tender. Add parsley, salt, thyme, 
bay leaf, chicken broth, 4 cups water and 
chicken. Bring to a boil Cover and 
simmer about 1 hour or until chicken is 
tender. Chill several hours or overnight 
Skim off hardened fat from surface. 
Remove chicken from soup. Cut into 
cubes discarding bones. Add chicken and 
remaining 4 cups water. Bring to boll 
Add rotelle, zucchini, and mushrooms. 
Cook until rotelle is done, about 4 hour. 
Makes 12 servings. Serve with Chive 
Biscuits. 


OLD-FASHIONED 
VEGETABLE SOUP 

2 pounds beef soup bone with meat 

1 pound veal bone 

2 quarts water 

1 dove garlic, optional 

1 bay leaf 

1 tablespoon salt 

3 sprigs parsley 

2 stalks celery with tops 

1 large onion, chopped 

6 carrots, pared and sliced thin 

3 turnips, diced 

2 potatoes, peeled and diced 

I cup canned tomatoes 

4 cup cut green beans 

Place soup bones, water, garlic, bay 
leaf, saft, parsley, celery and onion in a 
deep kettle. Cover and heat slowly until 
water comes to a boil. Skim off any scum, 
cover, reduce heat and simmer 3 to 4 
hours. Remove and discard bay leaf, 
garlic and bones, reserving any meat. 
Skim excess fat from soup and strain 
stock. Combine stock with meat, carrots, 
turnips, potatoes, tomatoes and beans. 
Cover and simmer about 30 minutes. 
Season to taste with salt and pepper. (If 
soup is to be frozen, cook vegetables In 
stock about 15 minutes and finish cooking 
wiien heating to serve. 


LENTIL SOUP 
2 cups tenths 

1 onion, diced 

2 tablespoons margarine 
1 carrot, diced 

3 stalks celery, diced 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

2 quarts hot water 
Minced parsley 

1 pound frankfurters 

Soak lentils overnight In cold water to 


cover. Drain and add diced onion 
browned in margarine. Stir over heat for 
5 minutes. Add carrot, celery, salt and 
pepper and 2 quarts hot water. Simmer 
slowly until lentDs are tender, about 45 
minutes. Rub through a sieve; bring to 
bofl and add frankfurters which have 
been sliced into chunks about 4 inch 
thick; lower heat and simmer 10-15 
minutes. If desired a soup bone and 14 
pounds stew meat may be added with the 
lentils for a heartier soup. 


CREAMY ONION SOUP 

4 cup butter or margarine 

7 cups sliced onions (about 2 lbs.) 

2 tablespoons flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 cups water 

3 tablespoons beef stock base or 12 beef 
bouillon cubes 

4 cups mDk 

CROUTES: 

4 cup butter (1 stick) 

1 small clove garlic, crushed 

8 slices French bread cut 1-Inch thick 

2 cups (8 oz.) shredded Swiss cheese 

In 4-quart saucepot melt butter; saute 
onions until tender and lightly browned, 
about 15 minutes. Stir in flour and salt. 
Add water and beef stock base. Bring to a 
bofl; reduce heat, cover and simmer 30-40 
minutes. Stir in milk. Heat to serving 
temperature, DO NOT BOIL To prepare 
Croutes: In saucepan melt butter; stir In 
garlic. Dip both sides of bread in butter. 
Place on a Jelly roll pan and toast In 
preheated 325 degree oven 10 minutes; 
turn and toast an additional 5 minutes or 
until lightly browned. To serve: Place 
about 1 cup soup in each ovenproof soup 
bowl. Top each with 1 croute and 4 cup 
Swiss cheese. Place in oven 1 375 degrees) 
for 10 minutes or until cheese melts. 
Serves 8.

1 teaspoon sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon paprika 
4 teaspoon pepper 

Separate cauliflower into flowerets. Cook, covered. In 
small amount of boiling salted water Just till crisp-tender, 
about 10 minutes; drain. Place cauliflowerets in deep bowL 
Combine remaining ingredients. Pour over cauliflower and 
chill 2 to 3 hours, stirring occasionally.

4 pound pitted dates, cut fairly fine 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 cup hot water 
4 cup (4 pound) margarine 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs 

14 cups regular all purpose floor, silted before 
measuring 
1 tablespoon cocoa 


4 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 pkg. (6 oz. size) semisweet chocolate pieces 
4 cup chopped walnuts 

Combine finely cut dates with baking soda and water; set 
aside to cool. Cream margarine with sugar; add eggs, 
beating well. Sift flour with cocoa and salt Add dry mixture 
to creamed mixture alternately with dates and water.

Make a hollow In the 
center and pour in 1 cup of the buttermilk. Mix with your 
hands and add enough more buttermilk to make a firm but 
not dry dough. Turn out onto a floured board and knead 
lightly. Shape Into a round loaf aqd cut across the top so that 
It will not crack. Sprinkle with caraway seed If desired 
Place In a buttered skillet and bake at 350 degrees for 40-45 
minutes.

IRISH SWEET LOAF 
4 cups all purpose flour 
1 cup sugar 

1 tablespoon baking powder 

2 cups raisins 
grated rind of 1 lemon 
2 eggs beaten 

1 cup milk 

Combine the flour, sugar, baking powder, raisins and 
lemon rind. Beat the eggs and milk together and add to the 
dry ingredients. Mix carefully until thoroughly moistened. 
Turn into a buttered 9xS-inch loaf pan and let stand for 
about 20 minutes.

'The Little Prince’ to be 
staged by Rep Sundays 


It can hardly be called the 
Boston Repertory Theatre's 
"premiere” performance of 
"The Little Prince,” adapted 
from the fairy tale classic by 
Antoine de Saint Exupery. 

But for the first time, the 
production will be playing in a 
theater it can call "home.” The 
play is now underway in the 
Rep’s newly-renovated and 
permanent facilities at One 
Boylston PI. across from the 
Boston Common every Sunday 
evening at 8:08 p.m. 

Since the play's first per¬ 
formance in June, 1972, when 
the Rep was working out of the 
basement of the Boston Center 
for the Arts, "The Little 
Prince” has become by far 
their most popular repertory 
piece. 

The show enjoyed a suc¬ 
cessful run after the group 
relocated at the First and 
Second Church on Berkeley 
Street and later developed into 
a strong touring performance.

These 
meetings are designed to give 
men a better understanding of 
the role of permanent deacon 
in today’s church, and to 
discuss the nature, I 
requirements and the training 
program for this restored! 
ministry of service. 

The new permanent deacon 
is neither a priest nor a 
glorified layman but is one who 
takes his proper place in this j 
expanded ministry of the

The permanent diaconate is 
open to men 32 years of age, 
married or single, who have a 
proved history of commitment 
to people in their parish or 
community, of good in¬ 
telligence and who feel a desire 
to respond to God's call.

ADL explains effects 
of Arab boycott on Israel

At a Boston Council Anti- 
Defamation League-B'nai 
B’rith meeting on the Arab 
boycott Harold Band, Sol 
Kolack and Isadore Zack ex¬ 
plained ADL’s work to prevent 
the Arab nations from 
strangling Israel through this 
internationally illegal boycott. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Richard A. Gross detailed the 
regulations of the new Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
antiboycott legislation. 

The following information 
was pres8ented to the com¬ 
mittee by the panelists: The 
Arab boycott is an integral part 
of the ongoing effort by the 
League of Arab States to 
destroy Israel. The boycott is 
an essential weapon in Ar8ab 
economic warfare aimed at the 
strangulation of the J8ewish 
state. The main instrument for 
carrying out the various 
boycott laws set down by the 
Arab nations i8s a series of 
blacklists of companies in 
countries around the world 
which have rejected the 
restrictions of the Arab 
boycott, refused to provide 
information sought by the 
boycott office or Arab League 
member states, or ignored 
requests to provide that in¬ 
formation.

Through this secondary 
boycott, the Arabs seek to force 
other countries and their 
business and financial in¬ 
stitutions to become economic 
allies of the Arab world and 
instruments of the Arab war 
against the Jewish state. 

The Arab boycott also in¬ 
volves a tertiary boycott 
whereby an Arab state refuses 
to do business with a company 
which is not itself blacklisted 
or considered to be supporting 
the Israeli economy bu does 
business with others deemed 
by the Arabs to be supporters 
of Israel. 

Another aspect of the ter¬ 
tiary boycott takes place when 
a company — for example, an 
Americ8an manufacturer 
having a prime with an Arab 
country — refuses at the 
request of the Arabs to do

Soule hammers hard 
to protect Brandeis art 


Walter F. Soule enjoys taking hammer 
and nail to a classic work of art by Monet. 

But relax, the painting is safe and Soule 
is not a resident of the cuckoo’s nest. He's 
building superintendent at Brandeis 
University’s Rose Art Museum and a 
master carpenter with credentia in art 
history. 

For the past 18 months, the Newton- 
bom tradesman, who lives in Waltnam, 
has fused his carpentry skills with an 
appreciation for works of art and suc¬ 
cessfully applied the two by crafting fail¬ 
safe crates for the transporaticn of 
valuable art 

To date, all paintings shipped from 
Soule’s museum workshop have arrived 
unscathed at destinations ranging from 
New York to Los Angeles. 

That’s a lot of bumpy road miles, not to 
mention the number of truck tailgates 
encountered, a major threat to the 
paintings. 

"It’s not uncommon for paintings to be 
dropped from tailgates," explained 
Soule, "and if one lands on the comer of 
the frame it could mean serious 
damage." 

Art scheduled to depart the museum is 
crated only by Soule and the steps taken 
are a craftsman’s assurance that the 
object packed will withstand most 
disasters short of earthquake. 


"I crate the painting in anticipation of 
the worst,” he said. “So far, we haven't 
lost a painting.” 

The process requires the utmost in 
attention to detail, beginning with a 
protective covering for the face of the 
picture. A plastic wrapping, dotted with 
air-filled "bubbles" forming a cushion, 
covers the painting. This also keeps dirt 
out in transit. Next, the comers, labeled 
the "weakest links" by Soule, are rein¬ 
forced with heavy cardboard collars 
stapled onto the frame. 

"The painting must now be wrapped 
completely in corrugated cardboard to 
prevent penetration by sharp objects. 
Once this is completed then I crate it and, 
finally, box it in plywood." 

Soule came to Brandeis in July, 1975, as 
a full-time employee after having worked 
part-time at the museum. Carpentry and 
art hardly seemed compatible in the 
career spectrum but the two have sur¬ 
vived without conflict 

As a boy, Soule was exposed to car¬ 
pentry by his late father, an engineer for 
a construction firm. The rudiments were 
deeply imbedded and as a teenager he 
worked at developing his craft. 

The trade supported his studies at 
Newton Junior College, Boston 
University, and Nasson College in 
Springvale, Maine, where he was 


awarded a B.A. in art history in 1973. 

His knowledge of art was proper 
leverage for accepting a superintendent's 
post at the museum, and he has enjoyed 
the varied work despite the major salary 
difference between Brandeis and what he 
could command as an outside carpenter. 

“I like the people here,” he saii “and 
I'm glad I accepted the job. It’s in- 
interesting work and it’s something not 
every carpenter has a chance to ao." 

Museum Director Carl Belz is im¬ 
pressed by not only Soule’s work, but also 
the way he tackles the job. 

“Walter’s work is fine, excellent but it's 
his attitude that impresses me to no end," 
Belz said. “In the 18 months he's worked 
here, he has yet to ask ‘Why?’ or to tell 
me ’we can't do it.’ 

“Instead, he says ‘Yes, I’m sure we can 
do it' That’s the kind of an attitude that 
means the difference between success 
and failure." 

Soule divides his time between crating 
and preparing for museum shows, a 
weighty task by any standard. The ad¬ 
vent of a new exhibition means long hours 
in anticipation of removing the outgoing 
paintings and the display of new ones. 

When paintings are dispatched from 
the museum, they leave campus secured 
in a container prepared by Walter Soule. 
All during transit, the university's 
treasure is in good hands. 


Library installs TV phone for deaf patrons 


The Newton Free Library 
has received a special grant 
from the Massachusetts 
Bureau of Library Extension 
for the purchase of a tele¬ 
typewriter (TTY). 

Called a TV phone, it is a new 
communications terminal 
designed expressly for the deaf 
and hearing impaired. Typed 
messages are sent and 
received via telephone lines 
thus allowing a wide range of 
service possibilities to the deaf. 

The sending party types out 
his or her message and it is 
converted into impulses by a 


modulator and sent over the 
telephone wires to the receiver. 

The receiver’s modulator 
converts the impulses into 
signals which are fed into the 
tele-typewriter which types out 
the message. The TV phone is 
attached to a regular television 
set and displays messages in 
print on the screen. 

The Newton Free Library 
has recognized this as a means 
to extend to the deaf com¬ 
munity the same kind of 
telephone reference service we 
have been giving for years to 
others. 


Not only are traditional 
library information services 
available but the library has 
decided to make the library 
TTY accessible for local use by 
patrons as well. Hearing and 
deaf people alike can take 
advantage of this. 

Persons with similar 
equipment (the TV phone is 
completely compatible with all 
types of TTYs) may call the 
TTY phone number, 527-7106, 
to ask about library materials, 
services, and programs.

CAIRO, Egypt fUPI) - The 
projected unity between Egypt 
and Syria will enable the two 
countries to present a united 
front at the Geneva peace talks 
with Israel. It was welcomed 
by l^banon and the Pales¬ 
tinians, but has served to 
isolate Libya and left Jordan 
wondering about its possible 
impact. 

Palestinian guerrilla chief 
Yasser Arafat, who arrived in 
Cairo shortly after agreement 
was reached, described the 
unity scheme as "historic" and 
said It "carried the Arab 
struggle forward in face of the 
Israeli challenge." 

Lebanese Premier Selim Al- 
Hoss said the agreement will 
have "positive effects" on the 
Lebanon situation. 

A government an¬ 
nouncement in Damascus said 
Jordan's King Hussein will 
visit the Syrian capital shortly 
for talks with President Hafez 
Assad. Diplomatic sources said 
Hussein will certainly seek 
clarifications. 

The Egyptlan-Syrian agree¬ 
ment said the two countries 
were setting up a joint political 
command, led by Assad and 
President Anwar Sadat, to 
work out the form of the en¬ 
visaged union. The accord 
climaxed a four-day visit by 
Assad to Egypt —his first since 
the two countries ended a year¬ 
long rift last October. 

The immediate and practical 
effect of the accord has been to 
forge a close political and 
military alliance between 
Egypt and Syria, aimed at 
concerted action in the conflict 
with Israel. 

This will enable the two 
countries — the principal Arab 
antagonists against Israel — to 
present a united front at the 
Geneva conference or, falling 
this, on the battlefield. 

Sadat and Assad called in a 
Joint communique for an early 
resumption of the peace talks, 
with Palestinian participation. 
But officials concede the 
current cabinet crisis in Israel 
may delay the peace momen¬ 
tum and "half of 1977 may be 
wasted.” 

The Egyptlan-Syrian agree¬ 
ment served to isolate CoL 
Moammar Khadafy. the 
Xibyan strongman, by 
sidestepping the so-called 
Federation of Arab Republics, 
a five-year-old arrangement 
grouping the three countries. 

The federation has existed 
only in theory for the past three 
years, mainly because of sharp 
differences between Sadat and 
Khadafy

in the cold. It is almost a 
snub."

Premier Al-Hoss was op¬ 
timistic the unity scheme will 
have "positive effects and 
consolidate the efforts of 
Presidents Assad and Sadat to 
restore peace to Lebanon." 

Arafat, whose troops fought 
the Syrians in Lebanon only 
three months ago, said a 
"military unity" existed al¬ 
ready among Egypt, Syria and 
the Palestinians, and Egyptian 
War Minister Gen. Abdel 
Gham Gamassy was the 
commanderin-chief of their 
forces. 

But only tune will tell how 
the unity scheme - if it sees 
the light - will affect other 
Arabs.

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A New Year toast 
with a glass of sake 

TOKYO (UPIi — About 112 minion Japanese have 
Just toasted in the new year with sake, but for most of 
them this isn't 1977. 

In the Land of the Rising Sun, the year is Showa 52, 
the 52nd year in which Emperor Hitohito has reigned. 

Japan is the only large industrial country that 
doesn't use the Western way of counting years from the 
birth of Christ The age-old system of numbering the 
years by emperors' reigns prevails. 

It stayed in use even after Japan adopted the 
Western calendar with its seven-day week and 12- 
month year back in 1972. 

Of course, most Japanese know It is 1977 in the 
outside world. After all, 1977 is printed fin paren¬ 
theses) just after Showa 52 at the top of the morning 
newspaper 

But the J apanese don't think in terms of A.D. 

For them. Pearl Harbor was bombed in Showa 16, 
not 1944. World War I ended on Nov. 11, Talsho 7, in the 
reign of the previous emperor, not in 1918. Abraham 
Iincoln was shot way back in Keio 1, the Japanese way 
of saying 1865. 

A recent survey by the prime minister's office 
showed 87 per cent of adult Japanese compute years 
this way. Only a minority in international business 
think by the A.D. system 

All government records are dated in years of em¬ 
peror reigns. A Japanese businessman who deals with 
foreigners this year will use 1977 in his letters to them. 

In correspondence with fellow Japanese he will use 
Showa 52. 

Many of the Japanese who must flit between the two 
systems carry card-size conversion tables in their 
wallets. 

For the first time in Japanese history, the idea of 
shifting to A.D. numbers is being discussed seriously. 
Emperor Hirohito now is 75. A minority of Japanese 
question whether the tradition should be prolonged 
after he dies. 

The Communist and Socialist opposition parties, 
which got a combined 31 per cent of the vote in the 
December 1976 general election, both want to go to 
A.D. numbers. 

Their reason is political. They think that counting 
time by imperial reigns tends to link the public's mind 
to the emperor's throne. 

However, the reign year system will probably 
continue. A recent survey by the prime minister's 
office found that 80 per cent of the people favored it. 

Although Emperor Hirohito's reign is called Showa, 
it is not part of his personal name. At the start of each 
reign, a committee of literary men is called together to 
choose a name for it. Showa or “bright peace” was 
chose for Hirohito. The first year in which he was on 
the throne, 1926, became Showa 1. 

The reign of Hirohito's father, which lasted from 1912 
to 1926, had the name of Taisho, which meant “great 
justice." 

Before that came Emperor Mutsuhito, who reigned 
from 1868 to 1912. His period is called Meiji or 
"enlightened rule." 

The rules for getting from emperor reign year to 
_ A.D. are easy—if you can remember them and are 
good at arithmetic. Just add 25 to a Showa year to get 
the last two numbers of the A.D. year. Thus Showa 16 
becomes 1941. 

By adding seven to a Taisho year, you get the last 
two numbers of the A.D. year. Taisho 16, the year of the 
great Tokyo earthquake, thus is 1923. 

Ford: 

Active lame duck 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Ford, from all 
indications, will go down in history as an activist lame 
duck. 

Already Ford's last 79 days are being compared to 
Franklin Roosevelt's first 100 days. And he still has a 
couple of weeks to go. 

Since his defeat last November, Ford has proposed 
such far-reaching measures as gasoline price 
decontrol and statehood for Puerto Rico. 

Some observers have expressed puzzlement over 
why he would bother making moves of this magnitude 
at such a late date. But I think I know the reason. 

To me, it looks very much as if he is paying off 
campaign debts to the silent bandwagon. 

In case you aren't familiar with ths type of political 
favor, I should explain that the silent bandwagon is 
composed of prominent or influential figures who 
support a certain candidate but who keep mum about 
It. 

The muteness is the helpful part 

For were they to support him openly, it could cost 
him a lot of votes and possibly even the election. 

A good example of the silent bandtfbgon rider is 
Bobby Seale, one of the founders of the Black Panther 
Party and a defendant in the celebrated Chicago Seven 
trial. 

Once Jimmy Carter's victory had been safely con¬ 
firmed by the Electoral College, Seale called a news 
conference to reveal that he had been a covert sup¬ 
porter of the president-elect. 

"I wanted him to win, so I kept quiet,” he explained. 

Now that Seale has broken the ice, many others who 
rode the silent bandwagon probably will be coming out 
of the closet 

The next step will be for political analysts to 
determine how much impact these sealed lip stalwarts 
had on the campaign. 

It is too late for loyal tongueholders to lay claim to a : 
Cabinet seat. But with many sul>Cabinet positions yet 
to be filled, they may yet have a voice in the transition 
process. 

If Carter had silent bandwagon riders such as Seale, . 
it is logical to assume there also were covert sup¬ 
porters in the Ford camp. 

One might have been an oil executive whose com¬ 
pany had admitted illegal contributions to the Nixon 
campaign or undertable payments overseas. Another 
could have been a Puerto Rican statehood advocate 
who for some reason was held in low public esteem. 

l^t's say they pay a call at the White House during 
the campaign. With the following results: 

Mr President, we're here to assure you that we're 
behind you 100 per cent." 

I he president blanches. "Would you mind keeping 
that under your hat?"

Boys who make passes should switch to contacts 


NEW YORK iUPI) - Most 
teen-age girls believe boys who 
wear glasses should switch to 
contact lenses. 

Their attitudes, implying a 
twist on “boys never make 
passes at girls who wear 
glasses." are revealed in a new 


survey of 1.300 girls ranging 
from 13 to -19 years old. They 
represent a balanced cross- 
section of girls from all parts of 
the country. 

Of the total surveyed. 63.7 
per cent wear some type of 
vision correction themselves - 


eyeglasses, soft or hard con¬ 
tact leases. Of those, nearly 
half (hi.9 per cent) wear 
contact leases. 

The study was funded by 
Bausch and Lomb. the compa¬ 
ny that first introduced soft 
contact lenses into the United 


States in 1971. 

When the girls on the survey 
panel were questioned nbout 
boys and contacts. 77 per cent 
of the 1.300 teenagers said they 
believe boys need contact 
•enses just as much as girls do. 

The contact lens wearers felt 


stronger about the question 
than those with eyeglasses. 
Ntaetv-two per cent of those 
with soft contact lenses and 86 
per cent of the hard contact 
wearers felt boys should switch 
to contacts. 


When asked if the bovs 
orefer girls w’th contact len¬ 
ses. they were less en¬ 
thusiastic. Of tne 1.300, 38 per 
cent agreed: 30 6 per cent were 
neutral: and 30.4 per cent 
disagreed.

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Is Fran Tarkenton's arm in good shape?

LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI) 
— "My arm is sore; I can’t 
throw." 

Fran Tarkenton said it 
strictly as a gag, and then as If 
to furnish indisputable, first¬ 
hand evidence of how utterly 
outlandish any report like that 
was, he uncorked a low, 
spiraling 25-yarder, with 
plenty of sipoke on It, to a 
waiting receiver shortly before 
the Minnesota Vikings broke 
up Tuesday's photo session 
here. 

For the past two weeks now, 
rumors have been circulating 
that Tarkenton's throwing arm 
isn't all It should be. It cer¬ 
tainly wasn't in the Vikings’ 24- 
13 victory over the Los Angeles 
Rams for the NFC title at 
Bloomigton, Minn., a week and 
a half ago. 

Tarkenton didn’t throw the 
ball well at all, completing less 
than 50 per cent of his tosses.

only 12 of 27 for 143 yards, A 
number of those he connected 
with were little swing passes to 
some of the other Viking backs. 

His passing performance 
against the Rams was so 
subpar, so sub-Tarkenton, that 
Tom Brookshier, the former 
Philadelphia Eagles’ comer- 
back handling the TV coverage 
that day with Pat Summerall, 
wondered out loud repeatedly 
whether there was something 
wrong with Tarkenton’s arm. 

The Vikings arc four-point 
underdogs for Sunday’s Super 
Bowl meeting with the Oakland 


Raiders. Most of the Vikings’ 
hopes are tied in with 
Tarkenton's arm. If there is 
anything wrong with It, and 
that fact became krown, the 
Raiders might jump as high as 
8 or 9 point favorites. 

Tarkenton keeps insisting his 
arm is okay, that there isn't 
anything wrong with it, but he 
has been known to lay back in 
the weeds before this and not 
say,a word when he actually 
was handicapped physically. 

Two years ago, after Pitts¬ 
burgh beat the Vikings, 16-6, in 
the Super Bowl, Tarkenton 
admitted his arm was 
bothering him for some time 
although he hadn't said 
anything about it before the 
game. 

Now he keeps Insisting the 
arm is perfectly all right. 

"There’s nothing wrong with 
it," he said during Tuesday's 
turnout for the media. "My 
arm is not hurt. Yeah, I know 


what Brookshier said when we 
played the Rams, but had he 
asked me beforehand I 
would've told him my arm was 
okay. It was my knee that was 
hurt. We've never made a 
secret of that. Besides, when 
the wind chill factor was 12 
below, like it was that day, it’s 
not a day for Fancy Dan 
passing." 

It's possible Tarkenton's 
knee problem is preventing 
him from setUng up the way he 
would normally, and that is 
affecting his throwing. 
Taseball pitchers periodically 
. un into this trouble. 

It's also possible Tarkenton 
is keeping a physical problem 
to himself, the same way he did 
two years ago prior to Super 
Bowl IX. He now claims the 
condition of his arm was 
reported to the league before 
that game but a league 
spokesman denies this. 

The player with the Vikings 
who probably knows Fran 
Tarkenton best is veteran 


center Mick Tingelhoff. The 
two have been close friends 
nearly 15 years. They room 
together. 

"He's a sloppy roommate," 
laughs Tinglehoff. "Throws his 
clothes all over. Plus I always 
have to buy the newspaper. He 
makes a million a year and I 
have to buy the paper every 
day. He never bought a paper 
in his life. He's a great guy, 
though, tops. We're always 
getting on each other about 
something." 

Yeah, but what about his 
arm? 

"I knew it was bad two years 
ago,” says Tingelhoff. “He was 
hurting and never let on tu 
anyone. But his arm is okay 
now." 

If it wasn't would Tingelhoff 
say so? 

"No," says the Vikes’ center, 
laughing some more.

Brewers. 

He got to know Mrs. Shane 
and asked her if she would like 
to do some play-by-play an¬ 
nouncing with him on White 
Sox games. She Jumped at the 
chance and did three games 
last season in a tryout that led 
to her job this season. She will 
begin with spring training in 
Sarasota, Fla. 

"After I did the games the 
letters I received were favora¬ 
ble though I didn’t see the 


letters the station got," she 
said. “But they must have been 
good or they wouldn't have 
hired me."

Backman sees upturn 
in state's economy

"With the current upturn in 
the national economy, we may 
have also reached a turning 
point in our state’s economic 
crisis," said Sen. Backman (D- 
Brookline-Newton) this week. 

"As conditions have im¬ 
proved nationally, our own 
state's economic activity has 
increased. However, here in 
Massachusetts, for years we 
have ignored economic 
planning and just bobbed with 
the waves. 

‘‘In spite of the national 
economic upturn there are 
right now 200,000 people who 
need jobs in Massachusetts. 
The governor's proposal for 
this next session is for a 
meager program that will put 
500 to 1000 people to work some 
time in the next year or so. This 
minor proposal will help one- 
half of 1 percent of those who 
need jobs. This proposal is 
unfortunately too minor, too 
modest," Backman continued.

Committee of the Boston Bar 
Association have jointly filed a 
divorce-reform package for the 
1977 legislative session. 

According to Pines, current 
divorce statutes often give an 
incentive for the principals in a 
case to perjure themselves in 
order to avoid the excessive 
waiting period of no-fault 
divorce. 

Under no-fault divorce, if a 
separation agreement has been 
worked out there is a 10 -month 
waiting period before the court 
will enter a decree nisi and 
then another six months before 
the decree becomes final. 

• Where there has been no 
agreement, the waiting period 
is 24 months followed by a six- 
month decree nisi period. Thus 
it takes two-and-a-half years 
after the case first goes to 
court. The result of this has 
been that only 10 percent of 
recent divorces have been 
granted under no-fault. 

"This frequently involves the 
embellishment or outright 
manufacture of evidence," 
states Pines. "An additional 
by-product is permanent

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emotional scarring of all 
parties, including children." 

Two of the Pines bills will 
address the weakness of the no¬ 
fault law directly. One will 
reduce the waiting period from • 
10 months with a separation 
agreement or 24 months 
without one, to 6 and 15 months 
respectively. The other will 
reduce the decree nisi period 
for all divorces from six 
months to 30 days. 

A fourth bill would abolish 
the action of alienation of af¬ 
fections. Pines believes that it 
is inappropriate for the court to 
be the final arbiter of such a 
vague and emotional issue. 

In summing up the reform 
package, Pines described her 
bills as "a further attempt to 
bring Massachusetts divorce 
laws into the 20th century."

The first American woman to 
trade with the People’s 
Republic of China , Lee F. 
Sobin, will speak at Newton 
South High School on Jan. 13 
from 10:05-10:55 a.m. She will 
discuss her career and her 
experiences dealing with 
China. 

After the dissolution of the 
embargo act with China in 
1972, Mrs. Sobin was invited to 
China to attend the Canton 
Trade Fair with her husband, 
Julian. Sobin, president of 
Sobin Chemicals Inc. and 
executive vice president of 
International Minerals and 
Chemicals Corp., was one of 
three men from the United 
Slates invited to attend the 
Canton Fair. 

The Chinese, originators of 
women's liberation, were so 
impressed by Mrs. Sobin’s 
economic knowledge from her 
extensive travels that they 
encouraged her to go into 
business for herself. 

In 1972, Mrs. Sobin started 
the Friendship International 
Club, which deals in trade with 
China. The trading ranges 
from pharmaceutical products 
to tea to apparel. 

. The Friendship International 
Club brings approximately $10 


million into the country an¬ 
nually. 

She now has over 40 clients 
from some of the largest 
companies in the country. 

She has been invited back to 
China 11 times. In addition to 
conducting business with 
China, she has attended tea 
ceremonies, a part of the 
Chinese tradition, and ob¬ 
served doctors conduct 
surgery using acupuncture. 

Intrigued by the ex¬ 
pressionless faces of the 
patients undergoing the 
surgery, Mrs. Sobin also tried 


acupuncture for her arthritic 
thumb. 

A woman with many in¬ 
terests, Mrs. Sobin skis, plays 
tennis, collects early Chinese 
artifacts and 20th century 
German expressionist pain¬ 
tings, cooks, and gardens. She

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Pines 'distressed' by court 
decision on pregnancy disability

State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) has voiced her op¬ 
position to the Dec. 7 U.S. 
Supreme Court decision in the 
General Electric case which 
strikes down the mandatory 
compensation of absences 
from work due to pregnancy. 

"The logic of Justice 
Rehnquist's majority opinion is 
as convoluted as any I have 
ever read," Pines, an attorney, 
stated. "It reverses the fin¬ 


dings of every U.S. Court of 
Appeals that has heard such 
cases. The Appeals Courts 
have upheld the right to 
compensation for pregnancy- 
on the grounds that its ex¬ 
clusion violates Title VII of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964. The 
Supreme Court has now 
rejected this." 

Pines believes that the ruling 
makes the enforcement of 
existing law, and the enact-

ment of bills dealing with sex 
discrimination, all the more 
urgent. She has been a major 
legislative force in this area 
Her 1974 law bans 
discrimination against women 
in the issuance of insurance 
coverage. She has filed a bill in 
each of the last four sessions of 
the General Court requiring 
that maternity leaves be 
treated as any other disability. 
Although the bill has met with 
defeat, it will be reintroduced 
in 1977. Pines feels that in light 
of the opinion, passage of the 
legislation has taken on a new 
urgency. 

Rep. Pines expressed fears 
that this decision may have a 
disasterous effect on em¬ 
ployment policies for womea 
"■Hie majority opinion stated 
that unless the issue of 
pregnancy disability coverage 
could be conclusively proven 
as being used as a ‘pretext’ for 
discriminating against women, 
such discrimination was not 
illegal!” she explained. 

The ramifications of the 
decision are far reaching, 
according to Rep. Pines. "The 
ruling makes little sense. It 
approves coverage for male 
disabilities due to vasectomies, 
circumcisions and 
prostatectomies, but denies 
coverage to women who have 
the sole responsibility for child¬ 
bearing," she said. 

"The Supreme Court ruled 
that the exclusion of pregnancy 
disability coverage was 
motivated by monetary con¬ 
siderations. It rejected the 
findings of the Federal District 
Court which found that General 
Electric’s 'discriminatory 
attitude toward women was a 
motivating factor in its policy.’ 

"The decision of the U.S. 
Supreme Court is extremely 
distressing,” stated Rep. 
Pines.

N.Y. library is big 
help to 'Geanies' 


NEW YORK (UPI) - One 
woman researching her fami¬ 
ly's history at the New York 
Public Library almost 
screamed when she found 
evidence of an ancestor who 
was a signer of the Declaration 
of Independence. 

Her reaction was unusual, 
but many of the thousands who 
use the genealogy division at 
Fifth Ave. and 42nd St. each 
year become so excited about 
their findings that they confide 
in the librarians, says Timothy 
Beard. He is one of three full- 
timers on the staff of Gunther 
E. Pohl, chief of the Local 
History and Genealogy 
divisions. 

In an interview, Pohl said so 
much correspondence comes 
from all over the world that the 
staff, which also includes a 
half-timer, cannot undertake 
extensive research. So they 
answer most queries with a 
form letter. 

The 80 or so persons who 
show up on a typical day get all 
the guidance they want on the 
spot, but have to do their own 
research, Pohl said. He added 
that a good percentage but not 
a majority are from out of 
town. 

Helping many of the ama¬ 
teurs isn’t simple. 

"We have to pry information 
out... Some people are very 
secretive. They don’t want to 
reveal skeletons in the family 
closet," Pohl said. 

"If young people are looking 
for their biological parents, 
they tend to be shy about 
asking." 

In beginning a search, Pohl 


said it helps to have such clues 
as the birthdate of your first 
child or naturalization records 
if you or a member of the 
family emigrated. 

It also helps to know the 
smallest political subdivision 
in which an ancestor lived: the 
town or city or county. 

The rest depends on per¬ 
severance, time, discipline, 
coordination and considerable 
imagination in asking the right 
questions, Pohl said. 

He credits ‘‘the definite 
climate of nostalgia" with 
expanding Americans’ interest 
in the subject. 

"We had one woman here 
doing genealogy from post¬ 
cards. She had met her 
husband in a railroad station in 
Wisconsin or Minnesota. She 
was looking for and found 
postcards of that station and 
other places that figured in 
their life together: where 
they’d married, honeymooned, 
vacationed and lived." 

In addition to the amateurs, 
the division draws a lot of 
authors, particularly biogra¬ 
phers, but also novelists 
looking for historical 
background. 

“I came in early one mor¬ 
ning and found (historian) 
Samuel Eliot Morison sitting at 
that table reading the city 
directories,” said Beard, 
gesturing toward one end of the 
room. 

Other authors who have 
made extensive use of the 
division include biographer 
Ralph Martin, author of 
"Jennie." 


School tailors study 
to oldsters' needs 


The road to the fountain of 
youth may be paved with 
books. 

That’s a hunch advanced by 
Dr. Robert W. Adamson, 
founder of The College at Sixty 
at Fordham University's Lin¬ 
coln Center Campus in New 
York City. 

"There are no scientific 
studies or statistics yet to 
support this claim of increased 
longevity and better health for 
older scholars,” says Adam¬ 
son. "but I personally have 
seen many an oldster sprout 
some fresh blossoms soon after 
trudging along the academic 
trail. 

"It gives them a reason for 
living.” 

The College at Sixty tailors 
its outlook and curriculum to 
the older student. 

"We say ’sixty' but the age 
range is anywhere from 50 
through the 80's," Adamson 
said. 

"In this way, the older 
student functions at first in an 
academic environment of 
peers. 

"Uter, when they become 


confident, have achieved an 
academic toehold and have 
sharpened their learning skills, 
we encourage them to move 
into the liberal arts college, 
attending class with students a 
generation or two younger. 

"They make that step in 
groups of three or four and 
don’t seem like oddities in the 
younger classes." 

The hurdle in getting the 
older student conditioned to 
studying again, according to 
Adamson, is building confiden¬ 
ce. 

“In most continuing educa¬ 
tion programs, retired citizens 
are thrown in with students 
many years their junior. While 
at first this may appear as a 
challenge, often it turns into 
devastating cultural shock." 

Study at The College at Sixty 
consists of four nonpressured 
seminars chosen from philoso¬ 
phy, art, literature, science, 
economics and psychology. 

Each student takes one 
seminar per semester. Upon 
completion of four seminars, a 
certificate is awarded. This 
entitles the holder to enter 
Fordham's liberal arts college 


Regular review of state boards 
proposed in Pines' legislation 


State Representative Lois 
Pines (D-Newton) has in¬ 
troduced a bill for the 1977 
legislative session which 
provides for the automatic 
termination of all state 
agencies unless affirmatively 
reviewed by the legislature. 

Modeled after a bill filed in 
the U.S. Senate last year and 
legislation operating suc¬ 
cessfully in other states, the 
Pines bill requires that a 
thorough review of each state 
agency be conducted every five 


years. 

"The taxpayers of the 
Commonwealth can no longer 
afford to pay the ever- 
escalating cost for services and 
programs that may well be 
unnecessary,” Pines stated. 

According to Pines, the trend 
during the previous 15 years to 
address every new problem by 
the creation of new legislative 
programs has led to a 
proliferation of government 
activity without any 
mechanism for evaluating

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Mrs. Joseph Van Sickler of 
Cape Coral, Fla., peering at a 
screen, found something she 
had been seeking for 14 years 
— a trace of her father’s 
mother’s parents. 

"I found them in Chicago, in 
the 1900 census,” she said. "It 
showed they’d been living in 
the United States for 15 years. 
Once I had that, it was easy to 
go to ship passenger lists from 
1885 until I found where they’d 
all come over." 

Mrs. Van Sickler is an 
amateur genealogist. She was 
doing her research on mi¬ 
crofilmed records at the Na¬ 
tional Archives, storehouse of 
government records. 

Across America, tracing 
family roots has skyrocketed 
as a hobby. 

At the National Archives, 
where amateur genealogists 
are called “geanies," the 
number of research passes 
issued to visitors has doubled 
in 10 years, and is no longer the 
avocation of those seeking to 
qualify for membership in 
some blueblood organization. 

A staff of 60 is required to 
handle the 4,000 letters that 
arrive every week seeking 
help. If the writer can fill out a 
form to pinpoint what he needs, 
he can obtain photocopied 
records for $3 a sheet. 

About 70 per cent of the 20,029 
passes issued last year went to 
people who came to the ar¬ 
chives to seek out their family 
histories in the archives’ 
military service and pension 
records, immigrant ship pass¬ 
enger lists and census records, 
which are kept secret for 70 
years. 

These records are kept under 
the direction of Texas-born Bill 
Linder, whose wife claims 
George Washington as an 
ancestor and who found, in 
researching his own family, 
that his great grandfather was 
a convicted murderer. 

Linder's interest in his own 
ancestry caused him to give up 
a career in aerospace and get 
into archival work. 

He believes national interest 
is high because of the “ex¬ 
tended family” that rarely 
exists any longer. 

"In Kenedy, Tex. I grew up 
with grandparents and great 
uncles and third cousins,” he 
says. "We all had Sunday 
dinner together. My kids don’t 
have that. If they’re going to 
know anything about their 
family, they're going to read 
it." 

The Bicentennial also 
spurred interest, Linder said. 
“Roots”, Alex Haley's account 
of how his search for ancestors 
carried him to Africa, has been 
a recent runaway bestseller. 

In Mrs. Van Sickler’s case, 
religion was the motivator. The 
Van Sicklers are Mormons and 
practice baptism by proxy of 
deceased ancestors. 

When she located her hus¬ 
band's immigrant great grand¬ 
parents in the Chicago census, 
she learned much: that they 
owned a house with a mort¬ 
gage, that they had 11 children, 
one of whom died at sea, that 
one son peddled meats and 
another was a printer, that all

the children except Gustov, 9, 
were born in Germany, that an 
apartment in the house was 
rented to a married daughter, 
whose mother-in-law lived 
there, too, and that the mother- 
in-law had had five children. 

"My mother died when I was 
a child, and when I used to ask 
my father about his ancestors, 
he would say, 'Why don’t you 
let the dead rest?’" Mrs. Van 
Sickler said. "But this brings 
you closer to your family. Your 
eyes get tired, but it’s worth 
it." 

Mrs. Van Sickler’s husband, 
operator of a dry cleaning 
shop, has traced his family to 
the 1600s. He suspects he may 
be a descendant of Millard 
Fillmore, 13th U.S. president. 
His mother's maiden name 
was Millard. 

Also working in the archives’ 
research room was Joseph 
Coulter, a bearded retired 
Army colonel who traces other 
peoples' ancestors for a fee. He 
works by the hour. 

Of his 12 steady clients, one is 
a Civil War buff in Alabama, 
who collects old uniforms and 
likes to know the war records 
of the men in blue or grey 
whose names are attached to 
the uniforms. 

In eight years, Coulter has 
traced his own family through 
eight generations to a British 
soldier who fought in the 
French-Indian Wars and was 
discharged in 1763. At his 
home, family records fill seven 
file cabinet drawers. 

Archivist Linder says most 
Americans, because of inter¬ 
marriage, can find ancestors 
from colonial or revolutionary 
war days. Only relative new¬ 
comers, or persons whose 
families married only within 
their own ethnic groups, are 
unlikely to have such a link to 
the nation's past, he says. 

"After all," he says, “after 
21 generations you have over 
one million ancestors." 

"Of course, records rarely go 
that far back. English parish 
registers go back to 1538. 
Before then, if you didn’t have 
money, land or position, you 
didn’t make the records." 

He says the news from the 
past isn’t always happy news. 
"But people aren’t so narrow 
any more," he says. "An 
illegitimate birth in the family 
background doesn’t bother 
most." 

Amateur genealogists need 
not come to Washington to dig 
into their pasts. Census record 
microfilms are stored in 12 
regional centers and in many 
state archives. 

Courthouses are a storehouse 
of deeds, marriage records, 
wills and court records — all 
fertile territory. Church 
records shed much light. Most 
localities have historical and 
genealogical societies. 

The Mormon Church, with 
the biggest genealogical 
library in the world and a 
microfilming program that 
even reaches behind the Iron 
Curtain, maintains records in 
branches in large cities across 
the country. 

The National Archives (Zip: 
20408) offers a one-page guide, 
“Genealogical Research — 
How to Begin."-

The next program at the 
planetarium, "Stars of Win¬ 
ter," points out the stars and 
planets visible to the naked eye 
this season, and tells what time 
of night they appear. The 
program runs from Jan. 4-17. 

The celestial highlights 
simulated on the planetarium's 
high dome include the planets 
Venus, Jupiter, and Saturn 
seen in the evening sky; the 
variable star Mira, which 
brightens and then dims over 
an 11-month period; and the 
constellation of Orion, the 
Hunter, symbol of winter. 
Others are Sirius, the Dog Star, 
and Betelgeuse, the red 


supergiant star. 

Earth is closest to the sun of 
Jan. 3, not at a date in summer 
as many people believe. 
Despite the closer relationship, 
the season is cold as a result of 
the tilt of Earth's axis. The 
sun’s rays hit our northern 
hemisphere at a slant instead 
of with the direct intensity of 
summer, and the shorter days 
and longer nights of winter do 
not give Earth much time to 
warm up. 

“Stars of Winter" is given 
Monday at 11 a.m., Tuesday 
through Friday at 11 a.m. and 3 
p.m., Saturday at 11 a.m., 1 
and 3 p.m.; Sunday at noon and 
2 and 3 p.m.; and Friday at 8 
p.m. The fee is 50 cents in 
addition to Museum of Science 
admission. Children under five 
are not allowed to attend.

Winter delivered a one-two punch to 
Newton last weekend and early this week, 
leaving the city ill-equipped for the third 
blow expected Friday. 

A fire at 22 Cottage Place, West 
Newton, and the death of a Michael 
D’Angelo of Nonantum were attributable 
to the storm. 

Last Friday’s storm dumped 14 inches 
of snow on the foot or so of snow already 
accumulated, and more snow plus warm 
temperatures Monday caused serious 
flooding. 

Many streets remain ice-covered 
hazards, despite almost round-the-clock 
work by the Public Works Department. 

The Public Works Department has used 
up all its snow control money, and 
Commissioner Gene Larson has 
requested an additional $745,000 ap¬ 
propriation from the Board of Aldermen. 
A special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen will be held tonight (Thursday) 
on the request. 

Larson estimated Wednesday that he 
spent $70,000 in overtime and $100,000 on 
hired equipment for the Friday- 
to Tuesday operation. 

The snow started at 3:15 a.m. Friday. 
According to Larson, sanders were out at 
3:45 a.m. and plowing began at 4:15 a.m. 

About an hour later, Larson said, the 
hired equipment started coming. By 9 
a.m., the combined city and hired 
equipment totaled almost 150 pieces on 
the job. 


Equipment breakdowns had depleted 
the rolling stock severely by Tuesday, 
with only three sidewalk plows usable by 
then. 

About nine rubbish packer trucks were 
still in service. Larson announced that 
residents should wait until their regular 
collection days next week to put rubbish 
out. 

Severe street flooding occurred 
Monday, as heavy rain and warm tem¬ 
peratures made streets into rivers, with 
no place for the water to go. 

Catchbasins were covered by plowed 
snow, and city workers had difficulty 
locating them to clear the drains. After 
the rain stopped in midaftemoon, tem¬ 
peratures started going down. Half- 
plowed streets and huge puddles began to 
freeze and made further plowing almost 
useless. 

Sanding trucks have been on the job 
almost constantly. On Tuesday 11 san¬ 
ders were out. 

The Monday flooding caused flooded 
garages and cellars in all parts of the 
city. 

Sewer division pumps were called to 
help homeowners. 

Mayor Theodore Mann called a state of 
emergency at about 3:10 p.m. Monday, 
and the emergency was still in effect 
Wednesday at noon. A state of emergency 
gives wide power to the chief of police and 
the mayor regarding public safety. 

Residents were asked to keep their cars 


off the streets when possible and to un¬ 
cover catchbasins near their houses to let 
the water drain off the streets. 

Motorists were trapped in floods on 
Commonwealth Avenue, Beacon Street, 
and other locations as their cars stalled in 
water that sometimes reached a depth of 
3 feet. 

The Newton Fire Department 
responded to one fire during the four-day 
storm and its aftermath. A fire at 22 
Cottage PI., West Newton, was believed 
to have been caused by an overturned 
candle. The house was without electricity 
because of the storm. 

The Charest family, of the Cottage 
Place address, was aided by the Red 
Cross and located in a motel for three 
days. 

According to Lt. Frank Howley of the 
Fire Department, firefighters responded 
to more than 30 calls about short circuits 
due to leaking roofs or water in electrical 
fixtures. 

The Fire Department had about 50 calls 
for leaking roofs and flooded cellars, 
Howley said. The Fire Department 
cannot handle such matters, he said, and 
refers the callers to roofing contractors 
and to the city’s sewer division for 
pumping. 

Police reported 21 motor vehicle ac¬ 
cidents on Friday and fortunately no one 
was injured. There were three accidents 
Saturday, six Sunday, and seven reported

City workers toiled 
endlessly to free city

Newton public works employees are the 
heroes of the storm. 

On the public works radio Monday: 

“Where are you?" 

“Carlson Road—there's a big flood 
here.” 

“This is the supper hour.” 

“We can’t leave here now." 

Such exchanges were common during 
the four days Newton was trying to dig, 
and then bail, out of the results of two 
major storms in four days. 

Work began in the pre-dawn hours 
Friday when blizzard number one struck. 
Plowing and sanding went on all day long 
in an effort to keep up with a 14-inch 
snowfall. 

That was only the beginning. 

Friday night, forecasters were grimly 
predicting a combination punch of snow 
and rain, expected to begin late Sunday 
night. 

Crews worked Saturday, continuing to 
plow and remove snow in preparation for 
the next onslaught. 

Snow began to fall again after midnight 
Sunday, and communters awoke to find 
several inches of snow Monday morning. 

Plowing was full steam ahead Monday 
morning, but the worst was yet to come. 
As predicted, the snow changed to a 
relentless downpour, and it was time for 
the city workers to switch gears again. 

The order went out to begin work on 
freeing storm drains, a frantic effort to 
ease the tide of rising flood waters. 

Motorists found themselves afloat on 
city streets and high surrounding 
highways. A Dedham Street resident 
called to report her basement “half full" 
of water. 

On Commonwealth Avenue in West 
Newton, the water was deep enough to 
come in the car doors. 

One call was received of an ad¬ 
venturous resident canoeing on his West 
Newton street. 

Four Corners filled with water; City 
Hall almost became an island. Adams 
Street in Nonantum, at one point, con¬ 
tained at least one foot of water, while on 
Highland Avenue the depth was reported 
to be two and a half feet. Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon, all the beleaguered crews had to 
look forward to was predicted sub¬ 


freezing temperatures, which would 
freeze all the water in the streets. 

Crews all over the city met each report 
of a new problem without complaint. 

The 250 men on the city labor force 
worked for four days and nights with only 
a few hours' sleep when they could catch 
it. 

Friday morning on the radio: 
“There's a man in an iron lung on 
Boulder Road. " 

"We’ll get it done right away." 

People all over the city needed special 
attention and got it. 

There's always the one who wants to 
take advantage, though. 

The public works commissioner looked 
up one person claiming to be a doctor, 
who needed plowing out immediately in 
case of emergency. He wasn’t a doctor. 

As the cold and snow wore on, 
breakdowns of equipment began hap¬ 
pening. On the radio: “We’ve been 
broken down for an hour. We’d like to get 
back for a while and get warm.” Said 
matter-of-factly, not complaining. 

On Monday, during the long, soaking 
rain, city workers, including Public 
Works Commissioner Gene Larson, were 
out trying to clear the catchbasins to 
prevent flooding. Over the radio: “The 
catchbasin cover is gone. I just stepped in 
the hole — right over the boot." 

At the height of the flooding problem 
Monday, Larson got on the air: 

Freddie and all of you—I want you all to 
keep on doing a fantastic job. We’ll bail 
the people out. Then maybe we can let all 
the people know. . . ” 

An announcement was made over the 
air that the Red Cross had come to the 
Crafts Street yard with coffee. One 
wistful reply: “We’re soaking wet, we’re 
cold. Got any booze? I haven't had a drink 
in 20 years, but I'd like one today.” 

Larson worked right along with his 
men. After he had cleared a drain at 
Quinobequin Road Monday night and was 
heading toward the other end of town, one 
of his men called in that another drain on 
Quinobequin Road needed attention. 

The conversation went like this: “Let 
the drain people do it. Why are you telling 
me?” 

“I thought you liked doing them, 
Commissioner." 


Shouted out over the air was the call to 
a piece of equipment: "Can you come 
back right now?” 

“It'll take a couple of minutes.” 

“No supper hour." No complaint.

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Burglar alarm ordinanc 
explained by police chief 


Police Chief William F. 
Quinn this week explained 
provisions of Ordinance 178, 
chapter 17 of the revised or¬ 
dinances of the city of Newton, 
which mandates penalties for 
repeated accidental, false or 
faulty security alarm systems. 

The New ordinance makes 
provisions for the types of 
alarms which are permissible 
and their restrictions. Under 
the new ordinance certain 
types of alarm system will not 
be permitted. Automatic 
dialing systems which tran¬ 
smit a signal by telephone to 
Police Headquarters will not 
be permitted, and those 
presently in operation must be 
disconnected within six 
months. 

Audible alarms must be 
provided with an automatic 
device to shut off the alarm 


within 10 minutes after ac¬ 
tivation. In the event an alarm 
is activated between the hours 
of 7 p.m, and 6 a.m. and the 
Police Department is unable to 
contact the alarm user in order 
to secure the alarm, the Chief 
will direct a certified 
technician, police officers, or a 
member of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment to disconnect the alarm 
from the exterior of the 
building. The owner of the 
alarm may be assessed up to 
$50 for cost and service. 

According to Chief Quinn, 
every alarm ower or user is 
required to submit to his office, 
the names, addresses, and 
telephone numbers of at least 
two persons who may be 
reached at any time of day or 
night who are authorized to 
enter the premises to secure 
the alarm system. 


Chief Quinn added that 
copies of the new ordinance 
will be mailed within the next 
few days to all alarm holders 
and alarm companies. Any 
person who fails to receive a 
copy or has any questions 
regarding the ordinance should 
contact Capt. John Bartinelli, 
Newton Police Department, at 
244-1212. 

Chief Quinn pointed out that 
the ordinance details all 
requirements that alarm users 
must meet and the attendant 
penalties. 

The new ordinance will in no 
way lessen police protection 
for the many alarm holders in 
the city of Newton, Quinn said. 

The ordinance has been 
implemented to afford better 
protection through more ef¬ 
ficient use of police personnel 
and the reduction of faulty 
alarms, Quinn added.

the need for an immediate re¬ 
thinking of this nation's 
economic and social policy. No 
longer is welfare being con¬ 
sidered as in the exclusive 
realm of so-called social 
reformers or political activists 
for social change. What every 
taxpayer of Massachusetts 
must finally recognize is that 
aside from the toll of poverty 
upon our children and our 
elderly, the burden of welfare 
upon our state directly affects 
the property taxes we pay, the 
rent of middle class families, 
the fiaancial stability of our 
state and its industrial and 
financial institutions.

At last, opinion 
makers of our largest national 
financial institutions are 
beginning to recognize that 
federalization of welfare and 
health care is a practical 
necessity. 

“Overshadowing the whole 
problem is the fact that a full 
employment policy for the 
state and nation is also 
required in order to minimize 
the cost of welfare and 
maximize the manpower and 
women— power resources of 
our nation. 

“Every day we delay the

Individual school PTAs were 
called on by Superintendent of 
Schools Aaron Fink and 
members of the PTA Council to 
take an active role in com¬ 
municating curriculum to 
parents last week. 

“If parents want to talk 
about program, the best place 
to do it is in the schools," the 
superintendent said last 
Thursday at a PTA Council 
meeting on curriculum. 

Some of the approximately 
60 parents at the meeting 
complained about the lack of 
textbooks and poor ditto copies 
in schools, but Superintendent 
Fink said he'd rather see the 
parents watching curriculum 
"than buying equipment that 
should be in the school 
budget.” 

PTAs have not been known 
yet to buy textbooks for 
schools, but they often pur¬ 
chase audio-visual equipment, 
carpets, and other supplies for 
their individual schools. 

Michael Trachtenberg said 
his child at Bigelow Junior 
High School was asked to copy 


pages from textbooks in two 
classes, and in one class the 
teacher received new texts but 
decided to send them back to 
the publisher. 

test year the School Com¬ 
mittee tied in the amount spent 
for texts and supplies in each 
school to the enrollment, 
somewhat reducing the 
allocation per school. 

School Committee Chairman 
Alvin Mandell, who attended 
the meeting, said afterwards 
that the School Committee 
should not be blamed for the 
lack of texts. 

Mandell said, “Errors in 
judgment of those who held the 
past educational philosophy 
which decided that textbooks 
were no longer appropriate has 
now resulted in the lack of 
textbooks. 

“It's not School Committee 
members that should be 
faulted, but the people in 
education who now realize that 
texts have always been im¬ 
portant and still have a definite 
place in education,” the 
chairman said. 

While reading his prepared 


remarks on curriculum at the 
start of the meeting, 
Superintendent Fink said, “We 
have learned that we don’t 
have to design programs that 
are available elsewhere." 


Curriculum 

charts 

Several parents at the 
meeting called for a chart or 
description of what their 
children should be studying in 
each grade so they can monitor 
and help with their studies at 
home. 

One woman wanted such a 
guide to contain answer to 
simple questions, such as, "Is 
my child supposed to learn 
vocabulary and conjugate 
verbs in French class?" 

Henry Atkins, assistant 
superintendent for program, is 
now preparing such a chart for 
the whole school system which 
will be sent to the individual 
schools to adapt and make 
available to parents. 

Most people seemed pleased 
that a chart was coming, but 
Fink said, “I hope the people 
here don’t let us off with a 
simple chart of topics."

A delay in implementation of

Fractions 

Coordinator of Mathematics 
Arthur Short answered what 
has become the annual inquiry 
about the teaching of fractions 
in elementary school. 

Children are exposed to 
fractions as early as kin¬ 
dergarten with the idea of Mr of 
an apple, he said. 

By the end of sixth grade 
Short expects most students to 
master addition and sub¬ 
traction of fractions, and, in 
advanced classes, 
multiplication and division. 

Louis Martin, president of 
Carr Schoool PTA, asked, 
“What if students haven't even 
seen them by the end of sixth 
grade?" 

Short said that should be 
looked into, and it might be a 
matter that could be resolved if 
parents talk to teachers. 

Martin also claimed that his 
school received no extra 
services when test scores were 
going down for three to four 


years in a row. 

"Why do parents have to call 
a meeting? Why weren't the 
students helped?” he asked. 

When the meeting was held, 
“The answers we got almost 
makes you cry . . . it's so 
ridiculous." 

Superintendent Fink 
acknowledged the criticism by 
saying, “I'm sure there are 
times that we miss or put every 
resource available into it (a 
problem) and we don’t get 
anywhere." 

Mastery level 

Math Coordinator Short said 
that, by his standard, a listing 
of expected mastery levels of 
math skills in any grade would 
generally mean “85 percent of 
the children in a class would be 
able to do or understand a 
question or problem 85 percent 
of the time." 

The superintendent openly 
disagreed with the coordinator, 
citing the differences in schools 
and individual learning rates. 

The problem, Fink said, is 
developing a continuity of 
skills and having teachers 


know at what level each child is 
learning. 

Fink also announced that 
curriculum guidelines for all 
subjects for grades K-9 are 
complete and available for 
parents and the public to 
examine at schools and in the 
Education Center.

Sculptor's entire work 
destroyed by vandals 


Vandals who entered the 
Newtonville branch library 
last weekend destroyed 30 
pieces of sculpture, 
representing two years’ work 
by young sculptor Basil 
Racheotes. 

"They wiped me out," he 
said. 

Racheotes, 23, had had an 
exhibit of stoneware figures of 
animals and people and 
several portrait heads on 
display since early December. 

Neither he nor the library is 
insured for loss of his work. 

Racheotes said Tuesday that 
the collection was worth at 
least $5000. 

The sculpture was broken 
with such force that woodwork 
was gouged where the pieces 
hit. Racheotes tried to salvage 
some pieces, but found one 
head in 50-60 fragments, he 
said. 

The incident occurred some 


time during tl)e weekend, and 
was discovered Monday 
morning. Racheotes was 
notified Tuesday. 

Pedestals on which the 
sculpture was displayed were 
broken and smashed, he said. 
Beer was poured on books, and 
bookcases overturned, in 
addition to the destruction of 
the sculpture. 

Racheotes hopes that 
someone can provide in¬ 
formation on the vandalism to 
Newton police.

By comparison 
a flaming liberal 

The U S. Senate is regarded as a more 
liberal body than the national House. That 
was not indicated, however, by the election 
of the top Democratic leaders in the two 
congressional chambers. 

House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill is a 
political moderate who embraces the 
bread and butter issues and is deeply 
concerned about curbing inflation, 
reducing unemployment and providing jobs 
for the people of his district and throughout 
Massachusetts. 

But O'Neill is a flaming left-wing liberal 
by comparison with Senator Robert Byrd 
of West Virginia who was chosen majority 
Leader of the Senate. Byrd, who has con¬ 
sistently voted against civil rights, will 
never be mistaken for a liberal. 

It was apparent that Byrd had the votes 
sewed up to become Majority Leader long 
before the actual election was held on 
Tuesday of last week. 

How the conservative Byrd managed to 
muster enough support from his colleagues 
to force the withdrawal of Senator 
Hubert Humphrey from the contest for 
the Majority Leader post is not easy to 
understand. 

Byrd not only will be out of political step 
with many of his fellow Democratic 
Senators during the months ahead, but he 
also probably will march at times to a 
different tune than Jimmy Carter, himself 
a moderate on some issues and a conser¬ 
vative on money matters. 

Capitol Hill observers point out that 
Byrd will not exercise as much influence in 
the Senate as O’Neill will in the House 
because he does not command as much 
support as does O’Neill. 

But Byrd can and probably will cause 
some problems in the Senate for both 
Jimmy Carter and his liberal Senate 
colleagues.

If you liked the swine flu program 

...you'll love federal health insurance

WASHINGTON — For nearly a year, the Executive Of¬ 
fice of the president's Council on Wage and Price Stability 
(CWPS) has been investigating the extraordinary inflation 
in the health care sector of our economy. After sifting 
through volumes of complex data, supplied by hundreds of 
consumers, providers, insurers, government officials, and 
industry and union leaders during the course of hearings in 
six cities across the United States, the CWPS concludes: 

"It is all too apparent that right now, with the current 
reimbursement programs and the ubiquitous and often 
conflicting morass of regulations, that the federal govern¬ 
ment, instead of being part of the solution, is part of the 
problem of rising health care costs." 

Says acting director of the CWPS, William Lilley III: a 
federal takeover of health care through a national health 
insurance program would be “a recip? for disaster." 

In its report, "The Complex Puzzle of Rising Health Care 
Costs: Can the Private Sector Fit It Together?,” the CWPS 
says that the private sector can because it is motivated by 
economic incentives which the government will simply 
never share. The Council report observes: 

"We have seen, in every phase of our investigation into 
this problem, that cost-control incentives proposed by the 
private sector — that is, by industry and labor — promise to 
be more effective than those imposed by the multitude of 
government agencies which have attempted to tackle the 
problem... Full federal financing would do nothing to alter 
the fundamental problems existing in this sector which are 
largely responsible for the current inflationary spiral...a 
federal takeover would result in national expenditures of 
truly astronomical proportions, even compared with what 
we are spending today.” 

In its nationwide investigation of rising medical costs, the 
CWPS learned that the most commonly expressed concern 
of institutional health care providers is bureaucratic red 


tape — the time, effort and cost of dealing with govern¬ 
mental officials. Council staffers heard numerous wit¬ 
nesses complain that such regulations have become con¬ 
fusing, onerous and counterproductive. 

George Billington, president of Elizabeth General 
Hospital and Dispensary in New Jersey, told how in his 
facility they were forced to hire four additional people just 

to handle Medicare paperwork. If these individuals were 
paid $8,000 per year, this adds $32,000 to the budget. 

Multiplied by the 100 hospitals in the Garden State, this 
adds up to $3.2 million in extra costs hospital patients must 
pay in clerical time alone! 

More broadly, Roger Lipitz, of the National Council of 
Health Care Services, testified that compliance with over 
1,000 federal and state standards for staffing, services, 
building construction, etc., has resulted in the higher rate of 
$21.17 per patient day at Medicare and Medicaid certified 
nursing homes versus $14.03 per patient day at noncertif ied 
homes. 

Another member of Mr. Lipitz's Council estimates the 
cost of preparing forms at $1,000 per year per facility. 

Assuming that each of the 12,000 nursing homes which 
participate in Medicare and Medicaid prepare 1.86 forms 
annually, the total cost of just paperwork alone tops $22 
million. 

Another problem caused by Medicare and Medicaid is 
that these programs pay less than their full hospital costs, 
necessitating hospitals to increase their charges more than 
they otherwise would. Harry Frishman, vice president of 
Memorial Hospital Medical Center in Long Beach, Calif., 
testified: 

"Today, at Memorial, the average patient has a ‘surtax’ 


of $392 added to his or her bill to pay for government un¬ 
derpayments. The nongovernment patient is taxed twice. 

He pays a tax to support the Medicare and Medi-Cal 
programs and then pays a second tax to make up the deficit 
they create.” 

Says James Whitman, national treasurer of the Hospital 
Financial Management Assn.: "The subsidization of the 
Medicare-Medicaid patient is by itself one of the major 
causes of the 'inflationary spiral' of health care costs.” 

Yet still another problem created by government in¬ 
tervention in the private health care sector is the problem 
of excess hospital capacity and beds. Several analysts told 
the CWPS that the federal Hill-Burton program had created 
this monster resulting in overexpansion and misallocation 
of resources raising total medical care costs and en¬ 
couraging overutilization of the health care system. 

In its conclusions the CWPS report says: "The goal of 
quality health care, at reasonable costs, is attainable within 
the context of a largely private disciplined system. Indeed, 
we feel it is only within the context of the private system 
that it is attainable...To add yet another layer of cost¬ 
raising regulations, which would inevitably accompany any 
federal effort, would only be to compound the existing 
•problem." 

In other words, if you liked the federal government's 
swine flu program, then you'll love national health in¬ 
surance.

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Ford's parting shots

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"How are you going to like eating 
grits?" a Democratic Congressman from 
Massachusetts was asked last week. 
"Better than the stuff we’re eating now,” 
he replied in somewhat more colorful 
terms. 

That comment expresses the mood in 
Washington as the transition draws to a 
close. The orthodox Republican proposals 
now being advanced by President Ford 
have stirred partisan resentment among 
Democrats. Which gives President-elect 
Jimmy Carter great leeway for the 
economic stimulus package he is now 
devising. 

Several of Mr. Ford's parting shots 
show the prevailing attitude in the White 
House. The tax proposals released last 
week would provide for zero stimulus to 
the economy, reductions in corporate 
payments, and increases in the Social 
Security taxes which workers shell out. 
Then there is the intention to decontrol 
gasoline prices and the proposal for 
Puerto Rican statehood. 

The White House thinks of these 
measures as bitter medicine ad¬ 
ministered now to make the patient much 
healthier in the long run. But the 
Democrats see favors to business and to 
the oil companies and to some Puerto 
Rican lobbyists close to Mr. Ford. As a 
result, the mellowness of the post-election 
period has been broken, and partisan 
spirits move strongly in the Congress. 

Mr. Carter, accordingly, enjoys an 
extraordinarily favorable climate among 
congressional Democrats. His problem is 
economic, not political. The problem is to 
frame the best economic package, and it 
is not simple. 

The latest set of statistics suggest there 
is less danger than most people thought of 
another downturn. But there remains 
great need for measures to promote jobs 
and investment, and room to do it without 
inflationary consequences. 

So it is not immediately apparent how 
big a stimulus is required. Neither is it 
clear which group in the economy ought 
to be favored. 


Consumers are, of course, the driving 
force of the economy. That argues a quick 
tax rebate to get people buying more 
goods so industry can produce and hire 
more workers. But any quick rebate 
needs to be eventually accompanied by 
measures which hold down big wage and 
price increases and a new inflationary 
surge. 

The unemployed are the most needy 
group in the economy. That suggests 


public works programs which provide 
both jobs to those out of work and goods 
and services to society as a whole. But 
such programs need to have a cutoff date 
tied to the period of economic difficulty. 

Business investment is the weak spot in 
the economy—far below what it has been 
at the present stage of any previous 
postwar recovery. The businessmen 
would like an investment credit and, even 
more, a permanent cut in corporate taxes 


to build confidence on a longterm basis. 
But such cuts might limit the public funds 
available for future programs to which 
Gov. Carter is pledged. 

As yet, Carter is not truly in a good 
position to sort out these intrinsically 
difficult alternatives. The Ford ad¬ 
ministration has denied the Carter people 
access to much of the material that goes 
into the expenditure side of the new 
budget. 


But what if Nixon accepts? 


WASHINGTON — It's going to be wonderful if Richard 
Nixon accepts Jimmy Carter’s invitation to the 
Inauguration. Carter may get into the tenth paragraph of 
the stories about the affair, and squeeze out a few seconds 
on television if he sits dose enough to his guest. 

The idea of Richard Nixon sitting up there on the stands 
will ready freak out a number of people. He'd be on the 
steps of the Capitol in the presence of the Congress that was 
set to impeach him. Who could notice a Georgia peanut 
fanner in that company? What’s an inauguration compared 
to a resurrection? 

Carter apologists say that Carter really had no choice but 
to invite a former president, even one who was an unin¬ 
dicted coconspirator in the worst presidential sandal in 
history. 

Research, the say, showed that any former president who 
is receiving the full emoluments of his former office is 
entitled to be asked 

"But if the Republicans could leave him out of their 
convention, couldn’t Jimmy Carter have left him out of the 
inaugural?" asked a dismayed Carter transition worker. 


Carter's move was explained as an act which reveals his 
profound faith in redemption. 

Carter can begin to pray that Nixon will not feel up to the 
trip, or that some impulse toward seemliness will overtake 
him as he ponders the invitation. 

The hermit of San Clemente must be terribly pleased at 
this chance to be born again. Last year he made a journey 
to China, which was supposed to restore him to public 
esteem — and didn't. 

"It borders on a religious concept of forgiveness," ex¬ 
plained a Carter defender. "Also lie understands that the 
inclusion of former presidents is the most sacred item of 
protocol in inaugural tradition. Carter was just not 
prepared to change it." 

The fact that Nixon was the only chief executive to resign 
from office in disgrace was not, of course, covered by 
protocol. And despite the high crimes and misdemeanors 
voted by the House impeachment committee, the pardon 
has wiped the slate clean. It supposedly extends forward to 
his recent conviction, in effect, as a wiretapper. While 
waiting to hear the amount of damages he must pay to 
Morton Halperin, Nixon must have been delighted to find a 


special inaugural invitation in his mailbox. 

Carter never could quite find fault with his pardon. He 
always gave Ford the benefit of the doubt. His running 
mate, Sen. Walter F. Mondale, took the opposite view. 

In a campaign speech about lawlessness in government, 
Mondale defied his principal and severely criticized the 
pardon. 

"No act," declared Mondale, "more perpetuated Nixon's 
own dangerous doctrine that a president is somehow above 
the law." 

And Jimmy Carter, be treating him like any other 
president who left at the end of his term, is perpetuating 
"Nixon's own dangerous doctrine" of reverence for the 
presidency. 

It doesn’t really sort well with Carter’s strenuous efforts 
to be a common man, and to de-imperialize the presidency. 
He is putting on a public relations campaign which is aimed 
at proving that presidents are ordinary mortals, and 
citizens are being encouraged to write or phone in their 
suggestions to help him remember. But the invitation says 
that presidents, even the criminal kind, are a breed apart.

Murley farm development 


To the Editor: 

Enclosed find a 
copy of Stephen Hopkins's 
letter to homeowners of Ward 
8. Our neighborhood 
association has drafted the 
attached letter to be printed on 
your opinion page. 

Dear Mr. Hopkins: 

In your recent letter to the 
homeowners of Ward 8, 
outlining both your proposal 
for development and possible 
alternatives for the Murley 
Land, you have inadvertently 
deleted a number of crucial 
factors in your presentation. I 
should like to enumerate those 
considerations for your benefit. 

The current zone law under 
which development can 
proceed on the Murley Land 
allows only single-family 
homes, and will not permit the 
construction of luxury garden 
apartments, not permit high- 
rise apartments, not permit 
attached low-income housing 
and will not permit the con¬ 
struction of “exclusive” 
townhouses. 

It would take a specific 
change of the zone, approved 
affirmatively by at least three 
quarters of the Board of 
Aldermen to permit any of 
these developments. The 
current zoning requires (A) the 
building lot to have a minimum 
of 25,000 sq. ft., and therefore 
40 to 50 homes could be con¬ 
structed on the Murley site. 

This zoning is in keeping with 
the entire surrounding 
neighborhood, and with the 
recent development of the 
large, adjacent Volante Farms 
land parcel, now Countryside, 
Rachel Road area. 

A number of important 
demographic facts were stated 
in your letter. However, these 
facts were either misquoted or 
qualifying factors were left to 
one's imagination. 

For example, you have 


misinterpreted the data 
presented by the Newton 
Planning Department in 
estimating the number of 
children living in 40 single¬ 
family homes. They projected 
approximately 25 to 40 school- 
age children while your figure 
of 120 school-age children 
obviously includes not only the 
children but also their parents 
as well. 

As a matter of fact, the 
estimated total population for 
40 single-family homes is 
approximately 150 people. It 
would have been more 
equitable in your letter to have 
mentioned the anticipated 
population living in the 121 
garden-apartment units as 
approximately 300 to 350 
people. The in density, that is, 
units per acre, will be 300 
percent greater under your 
plan vis a vis current zoning. 

In addition, you failed to 
mention the traffic impact that 
your project will have, an¬ 
ticipated 10 to 12 percent in¬ 
crease in traffic, or, stated 
another way, 1200 additional 
car trips in and out of the 
project daily. Certainly 
everyone in Ward 8 and the 
surrounding neighborhood 
would be interested in these 
facts. 

It is reassuring to me as a 
Newton taxpayer that each 
time you present a develop¬ 
ment proposal whether for 194, 
156, or now 121 units, you keep 
using the same real estate tax 
bill of $600,000. It is remarkable 
how close that figure is to the 
Marriott's tax bill, perhaps 
implying that your project will 
be similar in impact on the Oak 
Hill area as the Marriott 
project was to the Aubumdale 
area. By the way, a realistic 
appraisal of the expected tax 
bill of 40 single— family 
Residence A homes is $200,000 
to $300,000. As you may recall, 
a number of real estate 
professionals have publicly 


stated that if these garden 
apartments are constructed, it 
is likely that the surrounding 
neighborhood real estate 
values will suffer. This may 
mean that these same 
neighbors may have a 
legitimate claim to a tax 
abatement resulting in an 
overall reduction in real estate 
taxes to the city. 

I regret that you have found 
it necessary to raise the issue 
of low-income housing in the 
context of it’s bringing, per¬ 
force, high-rise apartments, 
and inordinate numbers of 
children and therefore school 
expense to the community. 

I would have preferred not to 
dignify your obvious threat by 
rebuttal. However, it must be 
mentioned that federal and 
state funds have not been 
available for this type of 
housing and, historically, the 
Planning Board has not ap¬ 
proved this type of proposal. 

I recognize that there are 
substantial economic gains in 
developing 121 garden- 
apartment condominiums 
which far outweigh the 
development of 40 single¬ 
family homes. Nevertheless, 
please try to present a more 
balanced picture when 
requesting public sentiment on 
the issue.

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MBTA to introduce new pass 


A 25-cent local bus pass, good 
for unlimited rides on buses 
with 25-cent and 30-cent fares, 
will be introduced by the 
Massachusetts Bay Tran¬ 
sportation Authority (MBTA) 
in the spring. 

This pass is one of two new 
features of a revised pass 
program approved by the 
board of directors and for¬ 
warded to the advisory board 
for approval. 

The other new feature is a 95- 
cent system pass that will be 
good for all MBTA services, 
i including express bus service, 
but excluding commuter rail 
service. This “buy-the- 
system" pass is specifically 
designed for those distant 
commuters who now have a 
95— cent or more bus ride or a 
combination bus and rapid 
transit ride costing 95 cents or 
more one-way.

month. 

The pass holder also has the 
option of dropping out of the 
pass program during the 
month in which he or she takes 
a vacation. 

Ernest Deeb, manager of the 
pass program, said: “For the 
first time, we will have a pass 


for almost everyone from a 25- 
cent bus pass to a 95-cent 
system pass. The pass is 
available through employers 
who enroll in the program. The 


employer deducts the money 
from his employee's paycheck 
and the employee never has to 
worry about having the exact 
fare for transportation."

The passers-by noticed the car because 
it made a U-tum and parked facing tbe 
wrong way on the part of Ward Street that 
is one-way, police said. 

Police have pinned down the time of the 
murder as between 1:35 and 2:15 p.m. on 
Dec. 28, the time during which the car 


was spotted parked behind the Herbits 
home at 249 Commonwealth Ave. 

Detective Sgt. Gerald Marchand said 
Wednesday morning that four persons 
have come into Police Headquarters in 
West Newton saying they look like the 
man in the composite picture. Those men 
were ruled out of being involved in the 
murders. 

The other 50 or so tips are being in¬ 
vestigated, he said. A check with the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles turned up 
nothing suspicious about any green Olds 


Cutlass, Sgt. Marchand said. 

Regarding the ongoing questioning of 
hundreds of persons involved in the eight 
most recent cases that the real estate 
lawyer was involved in, Sgt. Marchand 
said, "Nobody is really a prime suspect, 
but no one was eliminated." 

Police are still speculating that the 
motive for the murders was somehow 
connected to the legal practice Herbits 
was engaged in at 44 School St., Boston. 

His wife often served as his personal 
secretary.

Aronson has been an assessor for about 
a year. Before coming to work for Newton 
he was in real estate management. 

Aronson's proposal creates, he said, "a 
second level of responsibility,” which 
never existed in the Assessing Depart¬ 
ment. 

In addition to the three assessors, 
Aronson wants to create two new 
positions, research assistant and ad¬ 
ministrative assistant, who would do 
statistical work and keep up with new 
laws besides doing some of the day-to-day 
work, such as abatements. 

Ideally, he said, one of the two 
"assistant" assessors would have a legal 
background and the other would have a 
business background. 


The budget for the department as it is 
now set up is $140,340. The new depart¬ 
mental budget would be $172,080. 

Under Aronson's proposal, the 
chairman would be paid $28,000, the other 
two $23,000 each. All three now receive 
$ 21 , 000 . 

The two assistants would receive 
$15,000 each, and there would be one less 
senior clerk. There are now five senior 
clerks and two junior clerks. 

Aronson took a dim view of professional 
assessors. "Give me someone with 
common sense and I’ll train him. Give me 
someone who’s been an assessor for 20 
years and I’ll give up," he said.

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Rep. Pines reviews findings of commission on asbestos 


State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton), House chairman of 
the special legislative com¬ 
mission investigating the 
dangers associated with the 
use of asbestos in schools and 
public buildings, announced 
the filing of the commission 
report on its first six months' 
activities this week 
Noting that the publication of 
the report coincided with the 
closing of eight elementary 
schools in New Jersey due to 
feared asbestos-induced 
illnesses. Pines underscored 

Telephone

construction period) has ap¬ 
plying asbestos fireproofing 
and insulation by spraying. In 
due course, this material 
detaches to the point where 
airborne asbestos fibers cir¬ 
culate in the air and are 
inhaled. 

“Respiratory, cardiac, and 
cancerous illnesses are the 
documented result of long¬ 
term exposure to these fibers," 
she said. “However, there has 
been little, if any, com¬ 
prehensive study of the 
potentially deadly effects of 
exposure to asbestos in 
schools. We simply do not know 
what can happen to children 
continually exposed to air¬ 
borne fibers during their 
formative years," she ex- 
olained. 

What conventional medical 
thought that does exist holds 
that illnesses resulting from 
exposure may take 20 to 30 
years to develop. However, the 
New Jersey situation may 
radically change this thinking. 
One 13-year-old boy is acutely 
ill due to exposure to asbestos 
in his school, according to his 
pediatrician. Other children 
have complained of inex¬ 
plicable sore throats, 
headaches, and respiratory 
congestion. 

I “There is abundant cause to 
'attribute these symptoms to 
short-term exposure to air- 
1 borne asbestos fibers. Every 
| year, so— called ‘safe’ levels of 
I occupational exposure to 
i asbestos fibers are lowered as 


new evidence becomes 
available," she explained. 
“The fact that children may 
experience serious and im¬ 
mediate results of exposure 
makes it incumbent upon us to 
move quickly to alleviate the 
danger." 

In Massachusetts alone, 
there are hundreds of schools 
in which asbestos may have 
been sprayed on during con¬ 
struction. The arduous task of 
searching for these schools and 
contacting their architects was 
a major priority of the com¬ 
mission. 

Results from the study in¬ 
dicate that approximately one 
out of every five schools built in 
the Commonwealth during the 
1950's and '60's contain 
asbestos. Another significant 
accomplishment of the 
Commission was the collection 
of a comprehensive 
bibliography of the literature 
Iboth medical and ar¬ 


chitectural) on the subject. 
Both projects are in their final 
stages, despite being ham¬ 
pered by a lack of funds. 

"The burden of conducting 
an intensive investigation is 
tremendous. In order to 
acquire the necessary funding, 
grant proposals arc being 
prepared for submission to the 
National Institutes of Health 
and the National Science 
Foundation. It is critical that 
the identification studies be 
completed as soon as possible 
in order that corrective 
measures be implemented," 
she stated. 

Pines' interest in the dangers 
of asbestos has been long¬ 
standing. She first proposed 
the establishment of the 
commission in 1974, when the 
new $18 million Newton North 
High School was discovered to 
contain sprayed-on asbestos. 
She fought for the corrective 
action which isolated the 


hazardous material. She was 
naned the house chairman of 
the commission in 1976, after 
tenaciously laboring for its 
creation. 

The commission’s mem¬ 
bership includes experts in the 
fields of health, science, ar¬ 
chitecture, and construction. 
Among them are Dr. Jonathan 
Fielding, the Massachusetts 
commissioner of public health; 
Dr. Raymond Murphy Jr. of 
Wellesley, director of 
pulmonary services for the 


■ l^muel Shattuck and Faulkner 
Hospitals; Dr. Othar Zaldistani 
of Chestnut Hill, president of 
Nichols, Norton and Zaldistani, 
Inc., Engineers, and Yu Sing 
Yung of Wellesley, principal 
member of Jung-Brannen 
Associates, Inc., a Boston 
architectural firm. 

Pines concluded by stating 
that “Without the presence and 
work of the commission, the 
dangers of exposure to 
asbestos may never be fully 
known. This makes it all the 
more urgent that the com¬ 
mission be given the resources 
and support to complete its 


task. Otherwise, we will be 
forced to payfor our negrect in 
increased health costs, human 
suffering and death.”

Stir into meat mixture along 
with peanuts, parsley, sugar, salt, 
coriander and pepper. Cook, stirring, 
until thickened and boiling.

Place 
pineapple slices over rice reserving one 
for garnish. Top with meat mixture. Cut 
up remaining pineapple slice and place 
over meat. Bake at 350 degrees for 25 
minutes. Garnish with additional 
peanuts.

GEORGIA PEANUT SOUP 
V« cup margarine 
Vi cup finely chopped onion 
V\ cup finely chopped clelery 
1 cup creamy peanut butter 

1 tablespoon flour 

4 cups beef bouillon 

2 teaspoons lemon juice 

\-i cup chopped cocktail peanuts 
In a large heavy saucepan, melt 
margarine. Add onion and celery; saute 
until tender. Stir in peanut butter and 
flour; blend well. Gradually stir in beef 
bouillon and lemon juice until smooth. 
Cook over medium heat for 20 minutes, 
stirring occasionally. To serve, garnish 
with chopped cocktail peanuts. Serves 6- 
8 

PEANUTTORTE 
4 eggs, separated 
%i cup confectioners’ sugar 
V* cup fine dry bread crumbs 
1 tablespoon grated lemon peel 
1 tablespoon lemon juice

Whipped Cream Filling (below) 


Grease and line with wax paper two 8- 
inch round cake pans. Set aside. Beat egg 
yolks at high speed on electric mixer until 
thick. Gradually add confectioners’ 
sugar, beating until thick and lemon 
colored. Fold in bread crumbs, lemon 
peel, lemon juice and peanuts. Beat egg 
whites until stiff, but not dry. Fold into 
peanut mixture. Pour batter into 
prepared pans and bake at 325 degrees 
for 25 minutes, or until done. Remove 
immediately from pans and place on wire 
racks to cool. 

WHIPPED CREAM FILLING: To 
frost, place 1 cake layer on plate; spread 
with Vi of the whipped cream; repeat 
using remaining layer and cream. Chill 
at last 2 hours. Garnish with chopped 
peanuts if desired. 

Whipped Cream Filling: In small bowl, 
with mixer at medium speed, beat 1 cup 
heavy cream with V* cup confectioners’ 
sugar until stiff peaks form.

Bring to a boil over medium heat, stirring 
constantly. Boil and stir 1 minute. Add 
chicken, raisins and peanuts; heat to 
serving temperature. Serve over hot 
cooked rice. Serves 6.

Vt cup brown sugar

1-2 pint sour cream (1 cup) 

2 cups all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

TOPPING MDCTURE: 

V* cup chopped nuts 
4 cup brown sugar 
v* cup chocolate bits 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 

in large mixing bowl combine margarine (room tem¬ 
perature ) and sugar and beat well. Add eggs, beating after 
each addition, brown sugar and vanilla. Combine all pur¬ 
pose flour, baking soda and baking powder and add 
alternately with sour cream, beating until mixture is well 
blended. Grease and lightly flour a ID-inch tube pan; pour 
one-half cake batter into tube pan.

SOUTHERN STYLE BUTTERMILK BISCUITS 
4 cups flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
Vi cup butter or margarine 
IV* cups buttermilk 

Sift the dry ingredients together into a bowl. Cut in the 
butter, and chop with a pastry blender or 2 knives until flour 
and butter are the size of peas. Add the buttermilk, and stir 
just until the mixture is moistened thoroughly. Turn onto a 
lightly floured board and knead very lightly 10 times only — 
not more, not less. Pat to a thickness of about Vi inch. Cut 
with 2V* to 3-inch cookie cutter, and bake on an ungreased 
cookie sheet in a 350 degree preheated oven for about 20 
minutes or until golden in color 

BREAD PUDDING 

8 slices white bread with crust removed 
IV* cupa milk 

V* pound butter (1 stick) or margarine 
V* cup sugar 
4 egg yolks 

2 tablespoons grated orange rind 
Vi teaspoon nutmeg 
V« teaspooo cinnamon

Cut crust off the bread, place into a bowl and add milk. In 
another bowl, cream butter until light and fluffy. Add sugar 
and beat until smooth. Add yolks one at a time, beating well 
after each addition. Add orange rind, nutmeg, cinnamon 
and the raisins, and the bread. Blend with a wooden spoon. 
Beat the egg whites until soft peaks appear and add the V 4 
cup sugar and beat very stiff. Fold into the bread mixture. 
Butter well a square baking pan about 10x12 inches and 
sprinkle with sugar; pour the mixture into the baking pan. 
Place trie baking pan into another pan V* filled with warm 
water. Bake in a preheated 375 degree oven for 45-50 
minutes or until a knife inserted in center comes out clean. 
Serve with light cream or ice cream.

PIZZA FRANKS 

2V« cups sifted flour 
4 teaspoons baking powder 
V* teaspoon cream of tartar 
V« teaspoon garlic salt 
Vi teaspoon onion salt 
1 tablespoon sugar 
Vi cup Parmesan cheese 
Vt teaspoon dried oregano leaves 
Vt teaspoon dried basil leaves 
one-tbird cup shortening 
one-third cup milk 
one-third cup tomato paste 
1 egg, unbeaten 

1 pound hot dogs, cut In v* inch pieces 


Sift together flour, baking powder, cream of tartar, garlic 
and onion salt and sugar. Stir in cheese, basil and oregano; 
cut shortening into flour mixture to make coarse crumbs. 
Add milk, tomato paste and egg; stir with fork until dough 
follows fork around the bowl.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Car¬ 
mine Caridi, the stalwart 
supervisor on the "Phyllis” 
series is proof enough of the 
homily that you can take a boy 
out of the country but you can’t 
take the country out of the boy. 

In Carmine’s case he is 
unvarnished New York City 
country boy. 

Bom 43 years ago in 
Manhattan and raised on the 
lower east side, Caridi carries 
his dialect with him like a gold 
pass. 

Carmine moved to California 
a year and a half ago, following 
the general exodus of actors 
from New York. In the throes 
of a divorce, he moved into a 
furnished apartment in West 
Hollywood, bringing along only 
television and stereo sets, 
along with some odds and ends 
of housewares. 

The apartment house is a 
good place for young singles, 
although Carmine doesn’t quite 
qualify on either count. 

There is a swimming pool, 
sauna and whirlpool bath. Kids 
and big dogs are verboten, 
which suits the big, 200-pound, 
6-foot-4 New Yorker just fine. 

Carldi's place has a couple of 
bedrooms and a kitchen which 
he doesn't use often. He does 
have a more-or-less steady girl 
who cooks dinner for him now 
and then. They are both health 
food addicts. 

"I haven’t eaten any red 
meat in a year," Carmine 
boasts. "But it's tough having 
spaghetti without meatballs.” 

Carmine is an educated man 
who devotes many free hours 
to reading. He is a New York 
University graduate who 
taught English at the junior 
high level for three years in 
New York's Spanish Harlem 
section. 

He wandered into acting as a 
youngster in 1950, taking 
drama classes in the Boys Club 
of New York. He did some 
amateur acting in college and 
joined Dorothy Shay’s sum- 
merstock company in 
Cooperstown, N.Y. He made 
"his television debut in a 1962 
episode of “Naked City.” 

An Imposing man physically, 
Carmine exercises every mor¬ 
ning. He plays catcher for one 
of the teams in the Universal 
Studios softball league. 

Usually his muscular frame 
is encased in leather or soft 
suede mod outfits, in contrast 
to the conservative duds he 
wears on the CBS series in 
which he costars with Cloris 
Leachman. 

Actor Caridi is usually out of 
his apartment and at the studio 
by 9 a.m. Most often he is home 
by 6 p.m., to relax, shower and 
change. He likes to have dinner 
at 8 o’clock or later, long after 
most Southern Californians 
have dined. He is a familiar 
figure at many restaurants 
within a few blocks of his 
apartment. 

He likes to visit friends at 
Malibu on weekends to sop up 
the sun. 

When he has time, Carmine 
is off to Las Vegas and a little 
action at the tables. He’s also a 
pal of comedians Freddie 
Prinze, Dave Brenner and 
Gabe Kaplan. Carmine is sure 
to be on hand for at least one 
performance when one of them 
is appearing in the gambling 
oasis. Another friend is Bette 
Midler. 

Carmine's four-year 
marriage was childless. He is 
content to remain a single man 
in the foreseeable future. 

"Marriage isn’t necessary to 
lead a happy life," he says.

America’s first 
woman reporter 

“Margaret Fuller, Rebel for 
Female Rights,” is the subject 
of a talk to be presented at the 
Thursday, Jan. 20, evening 
meeting of the Reserve 
Officers’ Ladies’ Club at the 
home of Rosetta Lohan, 87 
Charlmont St., Newton, by 
Mark Finley, Chestnut Hill 
playwright. 

Finley has written a one- 
woman play on America's first 
female newspaper reporter 
who later became the first 
female war correspondent 
when she reported war news to 
Horace Greeley's "Tribune," 
then took part in an Italian 
Revolution herself. Her con¬ 
troversial book, “Woman in the 
Nineteenth Centrury," led to 
the first sufferage convention 
at Seneca Falls, N.Y. 

She drowned at age 40 in a 
shipwreck off Fire Island in 
1850. She was educated at 
Concord, daughter of a 
Massachusetts Congressman.

Students discuss blindness with Carroll Center staff

"When someone cannot see 
with their eyes they learn to 
'see' things with their other 
senses." This was part of a 
presentation made to a group 
of third and fourth grade 
students at Newton's Oak Hill 
Elementary School. 

The students are learning 
about blindness, about how the 
blind are not helpless and how 
they can do things in¬ 


dependently. Carla Ross, a 
communications and Jill 
Manee, an orientation and 
mobility specialist, both em¬ 
ployed at the Carroll Center 
For The Blind in Newton, gave 
the demonstration. Accom¬ 
panying them was Janet 
DuBois, a client of the Carroll 
Center who has been blind 
since birth. 


Ms. Manee discussed how the 
blind learn to travel in¬ 
dependently she and Ms. 
DuBois demonstrated the 
sighted guide technique - a 
method of leading, rather than 
pushing blind people, as well as 
the use of a cane. Legal blind¬ 
ness was discussed and the 
children were shown low vision 
simulators to demonstrate 


what some blind people see. 

Ms. Ross discussed how the 
blind can use sound and touch 
to learn what is around them. 
She and Ms. DuBois demon¬ 
strated braille, the abacus, 
eating techniques, labeling 
clothing and various games 
(cards, Monopoly, checkers, 
etc.) that the blind play with 
sighted friends. 


The children were blind¬ 
folded and played a game with 


a ball that has an electronic 
beeper inside. 


humanitites. She has served as 
a consultant to the Newton 
school system and conducted 
seminars and workshops 
throughout the country. 

At the Tuesday evening 
workshop entitled "Dying: A 
Family Affair,” Ms. Bertman 
will use video vignettes to 
prompt group discussions. 
Death and dying will be viewed 
from the perspective that they 
are experiences affecting more 
than the dying person. 

Other topics to be dealt with 
in subsequent sessions will be 
talking about death with 
children, and burial and 
mourning customs within the 
Jewish tradition.

The column answers questions most frequently 
asked by taxpayers. 


0 My three children are members 
of various noo-profit organizations. 
I often give them money for fees 
to picnics, carnivals and other fund 
raising activities the grdups spon¬ 
sor. Are these fees tax deductible? 

A Contribution* made to any 
qualified non-prolil organization 
involved solely in charitable work 
are deductible However the con 
tnbution is deductible only to the 
extent it exceeds any benefits 
you receive 

For example, if one ot the non 
profit organizations had a picnic 
and the fee was $10 tot the 
family, you must subtract the cost 
of the meal from your contribu 
lion If the meal cost $5, you can 
deduct the additional $5 as your 
contribution to the organization 

0 I am receiving a divorce after 
being separated from my husband 
for a year I have custody of our 


13-year-otd daughter and have 
been her sole support. Can I claim 
the child as a dependent? 

A When parents are divorced or 
separated, generally the parent 
who has custody ol the child for 
the greater part ol the year may 
claim the dependency exemption 
The exceptions to tfns rule involve 
situations where the other pareni 
contributes lo the support of the 
child 

Since you are (he sole support 
ol the child, you can claim the 
exemption when you file your 
Federal lax return 

You may also be able lo file as 
unmarried head ol household, 
by checking that filing status block 
on Ihe Form 1040 or 1040A you

Tobacco kills bugs — 
Keeping up with pesticides 
today can drive a garden 
center clerk 'and gardenersi 
crazy You have to be a 
chemist to keep up with the 
endless flow of both common 
and trade names of pesticides. 
To make it even more con¬ 
fusing. it's hard to keep track 
of the restricted pesticides 
which the EPA publishes from 
lime to time. New compounds 
come out. they work a while, 
bugs become immune and the 
merry-go-round starts all over 
again for a tougher pesticide. 
The tougher you get with bugs, 
the tougher they get with us. 

Strangely, there's one 
pesticide gardeners have been 
using for nearly 100 years, and 
it hasn't changed a bit. It’s a 
tobacco by-product with a 
trade name of Black Leaf 40 or 
Nicotine Sulfate, at one time 
the most widely used contact 
insecticide. It's still going 
strong even though newer 
materials such as malathion 
have come along, and it works 
great on aphids and other in¬ 
sects that come in contact with 
it. The tobacco poison enters 
through the breathing pores, or 
other parts of the body 
Nicotine was once applied as a 
dust, mixed with lime or a clay 
carrier. Enough fumes were 
liberated 'without actually 
coating the insect i to kill it. 

It wasn't long after Sir 
Walter Raleigh introduced 
tobacco to European smokers 
that nicotine became of note as 
an insecticide. It was reported 
in the papers in Marseilles in 
1763 that a solution made of 
finely ground bad tobacco 
would kill aphids. Then in 1787, 
a chap named Goeze proposed 


the use of the dry ground 
powder, thus furnishing 
historical background for the 
nicotine dusts. 

In 1885, a solution called 
"Gold Leaf Tobacco Extract" 
was put on the market, a 
forerunner of the Black Leaf 40 
and other nicotine sulfate 
extracts. Nicotine sulfate is 
very toxic and kills even 
quicker when used at high 
temperatures (above 80 degs.). 
It's ineffective when used in 
cool temperatures. It's also 
more effective when a wetting 
agent is used, such as soap 
suds. In hard water, it's most 
toxic to insects than if mixed 
with soft water. 

Many home growers use 
cigar butts and cigarette stubs 
to mix a weak tea for killing 
insects. This works for insects 
in soils of house plants. Rather 
ihan make a tobacco decoction 
in the home, we think it's more 
expedient to buy the extract 
and follow directions on the 
label. 

Tobacco, one of America's 
gifts to the world, was in¬ 
troduced as a panacea to cure 
dozens of illnesses — halitosis, 
toothache, hydrophobia and 
what not. While people chew it, 
sniff, snuff and smoke it, the 
best use for tobacco is for 
killing insects. It's been doing 
that ever since the 17th cen¬ 
tury If people don't quit 
blowing smoke in my face, I 
might end up with the bugs.

GLASGOW, Scotland (UPI)

The main project, to be 
carried out by Dr. R. G. 
Sommerville of the Bacteriolo¬ 
gy Department, will involve 
identifying people from blood¬ 
stains. "Human blood," says 
Dr. Sommerville, "contains 
various antibodies produced in 
reaction to bacteria or viruses 
entering the bloodstream dur¬ 
ing infections such as flu, colds 
or other diseases. 

"Since every individual's 
exposure to infection is dif¬ 
ferent, what we are hoping is 
that the levels of the different 
antibodies in any sample of 
blood will enable forensic 
scientists to build up what you 
might call an ‘antibody profile’ 
which will be unique to an 
individual in the same way that 
his or her fingerprints are.” 

The other project, which will 
be carried out at the same 
time, is an investigation of the 
various proteins found in 
saliva. The man in charge, Dr. 
J. Beeley of the Department of 
Dentistry, says the general 
principle is the same as that 
involved in the antibody in¬ 
vestigation. "What we are 
hoping," he says, "is that 
everybody will have a different 
saliva ‘fingerprint’ according 
to the levels of the various 
proteins that are found.”

Research holds out hope 
for kidney patients 


GI .AS LOW, Scotland (UPI) 
- The migrating habits of the 
Scottish salmon could lead to a 
new cure for people throughout 
the world who are waiting for a 
kidney transplant or survive 
only with the help of an ar¬ 
tificial kidney machine, ac¬ 
cording to the results of 
research currently being car¬ 
ried out at Glasgow Royal 
Infirmary. 

The man behind the research 
is 39-year-old Dr. James 
Dobbie, a consultant physician 
in the Infirmary’s kidney 
diseases unit and a senior 
lecturer in medicine at 
Glasgow University. He 
describes the findings to date

NUTLEY, N.J. (UPI) -

In October, 1976, 
however, the Food and Drug 
Administration reaffirmed 
that natural vitamins had no 
advantage over synthetic 
vitamins. 


as a completely new concept in 
the treatment of kidney 
disease. 

He hit on the present line of 
inquiry purely by chance, he 
says. While examining the 
kidney of a young fish in the 
electronic microscope during a 
research project last year it 
was discovered that it appar¬ 
ently showed a disease of the 
filtering units similar to 
nephritis in man. 

"Further research," says Dr 
Dobbie, "showed that it was 
not a disease at all, but a quite 
natural body change occurring 
when the fish was getting 
ready to move from fresh to 
salt water. While in salt water, 
the fish makes very little use of 
its kidneys and the filtering 
units are, if you like, set at 
‘low’. When it returns to fresh 
water they are switched back 
to full’." 

The killer kidney disease, 
nephritis, says Dr. Dobbie, is 
an inflammation of the 
filtering units causing the 
kidneys to be "switched off," 
and it is usually impossible to 
switch them back on again. 
What he and his team then set 
out to do was find out how the 
salmon switched its kidneys on 
again when it returned to fresh 
water. The answer, they found, 
was a hormone called prolactin 
which, in humans, is secreted 
into the bloodstream of nursing 
mothers. 

"Once we had got that far," 
says Dr. Dobbie, "we won¬ 


dered whether it would be 
possible to apply these 
discoveries to man and, 
through a substance like 
prolactin, switch damaged kid¬ 
neys back to normal working 
conditions, and already we 
have definite evidence that the 
mechanism will work in man.”

Hellzapoppin' has its moments

•■Hellzapoppin” is billed as a "musical 
circus." It is certainly musical, though no 
song is particularly distinctive. And it is 
certainly a circus, for one never knows 
what is coming next. 

Originally performed by the comedy 
team of Olsen and Johnson, 
••Hellzapoppin” now stars Jerry Lewis 
who is certain to please his legion of fans 
with his standard antics. A few of lewis' 
stock of personal characters are easily 
recognizable in his skits. His entrance, as 
may be expected, is accompanied by a 
daffy scream as he tumbles into the or¬ 
chestra pit. 


Co-star Lynn Redgrave has a few song 
and dance numbers as well as a suc¬ 
cessful skit in which she portrays a 
Barbara Walters— type news reporter, 
Such familiar faces as Herb Edelman and 
Joey Faye are in supporting roles. 

This production has many things going 
for it besides the star-studded cast. The 
costumes, by Alvin Colt, and the set, by 
Robert Randolph, are dazzling. To 
mention costumes and set this early in a 
review is justifiable in this case, for they 
are exceptional. 

The supporting entertainment acts are 
very good. First and foremost are BoB 
Williams and his dog Louie. The audience 
goes wild as Williams tries to get Louie to 


do his tricks, Louie yawning all the way. 
For I/)uie to perform even the simplest 
trick would be anti— climactic. This act 
must be seen to be believed. 

I^onardo is a man who will get 10 
plates spinning simultaneously on their 
respective sticks. Though such an act is 
impressive on television, it is literally 
breath-taking in person. The Viliams, 
jugglers, are superb and The Volantes 
are very funny unicyclists. 

However, there are holes in

Some of the material is weak and 
dated.

Theatre is a stage. The audience doesn’t 
know where to turn next. At this point, we 
are astounded. Expectedly, this level of 
energy cannot be maintained, and after 
experiencing such a thrill we come to 
expect more of the same, and it just 
doesn't come. 


Not only that, but scrutinlzation of 
ensuing material becomes more intense. 
Some of the scenes, such as "A Husband, 
a Lover, a Wife" where wife Lynn 
Redgrave and her lover are confronted 
by her husband who yells for the lover to 
get out of the room and streams of men 
rush out of closets, should be reworked or 
eliminated. The premise is childish, and 
the audience bides time until it is over. 

Some of Joey Faye’s skits are equally 
inane and bomb. 


The score as a whole is not impressive, 
despite a fine orchestra, led by John 
Lesko, and a chorus which is very lively 
and quite handsome. 

For that matter, some of the lowpoints 
of the evening is Lewis' solo songs. He 
just isn’t the man for it. For that matter, 
Lynn Redgrave, though leggy, doesn't fill 
the bill any further as a singer-dancer. 
Her voice is limited and her movements 
not graceful enough. She is very funny, 
however, in a "We-witness News” skit 
with co-anchorman Jerry Lewis. Jerry 
Lewis fans will not be disappointed in 
him. The antics and characterizations to 
which they are accustomed abound. 
Particularly pleasing is his typewriter 
bit. 
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Written by Abe Burrows, the script is 
the part of the show’s downfall. Coupled 
with a weak score, it becomes 
devastating from a critical standpoint. A 
singular instance in which the show could ; 
have been stopped is when an : 

"usherette" gets her big chance on stage 
and sings an appropriate number, "A 
Miracle Happened," but Jill Choder’s 
talent just doesn't measure up to the task, 
and the opportunity for a show-stopping 
number is blown. One cannot praise 
director Jerry Adler when such things 
occur. The choreography of Donald 
Saddler is not outstanding but adequate.

Snow budget increased by aldermen 


In the wake of the biggest snowstorms 
in years, Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Larson got his accounts replenished 
with $413,000 voted in an emergency 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen last 
week, but will have to wait for the 
balance of the $745,000 he requested. 

There just isn't that much “free cash” 
available, according to the city comp¬ 
troller, and Mayor Theodore Mann 
slashed Larson’s request. 

The amount appropriated covers 
$225,000 for overtime wages for snow and 
ice control and rubbish collection. 
$120,000 for hired equipment for two more 
large and two more small storms, and 
$58,000 for sand and salt for the rest of the 
year. 

At the end of the recent storm and 
flooding, I .arson has had a $47,000 deficit 
in his overtime account. 

The alderinanic Finance Committee, 
going over Larson's request, generally 


was satisfied with his department's 
performance, except for sidewalk 
plowing. 

Of 23 sidewalk plows, Larson ex¬ 
plained, only one was left in service last 
week, and they had all been ready for use 
in November. He said the age of the 
equipment was to blame, and reminded 
the aldermen that no new sidewalk plows 
had been bought since 1972 because of 


budget cuts by the Finance Committee. 

Aid. Wendell Bauckman commented, 
as he has done before, "The day of 
reckoning is coming on equipment.” 

I-ast Thursday, the day of the special 
emergency meeting, 12 of 18 sanders 
were in operation and eight of the regular 
fleet of 24 rubbish packer trucks were in 
operation.

Memorial closing passed 

Move to rescind Hamilton vote made

School Committee member Robert 
Cohen announced Monday night that he 
will move to rescind the vote to close 
Hamilton School in Newton Lower Falls 
which was made early last Thursday 
morning after Memorial School was 
voted to close this September. 

Solomon Sehechter Day School sub¬ 
mitted a petition to purchase Memorial 
School Thursday morning after the 6-3 
vote to close the school due to declining 
enrollment. Opposed were School 
Committee Chairman Alvin Mandell, 
Vice Chairman Henry Delicata, and 
Edward Prince. 

The vote to close Hamilton in 1981 when 
Angler School is expected to have room 
for Hamilton children was 4-3-2, with 
Paul Ash, Michael LeConti, Honora 
Kaplan, and Prince in favor. 

Manuel Beckwith voted against the 1981 
closing because there will be two School 
Committee elections before then, Cohen 


voted against it because he thinks 
students can be redistricted from the 
Williams School which is also on Grove 
Street within a mile of Hamilton, and 
Mandell voted against it becuase he is 
opposed to closing any neighborhood 
schools. 

Henry Delicata abstained because 
other school committees will have the 
opportunity to close it later, and Mayor 


Theodore Mann also abstained on the 
vote that was taken at about 2:30 a.m. 

Cohen's motion to rescind the Hamilton 
closing will be considered at the Jan. 24 
meeting at Mason-Rice School. 

An audience of about 250 dwindled 
down to two persons when the Committee 
adjourned from the Meadowbrook Junior 
High School at 2:40 a.m. 

The recommendations regarding 


making Newton South a four-year high 
school and having Angier School 
graduates attend Warren Junior High 
School were deferred until the Angier 
community studies the plans. No vote 
was taken on the proposal to close Weeks 
Junior High. 

A faculty committee recommended by 
the subcommittee will be appointed by

City has definite offer for Memorial School 


The process of selling Memorial School 
m Oak Hill Park has begun. 

The School Department has voted to 
close Memorial after the end of this 
school year. 

The Solomon Sehechter Day School, 
Inc., offer to buy the school and land has 
been put on the aldermanic docket, where 
it will stay until recommendations from 
city departments come in. The time 
allowed is a minimum of 60 days. 


The Board of Assessors, the Public

$60,000 paid in Lower Falls settlement

liindtaking for the Lower Falls urban 
redevelopment project has cost the 
Newton Community Development 
Authority another $60,000 in court set¬ 
tlements. 

Meanwhile, the latest appeal of a 
second former landowner, recently 
awarded $500,000 more, has been delayed 
at the request of the NCDA. 

The Newton Redevelopment Authority, 
predecessor of NCDA, paid Abraham 
Ginsburg $235,000 for commercial 
property along Washington St. taken 
April 13, 1971, and $20,000 for a smaller, 
residential parcel on Grove St. taken the 
same date. 

The Washington St. land contained an 
Amoco gas station, a Mr. Donut shop, 
Mary's Cafe, a corner grocery store and 
three nomes when the NRA took it, while 
a two-family house stood on the Grove St. 
properly. 

Ginsburg contested the compensation, 


winning an award of $300,000 from a 12 
person jury in Middlesex Superior Court 
on Oct. 29, 1976. 

Payment was approved by City 
Planning Director Charles Thomas, sole 
member of the NCDA, and approved 4-0 
by the Newton Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Board at their joint meeting Jan. 13. 

Voting approval were board members 
Harry Crosby, David Lurensky, Thomas 
and alternate member Otis Robin¬ 
son; members Carol Robinson, Margaret 
Smith, Vice Chairman Cecil Cadwell and 
Chairman Stanley Miller were absent. 

The $60,757.60 cneck, signed by Thomas 
and later by Asst. Treasurer Cadwell, 
was delivered to NCDA attorney Robert 
Muldoon last Friday for payment to 
Gmsburg's attorney. 

The award breaks down to $45,000, plus 
interest of $14,967 since the 1971 taking, 
plus $30.60 "nominal costs”, plus $10 per 
day interest since the court settlement 
date. 

The $45,000 is the difference between 


the NRA's pro tanto payment to Ginsburg 
and the jury’s award. 

Payment was delayed for almost three 
months to await the end of the appeal 
period, according to Eleanor Eenmson, 
administrative assistant to the NCDA. 

Neither party appealed. 

In a second case, a jury trial for land 
damages on the former Martin Roach 
land will evidently be delayed for two 
months or longer because of a missing 
witness. 

Roach won an award last fall of $477,870 
from Judge Francis Lappin for land 
taken by the NRA in 1969, but he appealed 
for a jury trial in Middlesex Superior 
Court. 

At a court session in early January, 
NCDA attorney Philip Cronin asked for 
postponement of the trial because a 
major witness in the case, Alexander 
Beal, will be on vacation until Feb 14. 

Beal testified at last fall’s trial before 
lappin, saying that he did not allow "one 
penny for the reasonable probability of 
rezoning” when he appraised the Roach 


land for NRA at approximately 50 cents a 
square foot in 1969. 

Roach contends his land was worth $4 a 
square foot at the time, and that a zone 
change was possible. 

Beal subsequently served as tax con¬ 
sultant on real estate matters for 
Spaulding and Slye, which won the right 
to develop the commercial section of the 
NRA project on the former Roach land. 

A letter from Beal to the Newton Board 
of Assessors of April 19, 1974 estimated 
the tax revenue to the city should 
Spaulding and Slye become the 
developers for the commercial parcel, 
according to testimony at last fall's trial. 

Roach, who calls this a "landmark 
case", says that Beal really does not want 
the case to come to trial because he was 
proven wrong on the price of the land with 
l.appin's verdict. 

Once the trial begins, probably in 
March or April, Roach says his attorney 
will bring in "everyone who worked for 
the NRA and elected officials who were 
involved" to testify.

Newton North High School was closed 
early Monday because of water leaks 
from frozen heating units, and it is 
possible the school may also be closed 
some days this summer because of 
delayed repairs to the heating, ven¬ 
tilating, and air conditioning system.

If the public bidding was bypassed, the 
school could have openable windows in 
six months or less. 

The School Committee voted for $1 
million for improvements in heating, 
ventilation, and air conditioning (HVAC) 
system Monday night. 

The Public Buildings and Finance 
committees of the Board of Aldermen will 
have to act on the School Committee 
recommendations before they go to the 
full Board and then out to bid after 
specifications are drawn up. 

The School Committee plan includes 
installing 35 openable windows in various 
classrooms, correcting many ventilation 
units, and installing door louvres (air 
slots) in 12 offices and common rooms. 
These were included in Phase I which 
was expected to have taken six months. 

The School Committee will further 
study conflicting recommendations 
concerning openable windows in the 
library’s main section and plans for 
improving the ventilation of Main Street, 
the main corridor in the school with the 
house offices. 

Phase I of the plan, which is estimated 
to cost $112,500, does not include any 
money for Main Street. 

Phase II, which was to be completed by 


Larson admitted that he was using pure 
salt in some instances during the recent 
snowstorms, but said this week that in the 
overall amounts used he thinks he is 
probably not exceeding the 3:1 ratio.

Night parking ban 
might be relaxed 


Relaxation of the all-night parking ban 
in Newton is being studied again. 

Aid. Mark White recommended repeal 
of the ban, or at least amending it to 
allow overnight street parking from April 
to November, to the Street Traffic 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen this 
week. 

The committee referred the matter to 
the Traffic Commission for further study. 

“The police are amenable to lifting the 
ban from April to November,” White 
said. 

In many areas of the city, especially on 
the dense north side, houses have no 
driveways at all or have driveways loo 
small to accommodate the number of 
cars that belong there. 


White called the prohibition 
"discrimination.” 

"We’re telling people they can't have 
cars and giving them no alternatives," he 
said. 

At one lime the police opposed all-night 
parking because when all ears are off the 
street the car of someone engaging in a 
crime is easier to spot. 

The conunittee considered problems 
with street sweeping if cars are parked 
all night in the street. Aid. David Cohen 
suggested that a regular schedule for 
sweeping could be maintained by the 
Street Department, and no-parkuig signs 
put up the night before.

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Lower Falls residents don't want subsidized housing on Moulton St. 


A group of Lower Falls 
residents wants to quash 
subsidized housing on Moulton 
Street but the city agencies 
involved remain un¬ 
sympathetic to their cause. 

Impassioned pleas last week 
against development of the 
vacant land failed to budge 
either the Newton Community 
Development Authority or the 
Newton Planning and 


Development Board from their 
earlier position against a 
buffer zone 

Six house lots lie between the 
Spaulding and Slye com¬ 
mercially-zoned land and some 
single-family homes. 

Plans developed In 1968, 
revised in 1972 and soon to be 
activated call for the Authority 
to sell the land to a developer 
who will build six single¬ 


family, subsidized homes on 
the land. 

The two agencies refused to 
discuss the matter again, 
because only four of the seven 
members of the NPDB were 
present. 
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At their Dec. 16. 1976, joint 
meeting the NCDA and NPDB 
d consider requests from the 
wer Falls Project Area 
Committee, the official 
neighborhood advisory group 
for the urban renewal project, 
to change plans for the lots. 

LOPAC recommendations 
that the land be kept as a buffer 
zone or offered to Spaulding 
and Slye with the restriction 
that a 50-foot buffer zone be 
maintained were termed 
financially unsound and unfair 
to Spaulding and Slye, 
developer for three office 
buildings. 

A third proposal, to remove 
the subsidized housing 
requirement and allow 
privately-developed and 
privately-owned housing in¬ 
stead of government-financed 


construction and leasing 
through the Newton Housing 
Services Commission, was 
termed "workable,” although 
it would require aldermanic 
approval. 

Those decisions were con¬ 
veyed to LOPAC in a Jan. 3 
letter from the NCDA. 

Hugh Colliton, representing 
a group of about 25 abutters to 
the land, said his group is 
concerned about "betterment 
of the neighborhood" and 
wants to retain what was 
"originally conceived as a 
buffer zone." 

It was acceptable to build 
housing on the east side of the 
street to accommodate people 
displaced by the NRA project, 
Colliton said. 

But because there is no need 
for this now, the community 
wants the land left as a buffer 
zone, he said. 

That is the consensus from a 
Jan. 12 meeting held at 
Colliton's house and called to 
discuss the six house lot 
situation, Colliton told the 
NPDB. 


Charles Thomas, who is the 
only member of the NCDA, 
refused to take any action on 
the matter. 

Thomas told Colliton and 
Joel I^ighton, President of 
LOPAC, that any discussion 
would only have to be repeated 
at a future meeting because 
three members of the NPDB 
were absent. 

(By law the NPDB must 
ratify any decision Thomas 
makes as the NCDA.) 

The Authority’s job is to sell 
those lots at fair market value, 
Thomas told Colliton. 

Furthermore, there seems to 
be a lot of confusion in the 
community as to what single¬ 
family, "subsidized" housing 
would be, he added. 

"We don't know. We need to 
know that, and everyone on 
Moulton Street needs to know 
that, before we discuss it 
further," Thomas said. 

The real question, according 
to Thomas, is what housing 
programs the Carter ad¬ 
ministration will set up. 


Colliton still objected 
vehemently to any housing. 

"Don't think houses," he told 
the board. 

"This is a neighborhood - and 
the neighborhood doesn't want 
houses there," he said. 

In another matter, rumors of 
pending evictions from an 
Authority-owned house on 
Grove Street are unfounded, 
according to Executive 
Director Gerald Early. 

Board member Harry 
Crosby said he has received 
phone calls claiming that 
tenants at 659 Grove St. will be 
evicted. 

Callers are saying the house 
is not "substandard" and 
shouldn't be tom down, Crosby 
said. 

The people now living there 
are relocatees from the 
redevelopment area who are 
scheduled to move into new 
housing as soon as it is built, 
according to Early. 

"They don't have to get out 
for at least 18 months, maybe 


longer," Early told Crosby. 

New Falls Associates, 
developers for that new 
housing, think the stalled 60- 
unit project will soon get 
funding via the federal 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, ac¬ 
cording to Early.

HUD proposes new income limits for public housing

The federal Dept, of Housing 
and Urban Development has 
proposed new income limits for 
public housing that will hurt 
the needy and help the average 
citizen, according to local 
housing experts. 

Newton's Housing Services 
Commission, viewing the HUD 
limits as a lame duck com¬ 
munication, postponed action 
on the proposals last week and 
will negotiate 1977 leases based 
on old limits instead. 

Commissioner James Miller, 
a past chairman of the Newton 
Housing Authority, termed the 
HUD proposals " a last gasp of 
the current administration” in 
Washington, at the HSC's Jan. 
12 meeting. 


HUD provides three options 
for revising eligibility figures, 
then requires that income 
limits for continued occupancy 
be dropped. 

Present policy in Newton 
sets $5,600 as the maximum net 
income for one person applying 
for any of the four housing 
projects or the Section 23 
program. 

Using the first of HUD’s 
options, 80 percent of the 
federal Section 8 limits, the 
new ceiling for one person 
would be an income of $7,650 
per year. 

A second option, 90 percent of 
the Section 8 limits, would 
make the new limit $8,650. 

A third possible figure, 
computed using documented 


evidence of local income and 
housing market conditions, 
brings the HUD guideline for 
one person up to $9,600 in 
Newton. 

Figures for a family of four 
persons, now set at $7,300 net 
income to qualify for Newton 
low-income housing, would go 
up to $10,950, $12,350 or $13,700, 
respectively, with the new 
HUD guidelines. -' 

Frank Quinn, executive 
director of the HSC, does not 
look favorably on the proposed 
increases. 

"Although you open up your 
occupancy to a wider range of 
people, you are really hurting 
low-income people," Quinn 
said. 

The current three year 


wailing period for Newton 
projects would stretch to five 
years if the new limits were 
adopted, Quinn believes. 

Continued occupancy limits, 
which now determine whether 
tenants may renew their 
leases, would have to be 
abolished under the new HUD 
proposals. 

HSC Chairman Stephen 
Buchbinder and Quinn both 
favor keeping the income 
limits for continued oc¬ 
cupancy. 

"If HUD is giving us the 
option of doing this now or 
later, (let’s) do it later," said 
Miller. 

No action was taken to 
change the existing HSC limits 
last week. 

Leases will be renewed on a 


case by case basis for tenants 
negotiating March 1 renewals, 
pending review of all income 
limits at a later meeting. 

In other business, the 
commission discussed but took 
no action on arrangements for 
Hamlet Street housing now 
under construction by the 
Newton Community 
Development Foundation. 

Twenty of the 50 units there 
will be low-income and will be 
managed and rented by the 
Housing Services Commission. 

Monthly rental prices for the 
market value units will run 
$465 for the seven 2-bedroom 
apartments, $515 for the seven 
3-bedrooms, and $565 for the 
six 4-bedrooms.

Community Schools budget shows $12,000 increase 


The Community Schools 
Commission came under the 
scrutiny of the Recreation 
Commission, School Com¬ 
mittee, and Aldermanic 
Education Committeee this 
week as discussion began of its 
requested increase of 20 per¬ 
cent in next year's budget.

Libel suit dismissed 


A libel suit, brought against 
the Newton Graphic by a 
Newton police captain early 
last year, was dismissed in 
November, 1976, by Middlesex 
Superior Court Judge Vincent 
Brogna. 

Capt. William C. Olds of the 
Newton Police Department 
claimed he was libeled by a 
photograph that appeared in 
the Newton Graphic on Oct. 9, 
1975, in which he was 
mistakenly identified as being 
in the picture when he was not.

dlesex Superior Court, Olds 
sought $200,000 in damages for 
the alleged libel and asked for 
a jury trial. 

The attorney for the Newton 
Graphic filed the motion to 
dismiss "because neither the 
publication of the photograph, 
nor the mistaken identity of the 
Plaintiff constituted or can be 
construed to constitute any 
demfamation of the Plaintiff," 
according to the Graphic's 
brief on the motion. 

Judge Brogna granted the 
motion to dismiss Nov. 18,1976. 
He further ordered that the 
defendant recover court costs.

No big money for assessing 
reorganization now, Mann says 


Advertisements for two new 
assessors are being prepared 
at present salaries of $21,000, 
Mayor Theodore Mann said 
this week. 

The resignation of Philip 
Waterman last week, following 
closely the resignation of 
Assessor Joseph Cosgrove, 
leaves Leonard Aronson as the 
one remaining assessor in what 
is by law a three-man board. 

Aronson, who assumed the 
chairmanship of the board 
before Waterman resigned, 
has presented a plan for 
reorganizing the Assessing 
Departmentretains which the 
three-man board but makes the 
chairman a department head 
with final say over the 
operation of the department. 

In Aronson’s plan, the three 
assessors each would still have 
a vote on matters of valuation 
and assessment. 

If salaries were set at 
Aronson's recommendation of 
$28,000 for the chairman- 
department head and $23,000 
each for the other two 
assessors, the increase in the 
departmental budget would 
come to more than $30,000. 

The mayor, however, does 


not want to start new assessors 
at a higher rate. If he cannot 
hire new assessors at less than 
$23,000 he said, “WeTl have to 
ask the Board for more 
money." 

The rest of Aronson’s 
reorganization, at least the 
part that will cost more money, 
will have to wait, the mayor 
said. 

On the question of whether 
the chairman of the assessors 
should be elected by the other 
two assessors or be appointed 
by the mayor, Mann said, it 
made no difference to him. 

There are less than 18 
months before revaluation is 
due to be put into effect, and 
the Board of Assessors has 
done little toward rectifying 
inequities in the revaluation 
program. 

Cosgrove’s resignation is 
effective Jan. 31, Waterman's 
Feb. 11. 

Waterman, an assessor with 
18 years’ experience, worked 
for the city of Newton for three 
and one-half years. He blamed 
his resignation on the "present 
political climate" in Newton . 
He is going to work for the town 
of Milton. 


The Board of Aldermen, and 
the Finance Committee in 
particular, has become deeply 
involved in a scrutiny of 
assessing practices since 
FinCom Chairman Sidney 
Small determined that the 
Marriott Hotel was un¬ 
dervalued. 

The Marriott has since been 


reassessesd on the basis of new 
figures it provided, has been 
presented with and paid a 
higher tajt bill, and has applied 
for an abatement again. 

A subcommittee of the 
aldermanic Finance Com¬ 
mittee has been meeting on the 
assessing department. Its next 
meeting will be Thursday, Jan.

But Mayor Theodore Mann 
Monday said he would not sign 
such an ordinance if passed, 
and City Solicitor Howard 
Levine three times advised the 
Board that setting the number 
of pieces is not within the 
province of the Board. 

If the mayor’s vetoes the 
ordinance, the Board can 
override it by a two- thirds 
vote. 

His latest opinion said such 
an ordinance would be only 
directory and advisory, not 
binding on the mayor. 

Hie passage of the ordinance 
was in response to fears of 
residents of Nonantum, who 
want the mayor to restore the 
cut of Engine 8 from the Crafts 
Street fire station. 

Hie mayor cut the pumper 
from service last spring to save 
$183,000, then restored it until 
Dec. 6, when a fire-rating 
service preliminary statement 
(indicated that fewer than 10 
pumpers are needed. 

Hie full report is due in 
March. 


Aid. Robert Stiller, opposed 
to passing the ordinance, 
called it a "political football," 
and said to have 10 engines 
where fewer are needed is a 
luxury we cannot afford. 

Stiller said, "$183,000 here, 
$183,000 saved by closing a 
school — all of a sudden these 
figure begin to take on 
meaning.” The total of the two 
figures would amount to $1 on 
the tax rate. 

Aid. Joan Saklad said the 
entire matter had been 
"botched" by the mayor’s 
office and by the Board, but 
was opposed on the grounds 
that the Board was "over¬ 
stepping its bounds.” 

Aid. Richard Bullwinkle 
defended the Board's action by 
saying it has a responsibility to 
take the initiative on putting 
the pumper back in service. "I 
haven't seen enough 
justification for removing it 
yet,” he said. 

Hie vote was 16 in favor of 
the ordinance, 5 opposed, 3 
absent. 

Opposed were Aid. Wendell 
Bauckman, Eliot Cohen, 
Saklad, Susan Schur, and 
Stiller. Aid. Sidney Small, John 
Stewart and Mark White were 
absent.

School closings 

The handwriting has been on the wall for 
Memorial School for at least two years now. 

In June, 1975, a previous School Com¬ 
mittee voted to close Memorial School in 
September, 1976. Early in 1976, the current 
School Committee, shortly after taking of¬ 
fice. voted to keep Memorial School open. 
Monday night, the same group of people 
voted to close Memorial School this 
September. 

We supported the decision to close 
Memorial in 1976, and we support it in 1977. 

The Subcommittee on Declining Enroll¬ 
ment, chaired by Paul Ash, did a responsible 
job of studying the declining enrollment 
problems of Newton. Its presentation, when 
made public, was cogent, logical and 
appeared to be the product of serious 
thought. 

The closing of Memorial School came, not 
as a shot in the dark, but, rather, as the first 
step in an overall plan to deal with the very 
real issues of declining school population. 

The year's grace period, too, seems to 
have given the Memorial School families a 
chance to adjust to the inevitable closing 
and deal with it realistically. 

Others, such as Hamilton School families, 
may have much the same situation facing 
them if the closing of Hamilton takes place 
in 1981. 

Above all, we must all keep in mind that 
this is a changing world requiring constant 
readjustment to reality. 

That is why we were particularly im¬ 
pressed by the fact the subcommittee tied to 
school closings concepts of grade 
reorganization and a four-year high school. 

These considerations should give the peo¬ 
ple of Newton the general sense that the 
School Committee and administration are 
trying to establish the best use of all school 
buildings. 

The final ingredient in a successful read¬ 
justment in Newton to school enrollment 
realities is a statesman-like attitude on the 
part of the School Committee members. 

We would hope that the difficult questions 
of school closings be addressed with the 
welfare of Newton in mind. In an election 
year, that may be too much to ask. We'll 
see.

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Amnesty

The thorny issue of amnesty will confront President-elect 
Carter when he assumes office as a nation waits to see what 
he will do. A random survey of people who live and work in 
Dedham Needham, Westwood and Norwood Indicates 
those who favor blanket amnesty have a slight edge over 
those who would like to see a case by case review and 
“earned” acceptance. 

In Carter’s initial campaign proposal, he said deserters 
would be treated in a case by case review while draft 
evaders would be accorded a "pardon." Recently Carter 
said he would go further and extend that pardon to other 
“violators." 

Many of those interviewed drew a distinction between 
draft evaders and deserters while many expressed deep 
reservations when asked about amnesty for deserters. 
Others felt as Florian Weissenbom of Dedham, that am¬ 
nesty was the “best way to wipe the slate dean." 

"Those who evaded the draft and those who deserted 
have in a sense been punished,” said Weissenbom, adding 
these men conducted their anti-war resistance in an un¬ 
sympathetic climate with no initial support from the public 
or the press. "It took real courage in the beginning." 

Some felt as Mrs. Stuart Plumer of Norwood that “if the 
reasons for desertion were valid, I would have no problem 
with it (amnesty)." Don Gilbert wanted to see a case by 
case review while Mrs. James Lowell of Westwood felt she 
would like to see amnesty for draft evaders with a review 
for deserters. 

Henry LaJoie said he could not "condone" desertion and 
amnesty would be agreeable to him "depending on the 
conditions and the circumstances." 

A case by case review is also supported by Congressman 
John J. Moakley. 

Deserters presented a "problem" for Fred Kresse of 
Needham since he felt they ‘were making things more 
difficult for those who were there." However, he felt there 
should be some way these men could "earn" their way 
back. 

While Felix Pereira of Dedham also expressed reser¬ 
vations about deserters, he observed "they are a tiny 
proportion of the total.” A report issued by President 
Ford’s clemency board said that only 0.01 percent of those 
who deserted did so wider fire.

While most favored amnesty , 
some had reservations about 
deserters and others felt that 
those who protested should 
have borne the consequences 
. . . another questioned what 
to tell men who had served 
jail sentences for their “civil 
disobedience 


Deserters also received "sympathy” from an honorably 
discharged Vietnam veteran who served in the Fourth In¬ 
fantry. Declining to be quoted by name, he said "deserters 
deserve it (amnesty) more...many put in a long time under 
harrowing conditions and I could understand why they 
would go over the hill." He pointed out there was a dif¬ 
ference between those who "finessed” their way out of 
service, and men who deserted after "seeing people getting 
killed and blown away" ultimately realizing the war was 
for “no purpose." Another veteran, a “four year Navy 
man,” Frank Massey also firmly supports blanket am¬ 
nesty. 

Those who spoke against amnesty included Mario 
Scherma who said "if they felt strongly, they should have 
stayed here and gone to jail...with decision comes the 
consequences.” Jack O'Donnell, administrative assistant 
at Needham High School, agreed with this position saying 
that the government under Ford's clemency program went 
as "far as I would want them to go." O'Donnell said he 
spoke personally in terms of "someone who had friends 
tolled there and relatives who served there.” 

He quoted Thoreau saying that if you "break the law, in 
order to fully carry out your civil disobediance, you must 
pay the penalty." O'Donnell also cited the case of David 
Hans who did not accept the draft, protested and was 
found guilty subsequently serving an 18 month jail sen¬ 
tence. "What do you say to him now?" asked O’Donnell.

Like Harris, there were many men who, between 1961 and 
1975, informed the authorities they did not want to serve. 
About 95,000 of those men were convicted of draft 

violations. „, „ 

No one interviewed felt there was merit to the argument 
that granting a blanket amnesty might create a dangerous 
precedent in the event of another war if troops had to be 
mobilized. “We cannot respond to the next war or battle 
without knowing what kind of a war it would be,” said 
William Culllnane, who teaches physical education in the 
Needham school system. 

"I never worry about precedent," responded Pereira. 

Kresse added "I hope that in future situations parents 

will not be willing to let boys go and be killed... we have a 
tendency to accept the wars we get into, marching off and 
there are some woh would rather have a picture of a dead 
son on the mantel to boast about, than the sons them¬ 
selves.” Weissenbom speculated it would be “harder for 
any future governments to muster people into a military 
adventure that goes against the grain of the people." He 
also felt if there were a “war that endangered America, or a 
real ally attacked them, the authority of conscription would 
be respected." 

Pat Simon, who founded Gold Star Parents after her only 
son was killed in Vietnam said "we want to make it much 
more difficult for those in power to plan a war and use other 
people's children to fight it” She, and other parents like 
her, felt strongly that their children's deaths should not be 
used to prejudice the public against amnesty. 

In addition to what happens to draft violators and 
deserters, many like Pat Simon are seriously concerned 
about the roughly 750,000 men who received "less than 
honorable discharges” which were issued administratively 
without "due process." 

These discharges, said Ms. Simon were issued by com¬ 
manding officers and now these men "are having a tough 
time in the employment market and being discriminated 
against...a great many do not receive veteran's benefits 
although they are ill and wounded as a direct result of the 
war.” 

Some have argued that the war in Vietnam was legal by 
definition; however, many felt as Joe Berlandi of Westwood 
when he said there was a "cloud" over that war. Like 


Many admitted that their 
feelings about the war 
changed over the years ...

Berlandi, there were many who admitted their feelings on 
amnesty had changed over the years. Berlandi said “there 
has been an evolution of public consciousness as to whether 
Vietnam was a war we should have been involved in.” 

Charlie Vuytowecz said at first he "went along" with the 
establishment and later changed his opinion feeling "we 
had no right to be in there...we were never told the true 
facts and we would still be there if it wasn't for a peace 
movement." Weissenbom said “while the war was legal, 
the arguments advanced to enlist support were deceiving 
and misleading." 

Parents like Mrs. Eileen Driscoll of Dedham said that 
their children led the way and now Mrs. Driscoll supports 
amnesty believing "we should err on the side of mercy.” 

"So much of my thinking has come from hindsight,” said 
another woman. Cyrus Vance, recently testifying before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee on his nomination as 
Carter’s Secretary of State also acknowledged "it was a 
mistake to intervene in Vietnam... based on misjudgements 
and mistakes." Vance was a high official in the Defense 
Department when American involvement in Vietnam was 
expanded. 

Now the act of amnesty is seen by some as an opportunity 
to "heal the wounds and start over again." Berlandi felt the 
men had paid the penalties in "indirect suffering and 1 am 
more concerned about unity...we must repair the 
damage..." Pereira said the important thing is to have "a 
unified nation which has the strength of its own beliefs." 

These men felt amnesty would be the final chapter in the 
tumultous, embarassing chapter of American history 
during which citizens were forced to stand back and take a 
long, hard, critical look at themselves. 


A stranglehold on New England

New England's energy needs and the region’s hard-hit 
construction industry both are striking examples of the 
impact stemming from the past successes of en¬ 
vironmentalists who have parlayed hastily passed state and 
Federal laws into a stranglehold on progress that directly 
effect every man, woman and child in the six-state area 

latest manifestation of this was the stunning roadblock 
set up by anti-nuke forces which effectively throttled the on¬ 
going f2-billion nuclear powered electrical facility at 
Seabrook, N.H. 

Lameduck Federal officiala — appointees of the 
Republican Nixon and Ford administrations — reversed an 
earlier okay and said it wouldn't allow the generating plant 
to go into operation as scheduled in the early 1980’s unless 
major changes are made in the project plans. 

This decision was made by John A. S. McLennon, regional 
administrator for the Environmental Protection Agency, 
and was supported by his boss, national EPA Administrator 
Russell Train — and this reversal now threatens the owners 
of the property, a New Hampshire utility, with possible 
bankruptcy. 


Not only that but construction companies and "hard hat” 
in both New Hampshire and Massachusetts were also 
sandbagged by the reversal move, an action that put the 
kibosh on the hoped-for revival of construction work. 

Even the normally staid Wall Street Journal was so 
shocked by the move that it editorially rebutted McLen- 
non's explanation of his change of heart with the ob¬ 
servation : “It should be preserved in the Smithsonian as an 
example of bureaucratic mindlessness." 

Indeed, this was understatement, if anything, because 
McLennon's switch from his go-ahead of a year earlier also 
initiated other changes that will further curtail “hard hat" 
Jobs as well as delay solutions to the evergrowing energy 
problems of New England. 

In the wake of the EPA decision. New England Power Co. 
disclosed it is holding off a $30O-million expansion of its 
investment in the Seabrook plant while simultaneously 
revealing it has decided for now against further in¬ 
vestments in a nuclear plant being built on the Connecticut 
coast. The company previously bad invested some 1200- 
million in the Seabrook facility. 


"Hie Seabrook turnaround demonstrates anew, as if we 
need the reminder, the tail-wags-the-dog environmental 
impact m Massachusetisand elsewhere, as well as the 
nn>le effect stemming from its decision, political leaders 
growingly struck by some of the absurdities inherent in 
much of our environmental protection laws. Too many jobs 
i k)8t ' 100 much Progress halted on this basis. 

Judging from recent statements, the governor, lieutenant 
governor, Senate president and House speaker all are 
concerned with a proper balance between environment and 
economy and will refuse to be further buffaloed in the holy 
name of environment. 

A solid indication of this came from the Dukakis Ad¬ 
ministration recently when state Environmental Affairs 
Secretary Evelyn Murphy approved the Pilgrim II atomic- 
power plant at Plymouth. This was a gutsy, needed go- 
ahead and reflects a fresh awareness that other proper 
balances must be struck other than a topheavy concern 
merely far the refinements of environmental protection.

During the past two years, 
the Congress has made an 
unprecedented investment of 
more than $1.5 billion in the 
future of rail transportation in 
the Northeast. A full year was 
spent by officials at all levels of 
government, as well as local 
businessmen, fighting to save 
rail rights-of-way for com¬ 
muter and freight service. 

The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts has approved a 
bond issue of $20 million to 
augment the federal in¬ 
vestment and save as much of 
the Northeast rail system as 
possible. 

The nearly 80 communities 
which fall within the MBTA 
region invested $170 million 
last year alone to subsidize the 
operations of the MBTA. 

In response to this growing 
deficit, the Congress approved 
an operating subsidy program 
in 1974 which has alrady grown 
from $5 million to almost $20 
million annually for the MBTA. 

These investments of time, 
energy and dollars at every 
level of government indicate a 
tremendous resolve to save 
and strengthen the Northeast 
rail system, not only as a 
freight service for 
Massachusetts industry, but as 
a commuter rail service. 

I cannot believe that the two 
agencies created to carry out 
this mandate cannot agree on a 
subsidy for five commuter 
lines. 

I urge you to use every 
available means to bring 
negotiations between 
CONRAIL and the MBTA to a 
successful conclusion well 
before March 13, 1977. 

I look forward to hearing 
from you on this most urgent 
matter.

the 1970's, but, quite honestly, 
my faith will be severely 
shaken if this "decision" is not 
quickly reversed. 

I don’t think I am being 
overly parochial in lamenting 
this potential harm to my 
village of Lower Falls. 

And I do not feel I would be 
overly-emotional in 
paraphrasing John Donne by 
saying that the loss of even a 
tiny bit of Lower Falls 
diminishes every resident of 
Newton, because we are all, in 
fact, involved in this great city.

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Pines seeks rededication to energy conservation

state Rep. Lois G. Pines (D 
Newton i has called upon the 
Commonwealth's citizens to 
commit themselves to a 
program of energy con¬ 
servation. 

"The severity of this winter 
and the trend away from the 
conservation-consciousness 
that resulted from the 1973-74 
OPEC oil embargo makes this 
critical,” said Pines. 
"Americans have become 
complacent about the energy 
situation. Despite the steady 
rise in prices, consumption 
continues to increase. 
Congress and the . last two 


presidents have not been able 
to effectively reverse either of 
these trends. We as in¬ 
dividuals, however, can." 

The need for energy con¬ 
servation is critical, according 
to statistics supplied by the 
Federal Energy 
Administration. With only 6 
percent of the world's 
population, the United States 
consumes more than one-third 
of all the energy used each 
year. In addition, while the 
United States in general im¬ 
ports approximately 33 percent 
of its oil supply annually, here 
in New England the figure is 
well over one half of our sup¬ 


ply, Pines said. "Our in¬ 
dustries rely almost entirely 
upon oil, placing the region's 
economic viability, to a very 
large extent, on the whim of 
Arab oil producers," she ex¬ 
plained. 

"A reordering of our 
priorities is essential," Pines 
said, "but can be accomplished 
with little disruption of our 
lives. The state of 
Massachusetts has moved 
assertively to assist in this 
effort. The Energy Policy 
Office, located in the 
McCormack State Office 
Building’ was created ex- 


Mofenson wants U.S. Senate 
to keep Committee on Aging 


Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
N'ewton), House chairman of 
the Committee on Human 
Sendees and Elderly Affairs, 
has expressed "deep concern" 
over reports that the United 
States Senate plans to abolish 
Its Special Committee on 
Aging. 

"For 15 years the Aging 
Committee has not only been a 
valuable source of research on 
elderly issues, but it has given 
older Americans an important 
forum in which to articulate 
their problems, needs, and 
goals," Mofenson said. “It has 
given many the feeling that 
somebody cared. To destroy 
the committee in the name of 
reform would be both short¬ 
sighted and tragic." 

The liquidation of the Aging 
Committee is one of the 
recommendations of Sen. Adlai 
Stevenson's Temporary Select 


Committee to Study the Senate 
Committee System. 

The Stevenson panel wants to 
reduce the number of Senate 
committees from 31 to 15. Its 
goals are better coordination of 
legislation on energy, en¬ 
vironment, transportation and 
social problems. 

“While I have long been an 
advocate of streamlining 
Governmental functions," 
Mofenson said, "I strongly 
agree with Aging Committee 
Chairman Sen. Frank Church 
that any plan for senate 
reorganization which dissolves 
the special committee and 
disperses its activities would 
be a great disservice to older 
Americans and a lamentable 
reversion to the very set of 
circumstances which led to the 
establishment of the com¬ 
mittee in the first place." 

Mofenson noted that on some 
major issues, such as energy, 


15 standing committees and 33 
subcommittees share 
jurisdiction and this 
fragmentation can impede 
effective action. But to the 
Committee on Aging, Mofenson 
said, reorganization could have 
the opposite effect. 

"I fear that fragmenting and 
dispersing elderly issues into 
dozens of larger issue areas 
and programs will dilute the 
political strength of the 
elderly, and that many vital 
concerns will fall between the 
cracks separating the 
reorganized programs,” he 
explained. 

Noting that both 
Massachusetts senators are 
members of the Aging Com¬ 
mittee, as well as three other 
New England senators, 
Mofenson said he hoped that 
the committee might be kept 
alive to play an important role 
in the economic redevelopment 
of the region. 


pressly to disseminate in¬ 
formation on all aspects of 
energy, especially con¬ 

servation. 

"There are dozens of 
painless ways outlined in the 
Energy Office's publications 
for the public to achieve 
significant energy and 

monetary savings,” said the 
Newton legislator. The 

following is a sample of these 
conservation tips: 

The coffee-growing nations 
have explained the huge price 
increases they have assessed 
processors by claiming that a 
major frost wiped out much of 
the last two crops. According to 
state and federal consumer 
protection officials, that ex¬ 
cuse is insufficient to justify 
the sudden and drastic in¬ 
creases. At the heart of the 
price increases, thfey claim, is 
the arbitrary increase in ex¬ 
port taxes imposed by Brazil, 
Columbia and other nations. 

These taxes represent a 
windfall and the passing on of 
these costs have allowed huge 
increases in the profits of 
growers who further pass these 
costs on to processors, and then 
to wholesalers and retailers. 
The end result is that the 
consumer is paying the price. 

Pines called for an earnest 
boycott of coffee in order to 
force a reduction in these 
taxes. She cited the initial 
results of a boycott in England, 
where there has been some 


drop in prices, due to consumer 
pressure. 

Proper insulation and the use 
of storm doors and windows 
(including simple plastic 
sheeting) could save the 
equivalent of 600,000 barrels of 
oil each day during the winter, 
enough to heat nearly 6 million 
additional homes. Lowered 
thermostats (at least to 68), 
wearing slightly more clothing 
indoors, using flourescent or 
lower wattage incandescent 
light bulbs and closing 
fireplace dampers are minor 
efforts which return large 
savings. 

Using appliances during off- 
peak hours (mornings or late 
at night) whenever possible 
reduces the nees for inefficient 
and costly back-up generating 
equipment. During the sum¬ 
mer, air conditioners set at 78, 
which has been judged a 
reasonably comfortable 
temperature and extremely 
energy efficient, used only 
when really necessary and 
containing clean filters can 
result in up to a 47 percent 
energy saving. 

The American love affair 
with the automobile comes 
with a cost of 70 trillion gallons 
of gasoline annually or 14 
percent of all the energy used 
in the United States. 
Increasing the average miles 
per gallon (13.7) of our cars by 
just 15 percent will save nearly 
29 million gallons each day. 


This can be accomplished by a 
reduction in the amount of 
driving we do. Eliminating 
unnecessary driving by 
grouping errands together and 
car pooling are two ways to do 
this. While driving, a steady, 
moderate rate of travel with 
minimal braking and slow 
acceleration does the trick. 

"The number of con¬ 
servation tips available to the 
public is enormous and all are 
extremely effective. They 
require little effort to im¬ 
plement. They do require a 
commitment on the part of 
each of us, however. I urge 
every family to contact the 
Energy Office at 727-4732. Also, 
'Project Conserve,' another 
state program has a hot line for 
answers to questions about 
home conservation. The toll- 
free telephone number is 1-800- 
952-7424," Pines said. 

In commenting on the 
manipulation of the American 
consumer by the OPEC 
nations, Pines stated that, 
"Apparently following the lead 
of OPEC, the countries 
producing coffee have also 
embarked upon a course of 
monopolistic price-gouging.” 

"The individual can have an 
effect on a world-wide in¬ 
dustry, but only if he commits 
himself. We must use every 
means available to assert our 
rights. We cannot wait for the 
'other guy' to do it, we must all 
pull together," she concluded.

DeNucci opposed to 
DES office location 


State Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci has asked Gov. 
Michael Dukakis to reconsider 
plans to move most of the 
Division of Employment 
Security's (DES) Newton 
operation from 264 Centre St., 
Newton Corner, to 215 
Needham St., Newton Upper 
Falls. 

In a letter to the governor, 
DeNucci wrote: “I must 
protest this ill-advised move. If 
one selected a site for a DES 
office on the basis of in¬ 
convenience, Needham Street 
would win a prize.

Newton Comer is a focal point 
of public transportation lines 
and is accessible to many 
citizens, especially the bulk of 
unemployed in Newton who are 
more likely to reside near the 
Centre Street office than they 
are the Needham Street of¬ 
fice.”

Housing rehab application 
period extended to Jan. 31 


The Newton Housing 
Rehabilitation Program’s 
second application period has 
been extended to Jan. 31. 

Work on applications taken 
during the first application 
period is under way. Ten 
homes are being rehabilitated 
through work totaling ap¬ 
proximately $40,000, and are at 
various stages of completion. 
In addition, approximately 
$38,000 of applicant assistance 
is out to bid or in finance. 

Over $100,000 will go to 
Newton homeowners to 
rehabilitate their homes from 
first-round applications; is 
expected that as a result of the 
second-round application 
period this amount of 
assistance will be equaled or 
surpassed. 


Money is available to 
homeowners in the three 
"target areas" (Newton 
Comer, Nonantum, and West 
Newton) to make necessary 
repairs to upgrade their home. 

These target areas may be 
expanded during a third ap¬ 
plication period to make 
owners in other areas of the 
city eligible for similar 
assistance. The third ap¬ 
plication period will be an¬ 
nounced in the spring of 1977. 

Assistance is available in 
three forms: a direct grant of 
up to $5000 to correct conditions 
dangerous to health and safety, 
available only to very low- 
income homeowners; a loan 


from your local bank with the 
Newton Housing Rehabilitation 
Fund (NHRF), reducing the 
interest rate to 3 percent; 
direct loans from the NHRF at 
3 percent to those who are 
unable to qualify for a bank 
loan. 

Assistance is based on the 
homeowner's income. For 
example a family of four with a 
gross income of $16,000 would 
probably qualify for loan 
assistance at 3 percent. 

The Newton Housing 
Rehabilitation Program Fund 
office, at 48 Silver Lake Ave., 
Nonantum, is open daily from 
8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. to take 
applications and to answer 
questions about the program.

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Legislators work toward increased day care services 


State Sen. Jack Backman 
and State Representatives 
Joseph DeNucci, Peter 
Harrington, David Mofenson 
and Ixiis Pines of Newton have 
joined the Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston Council for Children in 
an effort to force the Welfare 
Department to fulfill its 
commitment for minimal day 
care services for Newton 
children. 

Under a new system initiated 
this year, the Welfare 
Department now contracts 
directly with day care centers 
for a given number of 
openings, after areas had 
requested a specific number of 
slots to be filled. 

Backman stated: “The City 


of Newton with a total 
population of over 90,000 people 
received a total allocation from 
the Department of Public 
Welfare of only 54 day care 
slots." 

‘‘As a result, at the present 
moment Newton has over 40 
children who have been found 
eligible and in need of day care 
services, unable to receive 
them. At the same time 
Newton day care centers with 
empty spots, who meet all the 
state requirements, have not 
been authorized by the 
Department of Public Welfare 
to serve the waiting Newton 
children. Some of these 
Newton-sponsored day care 
centers also face financial 


difficulties because of their 
unexpected empty slots," 
Backman said. 

"At the same time there are 
day care centers with con¬ 
tracts in other cities with a 
surplus of openings and no 
children to fill them. 

"To date, the Department of 
Public Welfare has not 
developed the administrative 
capability to make the simple 
adjustments necessary," he 


said. 

According to the Newton 
legislators, the contracts 
between the Welfare Depart¬ 
ment and the day care centers 
are flexible and re-negotiable. 
This would allow the depart¬ 
ment to reallocate the number 
of slots in centers where there 
is a surplus and assign those 
openings on a temporary or 
permanent basis to Newton 
day care centers. 


In an effort to achieve this, 
the four lawmakers wrote to 
Secretary of Human Services 
Jerald Stevens and Welfare 
Commissioner Alexander 
Sharp on Dec. 17, 1976, urging 
the two administrators to 
alleviate the administrative 
shortcomings and inequities. 

The department is now 
engaged in trying to determine 
the total allocation of childrens 
day care slots, in what cities 


the need was overestimated j 
and where a need for additional 
slots is required, Backman 
indicated. 

"However," said Backman, , 
"there is still the bureaucratic 
foul-up with budget funds for 
day care available but unused. 

At the same time certain day. .i 
care centers in cities other 
than Newton Have actually 
been paid in the past with state 
funds for unfilled day care 
slots. This situation is also in 
the process of being corrected 
by the department."

60 % increase in 
federal funds 
for this district 


The Fourth Congressional 
District has registered a 60- 
percent increase in all federal 
funds since 1971, according to 
figures just released by the 
Community Services 
Administration through Cong. 
Robert Drinan. 

The five-year increase from 
$207 million to $327 million 
reflects all grants, contracts, 
benefits and loans for the six 
largest district communities, 
Brookline, Fitchburg, 
Framingham, Leominster, 
Newton and Waltham. 

Cong. Drinan (D-Newton) 
released the figures for 
Brookline and Newton which 
show a $39 million increase in 
total federal outlays to the 
communities since 1971. 

"These overall funding in¬ 
creases in Brookline and 
Newton,” said Drinan 
"represent to a great extent 
competitive grants and con¬ 
tracts awarded in Brookline 
and Newton. The funding in 
particular from agencies such 
as Health, Education and 
Welfare, Housing and Urban 
- Development, and Energy, 
Research and Development 
indicate the strengths of our 
local economy and the real 
competitive ability of local 
government and industry." 


The 18 percent increase in 
funds to these Fourth 
Congressional District com¬ 
munities from fiscal year 1975 
tO 1976 did substantially aid the 
reduction in unem¬ 
ployment,Drinan said. The 
average jobless figures for the 
20 communities of our district 
have been cut to less than half 
of the mid-1975 figures. 
According to the Mass. 
Division of Employment 
Security, the average jobless 
rate in the Fourth 
Congressional District is now 
4.9 percent, well below the 
national and state averages. 

Drinan cited the strong 
technical and academic 
community in Brookline and 
Newton as a prime reason for 
increases in all areas of 
research funding locally since 
1971 and for the very sub¬ 
stantial growth in innovative 
housing and land use grant 
funds received in the past 
fiscal year. 

“I know that the 95th 
Congress will seek to ac¬ 
celerate the creation of still 
more jobs. I hope that this 
action will bring more funds to 
these communities, par¬ 
ticularly in the areas of 
medical and energy research 
where a greatly expanded 
effort is so urgently needed.

Across the kitchen counter 



The man who bakes will enjoy working with the whole grain flours 
and herbs that go into this tantalizing three-flour herb bread. 


Flash! Men have been liberated....in 
the kitchen'. Recent surveys have shown 
that today, men and boys are finding the 
same rewards their grandmothers knew 
in baking an "honest loaf." 

Once indoctrinated into the easy art of 
bread baking, men surge ahead looking 
for breads that have substance, texture, 
heft, a good smell and great flavor. We 
have here a Three-Flour Herb Bread 
which contains crushed garlic and 
rosemary along with plenty of chopped 
chives to give the dark, open-textured 
bread a great taste. 

The method of bread and cinnamon 
rolls baking here calls for Rapidmlx 
method of preparation. This means all 
the dry ingredients, except a portion of 
the flour, are combined. This includes the 
yeast. Then very hot tap water and the 
margarine are mixed into the dry 
ingredients with an electric mixer. In this 
initial beating of liquid and flour the 
gluten....a protein substance in the flour, 
begins to develop It is further activited 
with more beating and finally kneading 
as the remainder of the flour is added. 
Gluten gives the dough the elastic quality 
needed for the cellular framework of the 
finished bread 

When the dough is allowed to rest, the 
growing yeast produces carbon dioxide. 
The gas is trapped In the dough and it 
rises. How well it rises depends on the 
strength of the gluten content in the flour 
and how well the gluten has been 
developed with mixing and kneading. 

Poets have tried to put into words the 
exquisite fragrance that eminates from 
the oven when yeast baking is done....but 
only you, when you actually experience 
this unmatched heavenly aroma can fully 
appreciate its uniqueness. Put aside any 
fears you may have had regarding baking 
with yeast—buy a few packets of active 
dry yeast (you most likely have 
everything else at home and en- 
joy....enjoy! 


THREE-FLOUR HERB BREAD 
Yield-1 loaf 

1 to 1-4 cups unsifted white flour 

1 cup unsifted rye flour 

2 cups unsifted whole wheat flour 
1 tablespoon sugar 

1 tablespoon salt 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 

3 cloves garlic, crushed 

4 cup chopped parsley 

4 teaspoon rosemary leaves, crushed 
4 teaspoon pepper 

1-4 cups very hot tap water (120-130 F) 
3 tablespoons margarine, melted 
Combine flours. In a large bowl 
thoroughly mix 1-14 cups flour mixture, 
sugar, salt, undissolved active dry yeast, 
garlic, parsley, rosemary and pepper. 
Gradually add very hot tap water and 
melted margarine to dry ingredients and 
beat 2 minutes at medium speed of 
electric mixer, scraping bowl oc¬ 
casionally. Add 1 cup flour mixture. Beat 
at high speed for 2 minutes, scraping 
bowl occasionally. Stir in enough ad¬ 
ditional flour to make a stiff dough. Turn 
out onto a lightly floured board and 
knead until smooth and elastic, about 8 to 
10 minutes. Place in greased bowl, tur¬ 
ning to grease top Cover; let rise in 
warm place, free from draft, until 
doubled in bulk, about 1 hour. Punch 
dough down; let rest 15 minutes. On a 
lightly floured board, roll dough into a 
14x9-inch rectangle. Shape into loaf. 
Place in greased 9x5x3-inch loaf pan. 
Cover; let rise in warm place, free from 
draft, until doubled in bulk, about 1 hour. 
Bake at 400 degrees for 40 minutes, or 
until done. Remove from pan and cool on 
wire rack. 

(This bread rises in the refrigerator 
and may be refrigerated anywhere from 
2 to 24 hours which makes it easy to 
schedule baking so it can be served hot.) 

• SESAME CORN BUBBLE LOAF 
4-4 to 5-4 cups unsifted flour 
1-4 cups yellow commeal 
2 tablespoons sugar 


1 tablespoon salt 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 

1-4 hups milk 

4 cujk water 

3 table&poons margarine 

Vi cup toasted sesame seed 

1 egg white, slightly beaten 

In a large bowl thoroughly mix 1-4 
cups flour, Oornmeal, sugar, salt and 
undissolved active dry yeast. Combine 
milk, water and 3 tablespoons margarine 
in a saucepan. Heat over low heat until 
liquids are very warm (120-130 degrees 
F). Margarine does not need to melt. 
Gradually add to dry ingredients and 
beat 2 minutes at medium speed of 
electric mixer, scraping bowl oc¬ 
casionally. Add *4 cup flour. Beat at high 
speed for 2 minutes, scraping bowl oc¬ 
casionally. Stir in enough additional flour 
to make a soft dough. Turn out onto 
lightly floured board; knead until 
smooth and elastic, about 8 to 10 minutes. 
Cover with plastic wrap; let rest for 20 
minutes. Punch dough down; divide into 
32 equal pieces, shape each piece into a 
smooth ball. Arrange 16 balls in well- 
greased 10-inch tube pan. Brush with egg 
white and sprinkle with 2 tablespoons 
sesame seed. Arrange remaining balls on 
top. Brush with egg white and sprinkle 
with remaining sesame seed. Cover pan 
loosely with plastic wrap. Refrigerate 2 to 
24 hours. When ready to bake, remove 
from refrigerator. Uncover loaf 
carefully. Let stand uncovered for 10 
minutes at room temperature. Bake at 
375 degrees for 55 to 60 minutes, or until 
done. Remove from pan and cool on wire 
rack. Makes 1 loaf. 

COFFEE BREAKERS Makes 24 rolls 
4-4 to 5-4 cups unsifted flour 
4 cup sugar 
l-!4 teaspoons salt 
2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
4 cup milk 
4 cup water 

v« cup (4 stick) margarine 
2 eggs, at room temperature 


In a large bowl thoroughly mix 1 and 
two-thirds cups flour, sugar, salt and 
undissolved active dry yeast Combine 
milk, water and margarine in a 
saucepan. Heat over low heat until liquids 
are warm. Margarine does not need to 
melt. Gradually add to dry ingredients 
and beat for 2 minutes at medium speed 
of electric mixer, scraping bowl oc¬ 
casionally. Add eggs and >4 cup flour, or 
enough flour to make a thick batter. Beat 
at high speed for 2 minutes, scraping 
bowl occasionally. Stir in enough ad¬ 
ditional flour to make a soft dough. Turn 
out onto lightly floured board ; knead until 
smooth and elastic, about 8-10 minutes. 
Place in greased bowl, turning to grease 

top. Cover; let rise In warm place, free_ 

from draft, until doubled in bulk, about 1 
hour. Punch dough down; turn out onto' 
lightly floured board. Divide in half and 
shape according to the following: While 
dough is rising, prepare pans. Melt 4 cup 
(1 stick) margarine in a saucepan. Add 
two-thirds cup firmly packed light brown 
sugar and 2 teaspoons light com syrup; 
bring to a rolling boil. Immediately pour 
into 2 15-4xl0-4xl-inch jelly roll pans. 
Sprinkle with % cup shopped walnuts or 
pecans. Roll our half the dough into a 12- 
inch square. Brush with melted 
margarine; combine "4 cup firmly 
packed light brown sugar and 2 teaspoons 
ground cinnamon; sprinkle center one- 
third of dough with 4 of the cinnamon 
mixture. Fold one-third of dough over 
center third. Sprinkle with 4 of cinnamon 
mixture. Fold remaining one-third of 
dough over to make a 3-layer 12-inch 
strip. Cut into 12 one inch pieces. Hold 
ends of each piece and twist in opposite 
direction 2 or 3 times. Seal ends firmly. 
Place in the prepared pans about 1-4 
inches apart. Repeat with remaining half 
of dough, cover and let rise 1 hour. Bake 
in hot 400 degree oven 15-20 minutes or 
until done. Invert rolls onto plates or wire 
racks to cool.

SOUTHERN COMFITS 
4 cup margarine (1 stick) 

4 cup chopped dates 
4 cup peanut butter 
4 cup coconut flakes 
4 teaspoon vanilla 
4 cup sugar 
4 cup brown sugar 

1 egg 

14 cups flour 
4 teaspoon baking soda 

Melt margarine in small saucepan; pour into mixing bowl 
and add chopped dates. Allow to stand until dates soften 
thoroughly. Add peanut butter, coconut, vanilla, white and 
brown sugar and one egg and beat until smooth. Blend in 
flour and baking soda. Drop teaspoon by scant teaspoon 
onto lightly greased cookie sheet and bake for 20 minutes at 
350 degrees. Makes 4-5 dozen “comfits."

1 tablespoon honey 


1 tablespoon catsup • 

4 teaspoon garlic salt 

Y« teaspoon ginger 

Mix together soy sauce, lemon juice, honey, catsup, 
garlic salt and ginger. Place wing pieces in a shallow 
container. Pour marinade over wings, cover with plastic 
wrap and marinate in the refrigerator for 4 hours or 
overnight Arrange wings on broiler pan; place pan on 
second rack position and broil about 12 minutes; turn 
wings, brush with marinade and broil for 12 minutes or until 
fork tender. Makes 24 appetizers.

PROUD POPOVERS FOR 12 

14 cups milk 

5 teaspoons salad oil 

3 eggs 

4 teaspoon salt 

14 cups all purpose flour, sifted 

Combine milk, oil and eggs. Using a wire whip, blend eggs 
until they are well blended. Combine salt and flour. Add to 
liquid 4 cup at a time beating with wire whip after each 
addition. Batter should be lumpy. Place batter in 
refrigerator for 10 minutes. Preheat oven to 425 degrees. 
Grease heavy muffin or popover pans thoroughly but do not 
flour. Pour batter into baking cups. Fill to top. Bake in oven 
for 20 minutes, then turn oven temperature down to 350 
degrees. Do not open oven. After 35 minutes of baking time, 
open oven If popover are all-over brown with no light spots 
and have a hollow sound when tapped, they are done. 

BEEF STROGONOFF POPOVER 

A LA THE PROUD POPOVER RESTAURANT 

14 pounds thinly sliced beef fillet 


1 tablespoon butter 

2 tablespoons finely diced onion 

Saute beef and onion in butter until lightly brown. Set 
aside and saute: 12 ounces slices mushrooms and 2 
tablespoons butter. When mushrooms are tender, add beef 
and season with: salt, pepper, 4 teaspoon basil and 4 cup 
white wine. Stir in 1 cup warm sour cream and serve im¬ 
mediately. Cut one popover in half length-wise. Place one- 
half on plate with cut side down. Ladle sauce over popover 
half and place other half on plate next to sauce covered half. 
Serves 4. 

SEAFOOD POPOVER 
Sauce: 2 tablespoons butter 

2 tablespoons flour 

1 cup milk 

4 teaspoon onion juice 

1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 

2 tablespoons ChabUs 

Melt butter in saucepan over medium heat Add flour and 
cook for 5 minutes. Slowly add milk. Cook until thick, 
stirring frequently. Add onion juice, Worcestershire sauce, 
and chablis. Sauce may be prepared ahead and reheated in 
double boiler prior to serving. When ready to serve, heat 
sauce and add: 

1 cup lobster, crab or shrimp meat 

2 peeled diced hard-cooked eggs 

1 tablespoon chopped pimlento 

2 tablespoons sliced black olives 

Slice one popover in half length-wide. Place one-half, cut 
side down on plate.

Sift flour with com meal, sugar, baking powder and salt 
into mixing bowl. Combine eggs, milk and shortening. 
Make a well in center of dry ingredients. Add liquid 
ingedients all at once; stir until smooth. Pour into greased 
8-9 inch square pan. Bake in 425 degree oven for 20-25 
minutes, until golden brown. Cut into squares and serve 
immediately.

Everyone is familiar with the 
frightening statistics which 
suggest that each adult woman 
stands a good chance of being 
attacked or raped within her 
lifetime.

Rape is a horrifying and 
embarrassing reality even 
after the crime is over. 
According to the BPD, the 
number of rapes have 
| decreased in the past few years 


due to new awareness in 
women. 

Precisely how to resist, when 
to resist, and how to make 
oneself less of a mark are what 
more women need to know. No 
woman need be a victim of a 
rape; but only the woman has 
the resources to prevent it.

On Monday, Jan. 24, from 
12:50-1:40 p.m.. Rev. Kenneth 
N. Carstens, executive director 
of the Defense and Aid Fund 
for Southern Africa, (D&A) 
will speak at Newton South 
High School. He will discuss 
the function of this 
organization and its objectives. 

Rev. Carstens is a native 
South African. He served on 
the Defense and Aid Com¬ 
mittee in South Africa which 
opposes the racist government. 
In 1903, he moved to the United 
States and was appointed 
executive director of the D&A 
program in this country. 

Rev. Carstens is one of the 
few South Africans to become a 
member of the D&A program 
in the United States. 

The Defense and Aid Fund 
for Southern Africa evolved 
from the emergency fund 
raising committee set up in 
South Africa and London in 
1952. The committee was 
originally created to deter 
arbitrary imprisonment and to 
aid political prisoners and their 
dependents. In 1963 the D&A 
adopted its present name and 
gained United Nations 
recognition. From there it 
extended its work to other 
South African countries that 
were ruled by white minorities. 

The main objective of this 
program is to alleviate the 
unjust treatment of blacks in 
South Africa. It is trying to 


provide legal defense, 
humanitarian aid, and in¬ 
formation to the public by 
publishing various pamphlets 
and reports and by presenting 
speakers. 

The D&A Fund for Southern 
Africa will not help the 
mistreated groups directly. It 
is however, supporting the 
victims of unjust racist lasws 
and encouraging justice. 

This lecture is sponsored by 
Newton South’s Enrichment 
Program and will be held in the 
lecture hall. The lecture is 
opened to Newton South 
students, parents, and the 
public.

Boxers hand Newton first loss 

Brockton runners win showdown with Tigers. 44-42

Hie Newton North trackmen suffered their first loss of 
the season last Saturday when they lost to Suburban League 
rival Brockton, 44-42. The victory practically assures the 
unbeaten Boxers of the Suburban league championship. 

Newton, now 5-1, faces three of the Suburban league’s 
weakest teams and should finish 8-1 and end up in the 
league’s second spot. 

The meet was (and will be) both team's only closely 
contested meet of the entire season.

Brockton took an early lead in the middle distance events, 
but Newton came back with strong performances in the 
sprints, field events, and two-mile to give North a four-point 
lead going into the meet's final event - the 4x440 yard relay. 

Captain Garde Wells scored Newton's first points. The 
plucky senior running with a temperature well over 102 
degrees took second in the mile, finishing in 4:37.8. 
Sophomore Dan Laredo picked up the third spot finishing in 
4:47.6. This left Newton down, 5-1. 

Captain Eric Moran, who had been out for a week-and-a- 
half with a leg injury, was able to come back and grab a 
second in the 1000 yard race. His time was 2:30.3. This left 
the Tigers behind, 11-7. 

Running the best 600 time posted by a Newton runner this 
season, senior Steve Riviere captured the third spot in the 
race. Steve finished in 1:21.0. Brockton's lead was now 11 
points (19.8). 

Newton's first victory came in the 300 yard race when 


senior Bob Jackson ran a 35.1, just .1 second off the existing 
league record. Brockton runners, amongst some jostling 
near the finish line, took second and third. Brockton's lead 
was 10 points (23-13). 

The Tigers cut another point off that margin when 
Suburban League record holder Duncan Scott won the two 
mile. The captain finished the deuce in 9:48.2. 

North made up the nine-point deficit in the shot put where 
Tiger weightmen swept all three places. Joel Dennis won 
the event with a 52’V put. It was Dennis’ finest heave in 
Suburban League action. The big junior took a third at the 
Coaches' Meet at Northeastern University the night before 
with a 52'5 , 4” put. 

Field Liason Bruce Weinberg came in second with a 48'2" 
toss. The throw equalled a personal record set earlier in the 
season against Weymouth South. 

Senior Dave Bracken completed the sweep with a 44'1" 
heave, his best ever. 

The Newton blitz tied the score at 27.

"The consumer is the real 
key in the economic forecast 
for 1977. Overall, 1977 will not 
be a boom year, but a generally 
good and moderate one," 
predicted widely quoted 
economic forecaster, Otto 
Eckstein. 

Speaking to more than 200 
area business leaders at a 
luncheon hosted by Guaranty- 
First Trust Company and New 
England Financial Services 
Corp. at the Newton Marriott 
Jan. 12, the Harvard professor 
and president of Data 
Resources, Inc. said that the 
proposed economic policy of 
the Carter Administration 
probably will be modified 
somewhat by Congress, but 
moderate and flexible 
guidelines for fiscal stimulus of

will originate and service all 
types of loans including 
mortgages for residential, 
investment, commercial and 
construction purposes.

Eckstein said that govern¬ 
ment spending will be up 
somewhat, inflation will 
average 5.3 percent (rising 
energy costs being the main 
culprit), profits will be up 13 
percent and labor costs will 
climb by 7 percent. 

“Heavy industry built In¬ 
ventories too rapidly In the 
first half of 1976. Late 76 in¬ 
ventory adjustment caused a 
‘pause’ which will result in 
plant and equipment spending 
(far below normal at this point 
in its recovery) to be mediocre, 
with a projected real gain of 5.5 
to 6 percent. 

"Loans which were down in 
1976 should increase 12 to 16 
percent by mid-year. By year- 
end, the prime rate should be 
between 6.75 to 7 percent and 
the Fed Funds rate at 6 per¬ 
cent. There will be no dramatic 
changes in bonds with 
maximum yields on AA 
utilities between 8.25 to 8.50 
percent. 

State and local spending will 
remain flat. No capacity 
shortages are envisioned 
before 1979-1980. 

Eckstein’s recommendations 
for business people? "Since 
there will be no boom, be 
cautious and realistic in your 
decision-making in an 
economy that will continue to 
push upward, but at a gradual 
pace."

Recommended for inclusion in the 
Fiscal Year 1978 school budget is the 
purchase of 10 humidifiers for classrooms 
and work spaces and drapes for eight 
rooms which become too hot from solar 
energy.

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink to

The damage to cars, shoes and floors is 
of less concern but should be considered.

On the basis of results, the 
DPW reduced its salt use by 20 percent 
this winter for an equivalent amount of 
snow. 

The state has reportedly planned a 
series of hearings on salt usage to take 
place withing the next two'weeks.

Increasing mileage 
for gas guzzler 


By CLARENCE ZAITZ 
SAN DIEGO (UPI) - A 
college professor says you can 
get better mileage and cut 
pollution on your old car. 

Dr. William D. Guentzler, 
associate professor of the 
Department of Industrial Stu¬ 
dies at San Diego State 
University bases this con¬ 
tention on some resarch be has 
done. It simply shows gasoline 
mileage on older cars can be 
increased by as much as 20 per 
cent and pollutants decreased 
considerably with installation 
of electronic ignition systems. 

Most new cars have such 
systems. Older ones don’t. A 
kit to install one in an older car 
can be had for $50. Guentzler 
says the handy home auto 
mechanic can usually manage 
the installation. 

Guentzler feels so strongly 
about the value of installing 
electronic ignitions in older 
cars, he has been pushing for a 
state law to require them. 

But, since electronic 
ignitions are not now required 
in older cars, Guentzler says 
car owners should consider 
their advantages against some 
other factors before deciding to 
put them in. 

On the plus side, in addition 
to better mileage and less 
pollution, are more time 
between needed tuneups, in¬ 
creased spark plug life and 
elimination of breaker points In 
the distributor. 

Just two miles a gallon in 
better mileage would quickly 
cover the investment in the 
new ignition for a car driven 
12,000 to 20,000 miles a year. 
But the driver must also 
consider whether he will keep 
the car for a while or whether 
the ignition unit he installs can 
be adapted to another vehicle. 
Guentzler got into the project 


because of a request from a I 
local official, San Diego County 
Supevisor Lou Conde. Now 
Conde has called on the state 
resources board to heed the 
results as another option for 
meeting air quality standards. 

"With a 5 per cent cut here 
and an 8 per cent cut there," 
Conde said, "we can put 
together a package which will 
save a lot of energy and 
pollutants." 

As for the project itself, 
Guentzler used three different 
types of electronic ignition 
systems on 18 different student 
cars. They ranged from a 
Datsun to a Cadillac. There 
were four, six and eight 
cylinder models. Some had 
standard transmissions, some 
automatic. 

All vehicles were given a 
pretuneup diagnosis — in¬ 
cluding replacing of wires, 
points, etc., if required — and a 
post-tuneup diagnosis before 
installation of the electronic 
ignition systems. After several 
months of city driving the 
vehicles were given a com¬ 
prehensive review of exhaust 
emissions and economy of 
operations. 

The conclusion: All achieved 
improved gasoline mileage, 
increased horsepower, reduced 
HC emissions and reduced 
NOX emissions. 

Spark plug gap is another 
thing that has a great deal to do 
with improved mileage, 
Guentzler says. That is an area 
that needs to be researched 
more thoroughly. 

"I personally think that we 
need to do more research In the 
field of spark plug gaps and 
joint utilization with the elec¬ 
tronic ignition system to im¬ 
prove the overall economy of 
engines on the highway today," 
tie said.

states are convinced that such 
a change does not fit driving 
patterns in their particular 
state. When these states re¬ 
fused to go along with right- 
on-red rules, the country was 
left, in many cases, with a 
mish-mash of overlapping 
regulations that can befuddle 
the most careful driver. 

Take the Washington, 
D. C., metropolitan area, for 
example, which is sufficiently 
compact that many motorists 
drive in three jurisdictions 
ou any given day. Effective 
Jan. 1, drivers in Virginia 
were freed to turn right on 
red after stopping unless 
there is a sign specifically 
PROHIBITING it Mary¬ 
land drivers can turn right 
on red after stopping only 
when there is a sign specifi¬ 
cally PERMITTING it. In 
the area's other jurisdiction, 
the District of Columbia, a 
driver is NEVER permitted 
a right turn on red. 

There is an immense chance 
of confusion. The state bor¬ 
ders on many streets running 
from the District of Columbia 
into Maryland are not even 
marked and the driver may 
well be unaware of what 
jurisdiction he is in. If he 
knows, he will have to re¬ 
member the rules in effect.

And while Washington 
area residents may master 
the complex Bet of rules, the 
millions of tourists who flock 
into the area annually cannot 
be expected to keep them 
straight The tourists will 
tend to follow the rules of 
their home states which may 
or may not conform with 
jurisdictions they are in. 

Traffic officials in the three 
jurisdictions are well aware 
of the possibilities for con¬ 
fusion and promise to go easy 
on violators. This could save 
the uninitiated with a good 
excuse from a citation. But if 
a collision results from the 
confusion, authorities may 
not recognize ignorance as an 
excuse. 

Given time, the situation 
could improve. Maryland 
state officials promise to seek 
legislative approval for the 
change to the Virginia sys¬ 
tem this year. 

But the District of Colum¬ 
bia is adamant It refuses to 
change and cites an already 


large number of pedestrian 
deaths as its reason. Nearly 
half of the people killed on 
D. C. streets are pedestrians 
rather than motorists, and 
traffic officials say right turns 
on red could lead to an even 
higher figure. 

Motor club officials, who 
favor right-on-red rules, take 
partial exception to the D. C. 
stand. They concede that at 
congested downtown intersec¬ 
tions, it may be inappropriate 
to permit the right turns. 
But, they argue, many of the 
District's intersections are in 
residential sections where 
there is virtually no increase 
in danger to pedestrians. 

While the federal govern¬ 
ment encouraged adoption of 
right-turn laws, it offered 
little guidance to states on 
what kind of regulations 
should be adopted. Many 
states, no doubt, would ap¬ 
preciate a suggestion. Uni¬ 
formity in traffic regulations 
is a painless way to ease the 
plight of motorists. ***

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CBers help to slow traffic

There may not be as many 
• bears” out there as the army 
of civilian band radio operators 
would lead you to believe. 

And the "b n a r s" or 
"Smokeys,” as police are 
known to the the CB knights of 
the road, have decided the 
exaggerated reports are 
helping slow down traffic. 


A UP1 survey of stale police 
and traffic safety officials 
nationwide shows most believe 
the CBers’ radio reports of 
patrol car locations are more 
help than lundrance. 

‘‘It’s O K. as far as we’re 
concerned," says Lt. Jim 
Williams, head of the Oregon 
State Police Communications 
Division. It sounds like there 
are twice as many policemen 
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out there as there really are. If 
they want to report where we 
are we couldn’t care less. We 
want people to know where we 
are. That's the reason for 
marked police cars. 

“If you listen to a CB radio 
when they’re passing 'Smokey 
reports’ back and forth, it 
sounds like there must be a 
dozen policemen out there, 
when in truth there may be just 


one radar unit and one chase 

car.” 

In an experiment, about one- 
fourth of Oregon's state police 
cars have been equipped with 
CB units to receive calls from 
civilians about accidents, 
drunk or reckless drivers, road 
conditions, etc. Results are 
being evaluated to determine if 
the entire fleet should be 
outfitted. 

Williams said 10 drunk 
drivers were arrested during 
October and 30 accidents 
reported as a direct result of 
CB reports . 

Some states have used 
federal grants to buy CB radios 
for their patrol cars. Others 
have applied for federal 


money, but dozens of 
patrolmen aren’t waiting for 
Uncle Sam. They’ve installed 
CB radios in their patrol cars 
at their own expense. 

"They’ve developed good 
relationships with other CBers, 
and there have been numerous 
occasions when information 
derived from CBers has been 
more timely than troop 
notification and has resulted in 
quicker police response to the 
scene of a highway accident," 
said Adam Berluti, spokesman 
for the Connecticut State 
Police. 

Most police and safety of¬ 
ficials said Smokey reports 
have slowed drivers to the 55 
inph limit on highways. 


In Mississippi, two CBers 
had a better idea. They drove 
sideby-side at the legal 55 mph 
on a two-lane highway, backing 
up traffic for miles. When 
CBers caught in the jam began* 
calling the pair “Moving 
Parking Lot,” they responded 
to the handle, and just kept 
cruising along. 

The commander of the 
Indiana State Police Public 
Information Office is among 
those who credit Smokey 
reports with reducing the 
number of speeders by less 
spectacular means. But Lt. 
Richard W Jones also said the 
reports could put a trooper in a 
very dangerous situation if he 
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were looking for a criminal 
who had a CB in his car. 

In Nevada, Lt. Col. Bernard 
Dehl, deputy superintendent of 
the state highway patrol, said 
the reports helped reduce the 
state’s highway death toll this 
year, despite an increase in 
traffic. 

Police and safety spokesmen 
who shrug off Smokey reports 
as erroneous include Sgt. Alan 
Sdunidt of the Arizona Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety. He said 
they usually get fouled up 
because they pass through 
several persons. 

In Kansas, patrolmen who 
hear the reports often turn 
around to head for an area 
CBers have broailast as unpa¬ 
trolled. 

The few detractors in the 
UP1 survey included a 
spokesman for the Mississippi 
State Highway Police, who said 
the patrol uses about 50 un¬ 
marked cars statewide to off¬ 


set Smokey warnings. He said 
the unmarked cars have in¬ 
creased by 2-1 the arrest rate of 
drivers doing 70 mph or over. 

Sometimes a Smokey report 
can backfire, as William P. 
"Slingshot" Coleman of 
Fresno, Calif, learned during a 
crosscountry vacation. 

Coleman was giving Smokey 
reports, "... fully confident 
because I had a four-wheeler at 
my front door ... and an IB- 
wheeler acting as my back 
door." He was traveling at 70 
mph when he spotted a 
highway patrol car and started 
to report it. Before he could do 
so, his radio switched on, and a 
voice said: 

"Hey, little Pinto In the 
westbound lane, you are doing 
73 and either you slow it down 
or I’m going to turn around and 
getcha.” 

"I was so thankful that I 
didn't even report the 
Smokey’s location to the other 
listeners ” Coleman said. 


























































































Who said 
debuts are in 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
debutante coming-out party, a 
fixture of Americana since 
colonial days, comes on strong 
again - even in the face of the 
nation's vast changes in social 
customs. 

In fact, many sources say 
that the debutante cotillions, 
where there is a group 
presentation of young women, 
and the private debuts are in a 
resurgence that surprises all 
those who thought the tumults 
of the 1960s had undone them 
once and for all. 

There is a mass comeback of 
a tradition as American as 
apple pie, as sacred as 
motherhood and the flag. 
Formal coming-out parties 
predate the founding of the 
republic and among the most 
exclusive are the Philadelphia 
Assembly, first held in 1748, St. 
Cecilia’s Society in Charleston, 
S. C., 1762, and Baltimore's 
Bachelor's Cotillion, 1796. 

The formal bow to society of 
young women of the upper 
social strata — either because 
of lineage or money or both — 
has just had its biggest year in 
numbers, both in terms of 
debuts and the other assorted 
parties in their honor. 

"Times are happier," said 
Peter Duchin, one of society’s 
premier music makers. "The 
kids feel very definitely the 
tenor of the times." 

There also must be more 
money to spend. “Parents now 
manage to give both a debut for 
their daughters and still send 
them off on a trip to Europe," 
said Duchin, the son of the 
famous pianist, Eddie, and the 
man in charge of music for the 
inaugural balls celebrating the 
swearing-in in Washington of 
Jimmy Carter. 

"Debuts have picked up 
considerably after being on the 
quiet side five or six years 
ago," said Lester Lanin, who’s 
been one of society’s musicians 
since the end of World War II. 
“What's wrong with a lot of 
nice girls looking pretty and 
having fun? Debuts give the 
girls a chance, too, to pay off 
obligations to the boys who 
have taken them skiing and the 
like." 

Lanin has been busy all fall 
and winter with debuts in 
Dallas, Memphis, New York, 
Cleveland, among other cities, 
and has dates scheduled for 
Shaker Heights, Ohio, and 
Grosse Pointe, Mich., two of 
the elite suburbs of socialites. 

“I think I’ve played more 
debuts this year than any other 
since I've had a band,” said 
Emery Davis, son of Meyer 
Davis, who used to be called 
society’s band leader. 

Emery Davis has had his 
own orchestras since 1958 and 
plays much of the social circuit 
including the prestigious New 
York Infirmary’s benefit cotil¬ 
lion. 

The reaction of debs general¬ 
ly is that the parties are all one 
big bash and a lot of fun. 
Rarely did any comment that 
the parties were boring. 

Katherine Nancy Gardner, 
one of the four special maids of 
honor at the 93-year-old Veiled 
Prophet in St. Louis said, "It's 
a good time ... you get to see 
people you haven’t seen since 
school. It’s a good party and 
we’re all grateful." 

Queen of the Veiled Prophet, 
one of the nation's most ex¬ 
clusive, was Cynthia Gray 
Danforth, daughter of Dr. and 
Mrs. William H. Danforth. He 
is chancellor of Washington 
University and a member of 
the family which controls 
Kalston-Purina. 

The Veiled Prophet has been 
marred by demonstrations by

One of the major changes is 
the increasing emphasis on 
benefits. Mrs. George White- 
law, president of Marguerite 
Howell, Inc., a Boston-based 
group that plans and organizes 
society’s and other balls, said 
most in the greater Boston 
area are in the name of some 
charity. 

The Bal du Bois in Richmond 
benefits the Sheltering Arms 
Hospital, a free hospital. In 
Omaha, the Debutante Ball 
benefits the Omaha Symphony. 

In Atlanta, members of the 
Debutante Club gave a Christ¬ 
mas party for the Egleston's 
Children’s Hospital. 

In Chicago, the Passavant 
Cotillion, one of the major 
balls, raised funds for the 
Passavant Pavilion of the 
Northwestern Memorial Hos¬ 
pital. In Philadelphia, the 97th 
annual Charity Ball benefitted 
five hospitals in the area. 

“Doing something for 
charity makes the participants 
feel better about spending," 
said Mrs. Stephen Van Ren¬ 
sselaer Strong, New York 
social press agent and 
longtime observer of the social 
scene. 

Another trend is to make the 
parties family affairs instead 
of Just a big evening or series of 
evenings for the young people. 

If it's a private debut, usually 
it’s kept to a lunch, tea or 
dinner for family and close 
friends. For a bigger presenta¬ 
tion, more friends and 
relatives from two or three 
generations can be drawn into 
the act. 

Increasingly, the father- 
daughter opening is part of the 
presentation. 

At the Memphis Country 
Club, this season, the girls and 
their fathers formed a long 
receiving line around the 
ballroom to start the party. In 
St. Louis, at the Fleur de Lis, a 
benefit for the Cardinal Glen- 
non Memorial Hospital for 
Children, fathers and 
daughters danced the opening 
to the traditional “Thank 
Heaven for Little Girls." 

At the elite Raleigh, N. C., 
state-wide Debutante Ball, 
sponsored by the Terp- 
sichorean Club, participants 
say having father around 
makes the whole round of 
parties more of "a family 
event." 

"It’s a real plus for fathers 
and daughters to have this time 
together," said Dr. Robert 
Franklin Poole, of Raleigh, 
whose daughter Cynthia Ann 
bowed this season. “We raised 
her to be independent but she'll 
always be my little girl." 

The Terpsichorean Club, a 
private club consisting of men 
21 to 35, has sponsored the deb 
ball since 1927, but the ball 
itself just celebrated its 50th

Parties similarly are now 
part of other big city scenes. In 
San Francisco’s East Bay area 
each December, there is the 
Links Cotillion for black socie¬ 
ty. This season it had 28 debs 
who went through the 
traditional curtsy, the homage 
to parents, and the grand 
waltz. The Links, a group of 
women, raises funds through 
the cotillion for such things as 
the NAACP legal defense fund 
and day care centers. Links 
also has a party for debs in Los 
Angeles and recently an 
ItalianAmerican group held its 
party at the Bonaventure 
Hotel, the newest and 
swankiest in Los Angeles. 

The vast resettlement of 
Cubans in the Miami area of 
Florida has led to another type 
of debut. The Cuban coming- 
out parties are called "quin¬ 
ces” and are staged on or near 
the girl's 15th birthday. They 
are traditional in both middle 
and upper class families. 

The girl puts on a white 
quince dress, goes to Viscaya, 
the Dade County-owned old 
Deering estate, or the 
Japanese Garden on Watson 
Island to have her photo taken 
in elegant settings. Then the 
family and friends gather, 
perhaps to go to a class 
restaurant in Miami and a 
party later at a copy of a pre- 
Castro Havana nightclub. The 
girl’s picture usually is carried 
in Miami's Spanish newspaper, 
Diario las Americas. 

The cost for a coming-out 
party can run as low as the 
parent wants, or as high. One 
"bargain" is the New York 
Infirmary benefit—IF you can 
get on the debut list. This year, 
75 debs bowed, at a member¬ 
ship cost of $150 with escort. 
But, as a spokesman said, "We 
always have a long waiting 
list." 

At Omaha’s Symphony Guild 
Ball, a deb's family of four can 
make the scene for $700, but 
then there are costs of the 
white formal, the corsage, the 
above-elbow gloves and the 
other trappings added in. 

The cost for the San Fran¬ 
cisco cotillion is a basic $1,500, 
per family, said Mrs. Nion R. 
Tucker, honorary chairman of 
the party. There is no charity 
involved. Each family pays 
and the price is up, she said.

Amaryllis Notes - When It 
comes to picking out the 
showiest of all flowering bulbs 
indoors, it's pretty hard to beat 
the amaryllis. Many readers 
got a dormant bulb for 
Christmas, and they can’t get 
over the size of the blossoms on 
long stems. You can still buy 
dormant bulbs and pot them up 
for January or February 
bloom. Use a container at least 
two Inches wider than the 
diameter of the bulb. This 
allows one inch of soil around 
the side of the bulb. Most 
flowering size bulbs need a pot 
5 or 6 Inches in diameter. 

Best soil for amaryllis Is one 
that’s moss or compost. 

Bonemeal, an old-time 
favorite, can be added to the 
soil at the rate of one 
tablespoonful to each 6 inch 
potful of soil If you don’t have 
rotted cow manure, simply 
double the amount of peat moss 
or compost. Perlite can be 
added if your soil is a bit heavy. 
Plant the bulb so that a third to 
a half of It is above the soil 
level. Water well, after potting. 
Grow In full light and keep the 
bulb in a night temperature of 
55 to 65 degrees. 

After flowering Is finished, 
cut off the flower stems (to 
prevent seed formation) and 
move the plants back into a 
sunny window until spring. Do 
NOT dry the bulb off if you 
want it to blossom again next 
year. The after flowering,

because the food costs more, 
the hotel costs more, the 
musicians cost more. 

Lanin, Duchin and Davis all 
said rates for individual debuts 
or the group presentations 
depend on needs, but they 
definitely are higher than five 
years ago. They won’t talk 
actual rates — "That’s bet¬ 
ween the parents and us" — 
but the cost of an orchestra 
depends on the number of 
musicians, the hours played, 
and whether travel to out-of- 
clty or out-ofstate also is in¬ 
volved. The cost could go from 
$1,000 to $15,000. 

A word about the change in 
music — tradition takes over. 
At one time, rock music was 
the major item on the music 
menu. Now, said Lanin and 
Davis, rock has become tradi- 
tionaL blended into an evening 
along with waltz, fox trot, 
mazurka, Cole Porter and 
Irving Berlin.

Malinda began making 
puzzles eight years ago for her 
children. The non-toxic colors 
and the fine line drawings were 
all done by hand. Now, busy 
with heavy production 
schedules, Malinda uses a 
silkscreen process on the hand 
cut pieces. 

The puzzles, popular with 
adults and children, have a 
sculptural quality and appeal 
to both the eye and hand.

City facing up to 
zoning violations 


Two two-block areas of the city will be 
scrutinized for zoning violations in the 
next month or so in the city's first at¬ 
tempt to deal with widespread disregard 
of the zoning ordinances. 

The inspection of property will carried 
out by the Building Department in a joint 
effort with the Planning Department to 
determine the size and degree of the 
problem of zoning violations. 

Results of the sample will determine 
how large-scale further investigation 
should be. 

The choices facing the city then will be 
whether to go all out in enforcement or to 
change the zoning ordinances to reflect 
existing conditions. 

The existence of numerous illegal 


apartments in single-family houses is 
well known, but so far the city has been 
unwilling to enforce laws against the 
homeowner in most instances. 

Two reasons for failure to enforce the 
zoning regulations in these cases are 
immediately apparent. Many people, 
especially those with relatively low in¬ 
comes, would be put out of their apart¬ 
ments, and some homeowners would not 
be able to keep homes without the extra 
income provided by the illegal apart¬ 
ments. 

Further complicating enforcement of 
single-family residence requirements is 
the absence of a definition of a "family.” 
The Land Use Committee and the Law

Hamilton closing reversed; 
Weeks closing on agenda 


The School Committee decided to drop 
its plan to close Hamilton School in 1981 at 
its meeting Monday night, and one 
member put the closing of Weeks Junior 
High in 1978 on the agenda for the Feb. 14 
meeting. 

School Committee members Henry 
Delicata and Mayor Theodore Mann 
changed their votes to provide the 5-4 
majority to rescind the 4-3-2 vote taken at 
2:30 a.m. Jan. 13. which passed the 
planned closing. 

School Committee member Michael 
LeConti, who put the closing of Weeks on 
the agenda, joined the three members of 
the declining enrollment subcommittee in 
recommending closing Hamilton in 1981. 

They are Subcommittee Chairman

Two men orginally from Newton have 
quietly accepted President Carter’s 
pardon for resisting the Vietnam War, 
but other men are still crippled by 
dishonorable discharges and wounds 
from the war. 

Those who apparently will benefit from 
the pardon are Jeff Blustein of 125 Oxford 
Rd., Newton Centre, and a Newton man 
whose father wants no publicity on the 
matter. 

According to Pat Simon of Newton, 
coordinator of the Goldstar Parents for 
Amnesty, Blustein has "carved out a life 
for himself” in Canada and plans to stay. 

The Blustein family could not be 
reached this week, but Simon said the 
parents are relieved that their son can 
visit home without fear of being arrested. 
She noted that if he wanted to return 
home he would have to reapply for 
citizenship since he is now a Canadian 
citizen. 

Simon, who lost one son in the Vietnam 
War, regrets that deserters and those 
with less than honorable discharges were 
not affected by the pardon. 

She estimates that 90 percent of the 
dishonorable discharges were given out 
by the commanding officers without due 
process and for such reasons as political 
protest and resisting racial injustice. 


"I think Carter did exactly what he 
didn't want to do — cater to the 
privileged'” Simon said, noting that 
people with money could go to college or 
get braces to avoid the draft, and those 
without money were often those who 
deserted after induction. 

Anita Greenbaum, one of the early 
antiwar activists in Newton, was pleased 
with the pardon but said, "I hope he 
(Carter) will consider complete am¬ 
nesty” to include desrerters. 

Simon and Greenbaum have been 


"Clear preference” was voted by the 
City Planning Committee Monday night 
for a developer-architect who will 
preserve the Peabody School and Bigelow 
House while converting the two Oak Hill 
buildings to housing containing at least 27 
units. 

The committee sent the matter on to 
the Finance Committee for a decision on 
whether to accept the purchase price 
offered, $377,000, and the proposal in 
general. 

The proposal was one of eight received 
in response to requests for plans for reuse 
of the buildings. The Peabody School, 
formerly used by the School Department 
for handicapped children, has been 


actively collecting signatures since early 
last summer to ask the new president to 
grant complete amnesty. These will be 
presented to Carter at the end of a 
veteran's vigil in Washington from Feb. 
1 - 10 . 

Patricia Bowles of Newton Corner can't 
make plans to leave her home for any 
length of time because her son broke 
down about six months after returning 
from Vietnam. 

When her son filled out conscientious 
objector papers overseas, officers tore 


closed, and the Bigelow House, designed 
by famed architect H. H. Richardson in 
the late 19th century, has been partially 
restored and accepted by the national 
register of historic places. 

The Newton Historic Preservation 
Association, a citizen group formed to 
preserve historic buildings, submitted a 
proposal to convert only the Bigelow 
House. 

The committee recommended that

Efficiency expert turns creative

Changing jobs has become a trait of 
American society. Fewer people are 
entering careers that will become their 
lifelong vocations. One person who has 
recently begun a new career as a brass- 
smith and jeweler is Leon Apters, 47 
Clark St., Newton Centre. 

Born in Roxbury in 1939, Leon and his 
family moved to Newton in 1954, and he 
graduated from Newton High School in 
1957. He later received a degree in 
business administration from Boston 
University. 

After graduation, Apters went to work 
as an efficiency expert and remained in 
this field for 14 years. 

The business experience was neither as 
pleasant nor as profitable as expected, so 
when he met and later married his wife, 
Sandy, Apters was ready for a change. He 
told a close friend and silversmith, "I'd 
like to do something creative." 

Adept with his hands and possessor of a 
fine imagination, Apters thought about 
the things that he'd like to do. He enjoyed 
working with detail—he has two model 
sailing ships with exact rigging designs; 
he had remodeled his home, featuring 
woodbeam ceilings and louvres; he was 
also an accomplished photographer. 

Then last February, Apters’ sister 
asked for his help and it developed into 
his job. 

His sister, a resident of Florida, wanted 
him to design a scarf ring to be sold with 
her personalized scarfs. 


Interested in the request and in 
working with jewelry, Apters began to 
teach himself the crafting processes 
involved in working with brass, silver, 
and gold. He also worked with cloisonne, 
a colored decoration made of enamels 
poured into a design outlined with bent 
wire or metal strips. 

While learning, designing, and ex¬ 
perimenting with these three materials, 
Leon Apters decided to spend some time 
observing other craftsmen and refining 
his own work. 

I-ast summer, he and his wife, a 
teacher in Norwood for the past eight 
years, lived in Hyannis while Apters was 
employed as a brass-smith by the J.S. 
Patten Company. He later founded his 
own company—A Touch of Brass. 

Now, Apters has a new accessory for 
winter clothes— extra-large scarf rings. 

These scarf rings are a fashion plus for 
the season. Functional and attractive, 
I,eon Apters has 3" diameter scarf rings 
in brass, silver, and 10 carat gold. The 
rings are ideal for the heaviest scarf. 

An enlargement of the 1 V diameter 
ring that he made for his sister's scarfs, 
these large scarf rings come in round or 
oval shapes, and the gold rings can be 
monogrammed. 

The craftuig process begins with the 
raw material being cut into shape. The 
ubject is then heat treated, annealed, 
with a jeweler's torch, and forged on an 
anvil. 

As the material is hammered for

The Newton Housing Ser¬ 
vices Commission is $50,000 
richer as the result of a court 
case just settled against the 
builder of Norumbega Gar¬ 
dens, an elderly housing 
project in Aubumdale. 

The Stare Appeals Court has 
upheld a $29,600 judgment 
handed downover two years 
agoin favor of the Newton 
Housing Authority and against 
the Cumberland Construction 
Co., Inc. 

The decision also allows the 
Housing Services Commission, 
successor to the NHA, to keep 
$20,000 withheld from Cum¬ 
berland at the end of con¬ 
struction in August, 1970, ac¬ 
cording to Atty. Harry Daniels 
who argued the case for the 
NHA. 

Defects in the roofing job and 
the exterior doors were the 
bases for the litigation, which 
dragged on for over six years 
and involved NHA, Cum¬ 
berland and various sub¬ 
contractors. 

Despite repairs made by 
both Cumberland and the 
Richard E. Moore Co., a 
subcontractor, the roofs of the 
buildings leaked in, especially 
winter. 


The leaks damaged first 
floor apartments and the 
central common hallways of 
the buildings. 

The litigation was begun by 
Santorelli Brothers, Inc., a 
masonry subcontractor, who 
brought suit against both 
Cumberland and the NHA 
seeking money allegedly owed 
by NHA to Cumberland and by 
Cumberland to Santorelli. 

Cumberland then brought a 
claim alleging that NHA owed 
it money under the general 
contract. 

NHA, in turn, countersued 
Cumberland, alleging that 
Cumberland's performance of 
the general contract was 
defective. 

American Employers 
Insurance Co., the guarantor of 
Cumberland's bond, was later 
added as a defendant in the 
case. 

Construction of Norumbega 
Gardens began Aug 4, 1969. 

Cumberland's subcontract 
with Moore for installation of 
roofing provided that Moore 
was to line the gutters with 
sheetmetal of a specified alloy 
and that it was to install them 
according to the manufac¬ 
turer's recommended prac¬ 
tices. 
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The court found that Moore 
failed to install as the 
manufacturer recommended, 
and it ordered Moore to pay 
$38,929 to Cumberland. 

Santorelli was awarded 
$2,392 from Cumberland. 

Cumberland and its bonding 
agent were, in turn, found 
liable for the roof defects . 

A court appointed master 
concluded that Cumberland 
had breached its general 
contract and awarded 
damages. 

Cumberland attacked the 
master's report, but lost, and 
the court found in favor of 
NHA. 

On the door issue’ the NHA 
sought damages for Cum¬ 
berland's installation of 
defective doors at Norumbega 
Gardens. 

Cumberland sued Del's 
Manufacturing Co. which had 


supplied the doors, and Del’s 
then brought action for 
damages against V.P. Winter 
Distributing Co., from which it 
had obtained the doors. 

The court awarded Cum¬ 
berland $12,654 from Del’s and 
the same amount to Del's from 
Winter. 

NHA won $29,620 from 
Cumberland and American 
Employers for the roof defects 
and the doors. 

Cumberland took the 1974 
decision to the State Appeals 
Court, where it was argued a 
year ago. 

Associate Justices Edmund 
Kelville, Reuben Goodman and 
Christopher Armstrong upheld 
the Superior Court judgement 
in a Jan. 3 decision. 

George Michaels, attorney 
for Cumberland, said Saturday 
that the decision will not be 
appealed further. 


Mann seeks fairness 
in PW funds allocation 


Mayors of three 
Massachusetts cities that were 
passed over in allocation of the 
$52 million federal public 
works money met with U.S. 
Sens. Edward Brooke and 
Edward Kennedy in 
Washington last week on an 
amendment to the federal 
Public Works Assistance Act. 

Mayor Theodore Mann of 
Newton and the mayors of 
Waltham and Springfield are 
seeking support for a $4 billion 
increase in federal funding. 

Mann said this week he fears 
that •'even in the next go-round 
Newton simply will be left out 
again,” and is also seeking a 
change in the formula for 
distribution of the money. 

The act was designed to put 
people to work quickly on 
public works projects. 


Newton’s application for $2.9 
million for street repair and 
reconstruction was denied. 

The mayor commented 
further that he thinks the 
denial of applications of such 
cities as Waltham and Newton 
is a "crime.” "This is a 
pathetic misuse of funds," the 
mayor said. “I dan't think of a 
better use than on roads — 
everybody uses them." 

Mayor Mann said he un¬ 
derstands that the 
Congressional Oversight 
Committee is looking into 
whether approved applications 
from communities awarded 
money were properly filled in 
according to the law. 

The mayors have planned 
another meeting with Sen. 
Kennedy this week in his 
Boston office.

School Committee 


DennLs Becker of Newton¬ 
ville this week announced hLs 
candidacy for the School 
Committee from Ward 2. 

Becker, who lives at 63 Elm 
Rd., Newtonville, made the 
following statement in an¬ 
nouncing hLs candidacy: 

"This action is taken after 
considerable soul-searching 
and at the urging of many 
friends. 

"Although I have had a good 
deal of experience working 
with school committees, this is 
the first time I have run for 
public office. Announcing at 
this early time is designed to 
indicate both my deter¬ 
mination to run an aggressive 
campaign and to avoid ac¬ 
cusations of political op¬ 
portunism. 

"As a taxpayer, father of 
four, and neighbor of Newton 
North High School, I have had 
sufficient exposure to the 
current School Comimittee and 
its member from Ward 2 to 
convice me that we must have 
a change. 

"Enough discussion has 
taken place. It is clear to most 
of us, even those who voted for 
the current members, that it 
Lsn't working. Every section of 
our city has been disrupted by 
the actions of a School Com¬ 
mittee which has little or no 
ecducational acclaim. 

"We have seen everything 
from intentionally curtailing 
the initiative of teachers, to 
attempting to dismantle a 
critical English curriculum, to 
political in-fighting, to open 
displays of disdain and 
disrespect for citizens at¬ 
tending meetings. 

"The cries of fiscal 


responsibility have proven the 
penny wise, pound foolish 
philosophy. 

"I have no political base and 
I carry no grudge. I am a 
father of four in a 
neighborhood of dozens who 
cannot fight for themselves. If 
we do not act now, they will be 
our legacy of apathy. 

"My general concerns are 
for improved communication 
between the School Committee 
and the citizenry, child safety, 
increased responsibility for 
PTA's, the mandatory review 
policy, and media education, to 
name a few. 

“As the months go by, I hope 
to meet with parents and 
taxpayers throughout the city 
to outline these proposals. 

"If you're wondering who the 
School Committee member is 
from Ward 2, I'm not sur¬ 
prised. In nearly 1000 pages of 
School Committee minutes 
since he took office, his name 
appears approximately 10 
times. 

"In a ward containing four 
elementary schools, one junior 
high and one senior high, 
where so much is needed and 
so much is happening, this is 
not representation. 

"I hope to use my years of 
work with children and my 
experience in the com¬ 
munications field to help 
everyone understand that, to 
me, the children come first, not 
politics, not philosophies, not 
personalities.

State job office now

State Rep. Lois G. Pines has

Veto expected for 
pumper ordinance

Mayor Mann said Monday he 
will "probably veto" the or¬ 
dinance passed by the Board of 
Aldermen last week, setting 
fire apparatus requirements at 
10 pumpers and three ladder 
trucks until April 30. 

He met again with Chief 
Harvey Preble, the mayor 
said, and Preble reaffirmed 
that the decision to remove one 
pumper from service was a 
"proper decision." 

The mayor said he will send 
a message to the Board of 
Aldermen this week explaining 
his action and providing "back¬ 


up documents 'to further 
fortify' (his) public statement 
that public safety will not be 
impaired." 

The pumper was finally 
removed from service at the 
Crafts Street station in 
December over strong 
neighborhood and aldemianic 
opposition. 

The written report from an 
insurance-rating firm’ con¬ 
firming its earlier opinion that 
10 pumpers are not needed, is 
expected to be received by 
March. 


Land Use 

Murley denied; 
Trimount approved 


Denial of a proposal for the 
development of the Murley 
land and approval of the use of 
a Claremont Street mansion 
for a residence for young 
women will be Land Use 
Committee recommendations 
to the Board of Aldermen Feb. 
7. 

The committee voted 
outright denial of a plan for 
condominiums on the Murley 
land at Parker and Dedhams 
Streets, Ward 8. The latest 
plan, reduced to 120 units since 
the introduction of the proposal 
at 196 units, was denied 4-1. 

Former alderman Alan 
Barkin, one of the three-man 
developer team, asked that he 
be allowed to withdraw the 
petition for zone change and 
the petition for permissive use, 
but Land Use Committee 
chairman Chairman Eliot 
Cohen replied that under the 
state's new zoning enabling 
act, withdrawal is not per¬ 
mitted. 

The petitions could have 
been handled in the same way 
as were petitions for a 112-unit 
condominium to the southwest 
of the Murley property at 
Nahanton and Winchester 
Streets. 

In that case, no action was 
taken on the request for zone 
change, allowing it to be 
resubmitted and go through 
another public hearingin the 
future. The petitio for per¬ 
missive use therefore became 
pointless. 

Barkin, Stephen Hopkins, 
and architect Thomas Larsen 
all made brief presentations on 
their project. Some members 
of the public and several 
aldermen objected to Hopkins' 
letter sent to all Ward 8 
homeowners. 

The letter, which had a space 
at the end for comments on the 
Murley proposal, got a 10 
percent response — 202 returns 
— Hopkins said, with only 68 
"no" answers. 

Aid. Robert Stiller, from 
Ward 8, said he is "quite ap¬ 
palled" at the letter, calling it 
full of “innuendo and false 
statements, leading to an 
answer." The letter told how 
many single-family houses 
could be built on the 29-acre 
site, and again raised the 
question of possibly 309-100 
low- and moderate-income 
apartments on the land. 

Chairman Cohen said the 
letter could be called "scare 
tactics" and was "derogatory 
to the community and to people 
requiring low-income 
housing." 

In reference to the petitions 
as submitted, Cohen said, "It is

not the Land Use Committee's 
responsibility to put together 
someone's petition for them

later that financial details had 
never been asked for by the 
committee or Cohen.) 

Three final questions were 
asked rhetorically by Cohen: 
Would rezoning be spot zoning? 
What would be the true traffic 
impact of such a development? 
Is the development in the best 
interest of the neighborhood? 

Then Cohen moved for 
denial. 

Aid. Matthew Jefferson was 
the only member of the Land 
Use Committee who would not 
vote for denial. He moved at a 
previous meeting to hold in¬ 
stead of denying the petition. 

Jefferson favored letting the 
petition die after the statutory 
90-day period. 

The vote to recommend 
denial to the Board was 4-1. 
Aid. David Cohen, Carol .Ann 
Shea, Robert Gaynor, and Eliot 
Cohen voted to deny; Aid. 
Jefferson was opposed to 
denial. 

If the Murley petitii ns are 
denied by the full Board, 
Barkin may try' to subi: It his 
120-unit plan as a new plan, or 
may wait until the planned- 
development ordinance is 
approved by the Board and 
submit a petition under that 
ordinance. 

Trimount Foundation, Inc., a 
Catholic lay organization, was 
given approval 5-0 for its 
request to be allowed to use the 
25-room house at 80 Claremont 
St. for a residence for 15 young 
women attending Boston-area 
colleges. 

Restrictions on the number 
of automobiles to be parked on 
the property and the hours of 
use of the swimming pool were 
the main points of contention 
left for discussion. 

The Board of Aldermen may 
not deny permission to use the 
house, because Trimount 
qualifies as an educational 
institution, but it may grant 
site plan approval with certain 
controls, among which are a 
limit to parking, lighting, and 
other exterior features. 

Trimount agreed not to park 
more than three vehicles 
permanently on the 70,000-foot 
property and limit visitors’ 
cars to 10. The foundation also 
agreed to 9:30 p.m. as the limit 
for use of the outdoor swim¬ 
ming pool. 

A suggestion by a neighbor to 
limit the number of people ever 
in the house or on the property 
was not accepted. 

Trimount also agreed not to 
make substantial interior 
changes in the house without 
the approval of Newton's 
planning director. This request 
was made by Aid. David 
Cohen, who feared that 
Trimount might install kit¬ 
chens that would lead to the 
creation of apartments and 
destroy the single-family 
character of the house.

Marriott abatement

The Marriott's recent ap¬ 
plication for another 
abatement has been rejected 
by the Board of Assessors, 
according to assessor Leonard 
Aronson, and the matter may 
be headed for the state ap¬ 
pellate tax board. 

The Marriott assessment 
was increased in December 
from $3.6 million to $4.6 
million, resulting in an in¬ 
creased tax bill. A new tax bill 
was issued for $756,240, an 
increase of $147,960. 

The Marriott paid the tax, 
then filed for an abatement, 

declaring that the hotel was 
overvalued. The Board of 
Assessors denied the 
abatement application. 

The $3.7 million valuation 
was arrived at in 1975, after 
several years' valuation at $4.6 
million.

Editorial 

Sidewalks 

Once upon a time Newton residents were 
required to shovel their sidewalks within 24 
hours after a snowfall. 

Today only businesses are required to 
remove snow and ice from sidewalks. 

The unusual severity of this winter is 
causing renewed concern among residents 
and city officials about the state of the 
sidewalks, and the aldermen are beginning 
to take another look at the question of 
whether or not it is time to go back to having 
homeowners clear residential sidewalks. 

They are considering several alter¬ 
natives. including having city crews plow all 
sidewalks in Newton. Currently, city crews 
plow school-route sidewalks. 

The issue is a complicated one. 

Do the majority of people in Newton have 
either the muscle-power or the means to see 
to it their sidewalks are taken care of? 

Would such an ordinance create a genuine 
hardship for the elderly, handicapped or 
people on fixed incomes? 

Would residents obey such an ordinance 
and make sure their sidewalks are attended 
to? There's nothing more useless than one 
clear sidewalk on a street of 25 homes. 

Would taxpayers prefer to take on the 
additional expense of having the city plow 
the sidewalks? 

And finally, what effect should the issue 
of public safety have on the governmental 
decision? 

A lot of our pedestrians are 
schoolchildren, many of them elementary 
schoolchildren. 

How many times during the past month 
have you driven down one of the snow- 
narrowed. ice-covered side streets of New¬ 
ton and come upon a group of children on 
their way to school, forced to walk in the 
street because the sidewalks are im¬ 
passable? 

The aftermath of a snowstorm is the most 
dangerous time for any child, or any other 
pedestrian, to be forced to walk in the street 
because not only are the roads more narrow, 
the ice and snow make the cars more 
difficult to control. 

The odds are there will be an accident, not 
that there won’t be one. 

As the aldermen begin studying this issue, 
and as we look forward to February and 
March storms and predicted severe winters 
for at least two more years, we hope you 
will take the time to consider this issue and 
tell our aldermen how you feel. 

Communicate with them directly, or 
write a letter to the editor. We want to know 
what you think; and we're sure they do too.

I am writing with respect to published 
reports of State Rep. Joe DeNucci's 
objections to the moving of part of the 
Massachusetts Division of Employment 
Security to 215 Needham St. 

The function of the DES is two-fold, 
namely to assist persons finding em¬ 
ployment and to pay claims to those 
eligible due to prolonged unemployment. 
In the past few years, when the unem¬ 
ployment rate in the area has fluctuated 
between 7 and 10 per cent, the importance 
of claims payment demands naturally 
have been heavy. 

A few years ago, foUowing a national 
study which showed that the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts had 
practically the worst record of any state 
in its federally-funded employment 
security administraUon, the state un¬ 
dertook an improvement project under 
the direction of the Greenleigh 
Associates. It should be clear that 
whatever improvements are now being 
made are to the credit of the relatively 
new director, John Crosier, and his staff. 

The Employer Service Improvement

Program, cosponsored by the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Commerce, 
iniUated in 1974 and completed in 1975, 
consisted of meetings of DES officials 
and representatives of local businesses to 
act on recommendations made by staff 
task force acting on evaluations of ser¬ 
vices performed by the DES offices. The 
report, thus, is a concerted effort by DES 
to revitalize its service by cooperatively 
working with the ad hoc business com¬ 
mittee formed by the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Almost all of the reeommendaUons in 
the interim report for making im¬ 
provements in the Newton office hinge on 
separating the employment and claims 
functions heretofore handled in Newton 
Corner in an office which both the 
department and the business community 
is too sr..all. area 

The Newton Corner office does not 
serve Waltham. It serves Newton, 
Needham, Watertown and Wellesley. 

In the past dozen years there has been 
an obvious employment trend away from 
Newton Comer toward Needham Street 
and its adjacent industrial areas in both 
Newton and Needham. A major reduction 
in the workforce in Watertown, mainly 
due to closing B.F. Goodrich, Lewis- 
Shepard, William Underwood Co. and the 
Watertown Arsenal, has taken place at 
the same time. Therefore, locating the 
job employment center closer to where 
the jobs are makes a lot of sense. Seventy 


percent of all job opportunities are within 
three miles of this site on Needham 
Street 

Surveys conducted by the DES officials 
at Newton Corner show, contrary to 
common opinion, that about 65 to 70 
percent come by private auto, in spite of 
excellent public transportation to the 
door. 

Further, we hope to enlist the aid of the 
City of Newton and the state to encourage 
public transportation on Needham Street 
either extending out from the Newton 
Centre or Newton Highlands MBTA 
stops. 

Unless business cooperates and lists 
more jobs with DES, those who are 
seeking employment can not be aware of 
existing Jobs. The major drawback in the 
past has been that job listings have not 
been made available, that employers 
have found It difficult to get full service 
and that the local staff efforts have been 
impeded by poor surroundings, inef¬ 
ficient space and lack of job orders. 

Rep. DeNucci is aware, I'm sure, that 
the unemployment compensation levels, 
both in terms of dollars paid out and in 
terms of the rates levied on businesses in 
Massachusetts, are among the highest in 
the nation. The unemployment com¬ 
pensation is paid for by the employers, 
not the workers. 

In order to have an efficient system 
which will reduce the number of unem¬ 
ployed, which will help more people find 


jobs and which will reduce the cost of 
unemployment on the state’s business 
community, it makes sense to try to solve 
the problem. 

Furthermore, the employment service 
office is not meant to serve only the 
unemployed. It is meant to serve the 
entire community including those looking 
for better jobs. 

What the Chamber is trying to do is 
reverse a long-running trend where jobs 
go unfilled on the one hand and yet 
unemployment continues because there 
is a poor match between available 
workers and available jobs. To properly 
administer this system you need to have 
cooperation between government and 
business. This is what the move of the job 
service to Needham Street, Newton 
Upper Falls, is all about. 

We hope that you will reconsider your 
objections and instead offer support for a 
program which needs all the help it can 
get If wc are to effectively reduce 
unemployment, help people find jobs and 
retain business in this area.

Girlie mag spices the steel union contest

NEW YORK — A girlie magazine has 
become an issue in a presidential contest 
again. Thus time in the race for the top post in 
the steelworkers’ union. 

The election, to be held in early February, 
is between challenger Ed Sadlowski and 
Lloyd McBride, the favorite of retiring 
President I.W. Abel. Up to now, the argument 
revolved around Sadlowskj's charge that Abel 
had sapped the spirit of the union by his no¬ 
strike entente with the steel industry and. on 
the other hand, around McBride's charge that 
Sadlowski was the candidate of the "out¬ 
siders,” namely, southpaw intellectuals and 
limousine liberals. 


Now a Penthouse magazine interview with 
Sadlowski has spiced the struggle. Sadlowski 
talked to the mag in the rough-and-rumble 
rhetoric of the street. McBride registers 
shock: "unbelievable" and "disgraceful.” 

Just how many votes will be decided by the 
linguistic style is questionable. There may be 
just as many steel workers who are turned on 
as off. 

Nor is McBride likely to get too far with his 
charge that Sadlowski's talking to Penthouse 
“demonstrates he is unfit to speak for USW 
members and their families." Although 
Penthouse is not a family magazine, it is a 
familiar magazine to many distinguished 
Americans who write for it and read it. 

McBride does hit pay dirt, however, when 


he gets to the substance rather than the style 
of Sadiowski’s statements. For instance: 

"We've reduced the (basic steel industry's) 
labor force from 520,000 fifteen years ago to 
400,000 today," says Sadlowski. “Let’s reduce 
them to 100.000." 

What the union rebel sees as an idealistic 
objective — to cut to a minimum the number 
of people sweating away their lives in the 
steel mill inferno — is bound to upset some of 
the regular residents of the hot place. After 
all, a job is a job is a job, especially to 
workers worrying about jobs elsewhere in an 
economy with a high jobless rate. 

"Working in a steel mill drains the lifeblood 
of a man." 


" says Sadlowski. "Nothing is gotten from 
that." 

"Nothing," says the steel worker, "except 
bread and butter and the highest factory pay 
in the country." 

“We don’t need any more steel mills," says 
Sadlowski. He sees expansion as "industrial 
growth at the expense of what the en¬ 
vironment should be." 

The steel worker is apt to spring back with a 
caustic cliche: “Hungry? Eat an en¬ 
vironmentalist." 

Sadlowski is against jobs that are a drain on 
a man and a dreg in the environment. So is the 
steelworker — but not at the expense of his 
livelihood. 


The U.S. created the Liberian tankers menace

NEW YORK — Within two months, five Liberian tankers 
have troubled American waters. 

The Argo Merchant ran aground off Nantucket, Mass., 
was tom apart in a storm, and spilled 7.6 million gallons of 
heavy crude oil into the Atlantic. The spreading slick has 
turned the surrounding into a disaster area. 

Shortly thereafter the tanker Olympic Games spilled 
134,000 gallons of oil in the Delaware River, enidangering 
the huge Ttnicum Wildlife Reserve. 

A few days later, the tanker Daphne ran aground in 
Puerto Rico. 

Earlier the tanker Oswego Peace leaked oil near New 
I-ondon, Conn. And the tanker Sansinena exploded after 
unloading oil at Long Beach, Calif. 

Last year, November 1979, the tanker Garbis dumped 
5000 gallons of oil waters around the Florida keys. 

This pile-up of disaster has suddenly made America 
aware of the Liberian menace. Their ships are unsafe. 

David Mars ton, the U.S. Attorney for the Eastern District 
.of Pennsylvania, who ordered the arrest of the master of 
the Olympic Games, says that Liberian registry gives it 
"absolute immunity from adequate safety standards.” 

Marston is now saying that American seafarers have 
been saying for some time: The Iibenan fleet is hurting 
this nation. 

The first complaints of the seafaring unions were not 
directed against the threat to the environment, but the 
threat to American jobs. The Liberian registry - as well as 
the Panamanian and other foreign industry has been called 
the runaway shop. 

These ships from Liberia and Panama are not owned by 
Liberians and Panamanians. They are owned by American 
shipping companies who do not want to pay American 
wages, American taxes, or to meet American standards of 
safety. Rather than carry these costs of the Aerican 
civilization, they run away to other countries to place their 
ships under a foreign flag. 

Consequently, Liberia had the largest merchant marine 
in the world although it does not have a single worthwhile 
port. 

Marston described this operation as "an international

Up until now, very few people have taken notice. Indeed, 
the seafaring unions were lonely voices, heeded by none. 
But now a new dimension has been added. These ships are 


endangering our waterways, shore lines, marine life 
breeding grounds, fish, birds, shellfish. But don’t blame the 
Liberians. They are not the culprits. Once again, like Pogo 
said, we have metthe enemy and this is us. 


That state trooper shakeup is paying off By J.J. Smith stata columnist 


With two years under his belt as the 
state’s chief law enforcement officer, 
Atty. Gen. Francis X. Bellotti has already 
written one of the political surprise 
stories of modern times in 
Massachusetts. 

Remember election night 1974 ? Most of 
us went to bed not knowing who had been 
elected attorney general. Frank Bellotti 
or Josiah (Si) Spalding’ his Republican 
opponent It wasn't until mid-morning 
when tiie issue was resolved. 

Since then, Bellotti has turned in an 
administration which has surprised and 
dumfounded Ins critics and delighted his 
friends and supporters. He’s proven 
himself the best attorney general in 
modern times, and done more to de- 
politicalize that sensitive office than most 
had dreamed possible. 

Most folks are familiar with some of the 
major steps he took to activate the office 
of attorney general. He named an 11- 
inember committee to screen ap¬ 
pointments for professional ability rather 
than political connections. He named a 
total stranger, Robert M. Bonin, as his 
first assistant attorney general. He 
literally changed the department over¬ 
night by requiring fulltime work from 


everyone and firing over half the 
holdover lawyers. Professionalism has 
been the hallmark of the Bellotti ad¬ 
ministration thus far. 

Nowhere is this better illustrated than 
with the sweeping change he instituted in 
his Criminal Investigates Bureau in 
July, 1975. That's when he transferred ail 
the Massachusetts State Police detec¬ 
tives at that time working out of his of¬ 
fice, and replaced them with state 
troopers spec ificaily trained to work in 
that area. 

This was a bold, innovative step and set 
up the first State Police uniformed miiu- 
troop of its kind in an area which 
traditionally utilized detective 
lieutenants. The move provided twin 
benefits — a fresh, eager new band of 
investigators for Beliotti's office and full 
utilization of the carefully honed skills of 
the transferred detectives at State Police 
headquarters and various district at¬ 
torneys offices. Most of the transferred 
detectives, some jaded with the 
familiarity of the criminal bureau's 
operations, took new leases on life and 
have turned ui uispired work in their new 
environments. 

Meanwhile, the 15-man mini-troop in 


the Criminal Investigations Bureau has 
carved its own anti-crime niche in law 
enforcement under the command of Capt. 
Richard N. Loynd and Sgt. Richard 
Schneiderham. i-oynd, a graduate of the 
FBI Academy, formerly headed an elite 
unit at State Police headquarters 
specializing in gaming matters. As for 
Sgt. Schneiderham, he’s a vital holdover 
at the bureau where his 18 years of ex¬ 
perience has proven invaluable. 

Unlike attorney generals of yesteryear' 
Bellotti envisioned this bureau as a hard¬ 
hitting, elite investigative force that 
could tie fashioned into a battering ram at 
all segments of crime. Right now Bellotti 
and the bureau are gearing up for a three¬ 
pronged assault on economic crime, 
violent crime and organized crime. 

That should send tremors of ap¬ 
prehension through wrongdoers in those 
areas judging by the record compiled 
thus far by Beliotti’s unique mini-troop 
investigative bureau. Consider just a few 
of tiie achievements in its lusty baptismal 
era: 

the Spruigfield odemeter "spinback” 
cases. 

the hijack cases. 

nursing home uidictmeiils. 


successful probes of the Hellenic Credit 
Union and Brighton Five Cents Bank, 
the cigarette tax evasion rip-off. 
the Boston fire department scandal, 
welfare money thefts. 

Department of Youth Services in¬ 
vestigation in Taunton. 

investigations which led to resignation 
of public officials for wrong-doing. 

There are more but the above gives 
some of the flavor of this fine unit's work 
to date. Ahead are probable indictments 
in Middlesex and Essex Counties on arson 
cases — all coupled with on going in¬ 
volvement in a host of other law en¬ 
forcement activities. Previously these 
included stakeouts, undercover work, 
frequent callouts during busing troubles, 
maintenance of intelligence files, elec¬ 
tronic sweeps, voice print work and 
preparation of affidavits and warrants. 

Under prior attorney generals, the 
Criminal Investigations Bureau was 
noted principally when sporadically there 
would be well-publicized bookie raids or 
announcements of plans for in¬ 
vestigations into political corruption. 
Sound and flamboyance rather than hard 
results ensued; something Bellotti 
determined to change, and did.

Tribute to a school

The Memorial School closing 
has a different meaning to 
many people. With the present 
school committee’s decision to 
close our neighborhood school 
in June, 1977, there are many 
mixed feelings. Obviously, it 
will take time to feel the full 
emotional impact. However, 
we have lived with the in¬ 
decision for the past two years. 

As a parent of two children 
who completed their education 
at Memorial School, and 
presently having one child in a 
lower grade, I have played an 
active role in the PTA. It is a 
school where I have always felt 
welcome and shared in the 
educational planning for my 
children. Because of its unique 
size and location, the principal 
and staff have known each 
child on a personal level, and 
this has generated a feeling of 
friendliness and warmth. 

Educationally, the school has 
maintained a traditional 
program formally established 
under the capable leadership of 
Dr. Olive Eldridge (former 
principal). Moreover, there 
was emphasis on self¬ 


exploration while accepting 
new innovations whenever 
possible. 

Upon Dr Eldridge’s 
retirement, a new acting 
principal, Mr. John McAdam, 
who had previously taught in 
the school for several years, 
was appointed. Mr. McAdam is 
a young, dedicated, and sen¬ 
sitive principal who continued 
the focus on sound educational 
methods while meeting the 
needs of the individual child. 

These past two years of in¬ 
decision on the school's future, 
have been difficult for Mr. 
McAdam aside from his 
regular educational duties, he 
has demonstrated his sen¬ 
sitivity and receptivness to the 
teachers, children, and the 
needs of the community. 

Due to Memorial's unique 
location, we have a close-knit 
community which has 
reflected predominantly in 
school activities. There was 
much parent involvment 
exhibited when Memorial 
initiated its Creative Arts 
committee and began after¬ 
school programs. Memories of 


our annual parent-teachers 
thank-you luncheon, career 
days, after school holiday 
workshops, a flea market, 
Halloween parties, and more 
recently a Fun Festival, bring 
to mind much team 
cooperation and spirit. 

The prospect of declining 
enrollment and trying to 
maintain a stabilized school 
budget, has pressured us Into 
the vulnerable situation of 
accepting Mr. Paul Ash's 
proposal for our school closing. 
In addition he has appealed to 
the community's pleas for an 
appropriate use for our school 
building which many are 
relying on. Hopefully we will 
not be cited as the only test 
case for closing. 

With mixed feelings I come 
to the realization we must look 
to the future planning of 
educational goals and needs for 
our children. We are advised 
options for better education are 
available with a larger school 
enrollment. Through the 
genuine support and efforts of 
the teachers, principals, and 
parents, we anticipate and 
hope that cooperation will 
prevail and bring us a smooth 
transition for the new 
Memorial-Spaulding School.

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CETA gets $1M for 
public service work 


The Newton area CETA 
(Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act) program has 
been allocated $1 million for 
public service projects in 
Bedford, Brookline, Dover, 
1-exington, Iincoln, Needham, 
Newton, Waltham, Wellesley 
and Weston, Mayor Theodore 
Mann announced this week. 

The $1 million will go to 
projects authorized under an 
extension of Title VI of the 
CETA Act. Additional money 
beyond the $1 million is also 
available to sustain and ex¬ 
pand the present public service 
employment program. Target 
groups for Title VI monies are 
area residents who have been 
unemployed for a long period 
or are AFDC recipients. 

Applicants must also have 
family-income levels below the 
federal low-income guidelines. 

All Title VI projects are 
intended to have a substantial 
impact on the economic, 
educational, environmental, 
social or cultural aspects of the 
local community, and to 
provide an innovative ap¬ 
proach to job creation by 
employing Title VI par¬ 
ticipants. Projects can last 
from 4 to 11 months, with 90 


percent of monies earmarked 
for wage and fringe benefits for 
the public service employees. 

Mayor Mann encourages 
government and nonprofit 
agencies located with the 10- 
town area to submit project 
proposals to Area CETA 
Director, Richard V. 
Moynihan, before the Feb. 18 
deadline. 

Proposals for projects will be 
reviewed by the Newton Area 
CETA office, the local 
Advisory Manpower Planning 
Board, and Mayor Mann, 
chairman of the Planning 
Board. A bidders’ meeting for 
interested parties will be held 
at Newton City Hall. Room 209, 
Jan. 31 at 2:30 p.m. The 
Massachusetts Balance-of- 
State Prime Sponsor Planning 
Council must give final ap¬ 
proval to those projects chosen 
for funding. Final selections 
will be made in early April and 
projects will start in May and 
June.

Pines urges repeal of blue laws 


Mayor participates in 
Washington meeting 


Mayor Theodore Mann and 
other members of the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors had an 
opportunity last week to 
present their recom¬ 
mendations to 11 new senior 
officials of the Carter ad¬ 
ministration, including Cabinet 
officers. 

The Conference of Mayors 
presented to the officials its 
National Urban Investment 
Program, a comprehensive 
package of proposals 
presented to then President¬ 
elect Jimmy Carter Dec. 14. 

The Human Development 
Committee, of which the 
mayor is a member presented 
the following recom- 
_ mendations of its Task Force 
” on Aging: 

Strengthening of the Social 
Security system. 

Prohibition of mandatory 
retirement and all forms of age 
discrimination; expansion of 
senior employment programs. 

Development of a single, 
comprehensive health care 
program, including home 
health programs and 


preventive health care for all 
older persons as a basic right. 

Development of programs to 
enable social services to be 
directly linked with elderly 
housing, thus providing an 
intermediate step between 
independent living and in¬ 
stitutionalization. 

Development of com¬ 
prehensive mass public 
transportation, including 
transportation to better serve 
the elderly. 

Mayor Mann commented, "I 
am working through the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors to ex¬ 
press to the new federal ad¬ 
ministration the needs of our 
cities. The Human Develop¬ 
ment Committee is concerned 
that the needs of our elder 
citizens occupy a prominent 
place in the Urban Investment 
Program. 

"Here in Newton, where we 
have a large population of 
elder citizens, we are aware of 
the needs. We have a 
responsibility to communicate 
this awareness to the federal 
government." 


Dlitical groups must 
gister at City Hall 


State Rep. Lois G. Pines iD- 
Newton) recently testified 
before the Legislature's 
Commerce and I.abor Com¬ 
mittee to urge passage of a bill 
to repeal the state's Sunday¬ 
closing laws. Pines introduced 
similar legislation in 1973 and 
has been fighting for repeal of 
the blue laws since. 

Pines, along with other 
witnesses, cited the substantial 
economic benefits of Sunday 
business operation. Based upon 
data collected and analyzed by 
the Executive Office of 
Economic Affairs, Pines said, 
a 3 percent annual rate of in¬ 
creased retail sales, amoun¬ 
ting to as much as $450 million, 
and the creation of 7200— 10,800 
new full-time jobs can be ex¬ 
pected. Increased revenues for 
the state from additional sales 
and income tax receipts could 
reach $10 million, Pines said. 

‘•Antiquated" and 
"unresponsive" were the 
words Pines used to describe 
the statutes, which were 
enacted over 300 years ago as a 
reflection of the mores of that 
society. The many exemptions 
that have accumulated follow 
no discernible pattern, ac¬ 
cording to Pines. For example, 
they permit a person to place a 
bet on a horse race or buy a 
lottery ticket but prohibit the 
purchase of groceries, clothing 
and other necessities. 

Public support for repeal is 
statewide. The citizens of 302 
cities and town (86 percent) 
voted for abolition in the 
November nonbinding ad¬ 
visory referendum, with the 
total margin of victory nearly 


one-quarter of a million votes. 
In Newton, 59 percent of the 
voters approved the measure 
by a margin of 6900. 

Pines underscored the 
responsibility of the legislature 
to repeal the obsolete statutes, 
stating: "The voters have very 
clearly demonstrated their 
understanding of the inequities 
of the blue laws. They are tired 
of losing jobs and money to 
other states. I believe that they 
realize that our society has 
evolved to the point where 
statutorily imposed 
prohibitions of this kind are 
neither necessary nor ap¬ 
propriate.” 

Rep. Pines stated her opinion 
that the laws are un¬ 
constitutional as well. She cited 
the "due process” clause of the 
14th Amendment as an explicit 
statement of the right of 


citizens to "pursue an ordinary 
calling," and she called the 
blue laws a "negation of the 
basic precept of the right of 
people to be granted and 
guaranteed the use of their 
property as they see fit so long 
as they do not infringe upon the 
rights of others.” 

In Pines' opinion, her 
proposal for total repeal rests 
on much sounder constitutional 
grounds than the proposal of 
the governor, seeking repeal 
subject to local option. She 
does, however, support the 
governor’s call for making 
Sunday work voluntary only. 

"There are more than 
enough unemployed people 
who would like to work Sun¬ 
days. In addition, there are 
many students, and workers 
who could benefit from part- 
time Sunday work," Pines 
said.

The same goes for com¬ 
mittees originally formed for 
other purposes, as, for 
example, a village im¬ 
provement association, which 
may raise money for or donate 
services to a candidate. 


Candidates contemplating 
running for office and 
establishing a "committee to 
elect" should also register the 
committee with the Election 
Commission. A committee is 
not required.

Backman proposes 
federal welfare system 


"A federal takeover of 
welfare would save 
Massachusetts nearly three- 
quarters of a billion dollars," 
said State Sen. Jack Backman 
recently in his keynote address 
at the annual statewide con¬ 
ference of Community Action 
Program (CAP) directors. 

"This kind of saving would 
extricate the Commonwealth 
from its fiscal chaos," 
Backman said. 

At one time, Backman said, 
federalizing welfare was 
considered radical, but now 
many members of the financial 
community, spokesmen for 
both parties, and leading 
political figures of the in¬ 
dustrial Northeast are con¬ 
cerned with the federalization 
of welfare as well as minimum 
annual income and national 
health care insurance. 

"The financial institutions of 
the area have come to the 
realization that welfare and 
health care must be taken over 
federally in order for the banks 
to begin helping with the 
restoration of the economy,” 
said Sen. Backman. 

Backman sharply criticized 
the Division of Employment 
Security. "DES has stated that 
the unemployment rate was 
going down. However, when 
DES was notified that it would 


receive less federal funds 
because of the 'lower' unem¬ 
ployment, the director issued a 
statement saying that the 
unemployment rate was ac¬ 
tually higher." "DES now 
admits that our unemployment 
rate is 1.5 to 2 percent higher 
than their figures show. DES 
did not count those persons who 
were considered employable 
and therefore removed them 
from the welfare rolls. They 
also did not count those persons 
who had exhausted their 
unemployment compensation, 
Such manipulation of statistics 
distorts issues and causes a 
loss of confidence in govern¬ 
ment,” Backman stated. 

Backman also discussed job 
opportunity rights for all 
citizens, saying that in¬ 
dividuals have a right to a 
decent, meaningful job. 

“The state’s proposal for 


jobs for welfare recipients is a 
sham," Backman said, "which 
'may' create between 500 and 
1200 jobs in the ensuing two 
years. However, we have close 
to 300,000 persons looking for 
work today. This is far too little 
and too late. What we need is a 
federal program, as well as an 
effective state job opportunity 
program."

Sen. Brooke speaker 
at Lincoln Day dinner 


Senator Edward W. Brooke 
will be the guest and principal 
speaker at Newton’s Seven¬ 
teenth Annual Lincoln Day 
Dinner and Dance being held 
Thursday, Feb. 24, in the 
Ballroom of Nonantum Post 
440, it was announced today by 
Charlotte R. Thornbury, dinner 
chairman, and Julius L. 
Masow, president of the 
Newton Republican Club. 

Since his election to the 
United States Senate, Senator 
Brooke has moved rapidly up 
the seniority ladder, now 
holding key positions on the 
banking, housing and urban 
affairs, and appropriations 
committees. A formidable 
campaigner, he was reelected 
to the Senate in 1972 by a 
margin of almost 700,000. 

Earlier, as attorney general 
of Massachusetts, Brooke won 
a reputation as an activist, 
independent crime-buster. In 
that election in 1964 he won by 
more votes than any other 
Republican in the country and 
the largest margin of any 
Republican in the history of 
Massachusetts with a plurality 
of nearly 800,000 votes. 

Prior to entering politics, 
Brooke practiced law after 
graduating from Boston 
University Law School where 
he was an editor of the Law 
Review. During World War II, 
he served as a Lieutenant with 
the 366th Combat Infantry 
Regiment, earning the Bronze 
Star and the Combat Infan¬ 
tryman's Badge.

The Finance Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen com¬ 
promised among Its members 
last week and changed all but 
three of the mayor's recom¬ 
mendations for department 
head salary increases. 

City Solicitor Howard Icvine 
was honored by a request to the 
mayor from the committee to 
increase his wage by *3500 
retroactive to July 1, 1976. 

Like most of the other 12 
department heads considered, 
Mayor Theodore Mann had 
recommended 10 percent raise 
above his current salary of 
$24,500. 

Finance Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small said 
Levine’s department has 
grown into one with increased 
demands upon it, especially 
with more departments relying 
on his department. 

Voting against the raise were 
Aid. Andrew Magni, Wen- 
dellBauckman, and Richard 
Bullwinkle. 

Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Larson was recom¬ 
mended for a *4000 raise to 
*31,000 by Mayor Mann, but the 
aldermen knocked this back to 
*30,000 effective April 1, 1977, 
because Larson has only been 
in charge of this department 
since April, 1976. 

This compromise, the only 
one to change the retroactive 
date of the raise, was approved 
6-1 with Magni opposed and 
Joan Saklad absent. 

Planning and Development 
Director Charles Thomas fell 
*1500 short of the 20 percent 
raise recommended by the 
mayor. Thomas's present 
salary of *22,500 was voted 6-2 
to be *25,500, with Magni and 
Bullwinkle opposed. Aid. Mark 
White, John Stewart, Ed 
Richmond, and Saklad favored 
*26,000 for, among other 
reasons, Thomas to keep his 
salary above subordinates. 
They compromosed with the 
other half of the committee 
that approved a salary of 
*25,000. 

Mayoral assistant Jane Pitt 
and Personnel Director John 
Ritchie presented the 
recommendations to the 
committee based upon a report 
by Ritchie rating department 
head jobs in terms of

management responsibilites. 

The report included a 
recommended salary scale 
with about a 30 percent spread 
between the minimum and 
maximum wage in each of the 
10 grades for department 
heads. 

No formal vote was taken on 
the tables which were compiled 
from standards in the private 
sector, but at least one 
alderman, Stewart, used the 
tables in considering his vote. 

Ritchie was recommended 
by the mayor for a 10 percent 
raise but was voted a 6.5 
percent increase by the 
committee to make his salary 
*24,500, $800 less than the 
mayor wanted. 

Recreation Commissioner 
Russell Halloran got his 10 
percent raise past the com¬ 
mittee with a bonus of *450, 
raising his salary to *23,000. 

The committee voted down 
the request to increase Water 
Commissioner Willard Pratt's 
salary of *22,630. 

Chairman Small and Vice 
Chairman Bullwinkle recalled 
that when Pratt took the newly 
created job in 1970, Mayor 
Mann promised that Pratt 
would receive no raise while he 
had the job. Pratt will be 70 in 
August. 

Recommended to the full 
Board for a 10 percent increase 
and their possible salaries are 
Library Director Virginia 
Tashjian, *22,550; Veterans' 
Agent Carelton Merrill, 
*17,820; and Weights Measures 
Sealer Robert Silver, *16,500. 

Data Processing Director 
Janice Capofreddi and Health 


Commissioner Carolyn 
Zavarine were not voted in¬ 
creases because they were 
recently appointed. Jane Pitt 
said they mayor will request 
raises for them and other 
department heads in the next 
budget. 

Purchasing Agent Blair 
Kanbar was recommended to 
the Board for a 5 percent in¬ 
crease to *21,000, and City 
Clerk Joseph Karlin was 
recommended for a *1000 raise 
to *20,000. 

Mayor Mann will have to 
approve the Finance Com¬ 
mittee's recommendations for 
the recreation commissioner 
and the city solicitor since they 
were above what he had asked 
the Board to approve. 

The Board of Aldermen will 
probably vote on the raises 
Feb. 7.

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Mofenson on health care panel 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson, House chairman of 
the Committee on Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs, 
told a legislative forum of the 
Massachusetts Health Council 
last week that regulations are 
"a double-edged sword” in the 
delivery of better health care 
to Bay State residents. 

"No one likes snarls of red 
tape," the Newton Democrat 
said, "but if we are serious in 
our commitment to providing 
better and increased access to 
health care opportunities, we 
almost by definition are talking 
about the use of public funds, 
and this in turn means 
regulations.” 

While some health care 
providers have charged that 


the industry is already over- 
regulated, some state ad¬ 
ministrators take the opposite 
view, believing that even more 
regulation is needed. 

Mofenson said he is sensitive 
to the growing dissatisfaction 
with government regulations 
generally, but explained that if 
public funds are being ex¬ 
pended, the state has both the 
right and the responsibility to 
develop fair and equitable 
guidelines in order to give 
effect to the legislative intent 
which mandated the programs 
in the first place. 

"We need more ac¬ 
countability in government," 
he said. 

"The issue is less an all-or- 
nothing battle between over- 


regulation and under- 
regulation,” Mofenson con¬ 
tinued. "It is more aptly the 
search for reasonable stan¬ 
dards, fair to all parties, which 
permit taxpayers to get their 
money's worth and those who 
need service to get them with 
the minimum amount of in¬ 
convenience." 

Mofenson made his remarks 
while serving on a panel with 
Mrs. Annie May Moore, special 
services assistant and com¬ 
munity sendees liason of the 
Boston City Hospital; David M. 
Kinzer, president of the Mass. 
Hospital Association, and 
Steven M. Weiner, chairman of 
the Massachusetts Rate Set¬ 
ting Commission.

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The well dressed closet 


Two problems encountered by men and 
seldom discussed are: insufficient closet 
room and pockets that hold very little, 
therefore making unsightly bulges. 

First, the closet. 

Actually, "closet" is a word that 
has had a stigma about it. One 
usually considers a closet someplace 
where things are stashed, not organized. 
Those over 40 will recall Fibber McGee's 
cluttered closet. Yet the closet is one of 
the most important areas in your apart¬ 
ment or house and the one least con¬ 
sidered. , 

"People Just look at a closet as it Ls 
presented to them," says Bob Patino, 
president of his own interior design firm. 
"The clothes bar is there, and they hang 
up their clothes. People really should look 
at closet space in the same manner they 
size up equivalent space in a house or 
apartment. If you're crowded for space in 
the kitchen, you figure out a way of 
rearranging and remodeling...the same 
should hold true for the closet." 

Following are a few down-to-earth 
suggestions for people who would like 
their closets to be well-dressed and 
organized: 

11) Try using two hanging rods, one on 
top of the other in a closet. This means 
folding men's trousers over a hanger 
rather than hanging them full length; 


but, in the cases of some fabrics this is 
advisable to eliminate stretch. 

(2) Buy an adjustable rod unit. It gives 
you much more flexibility in arranging 
the closet. Women will especially find this 
helpful. As skirts get longer or shorter, 
they can adjust the bars accordingly. 

13) A peg board on the inside of the door 
can be used to hang belts and for the 
installation of dowel rods (or swinging 
towel hangers) for ties. Hinge one end of 
the dowel rod so that it can be swung out 
for better tie selection. 

14) Install a full-length mirror on the 
outside of the door rather than the inside. 
You will have a better vantage point for 
appraisal, and it also doubles as room 
decor. 

15) If you lack drawer space in a closet, 
get unpainted dressers and install them 
under a high-hanging bar. The dresser 
can be painted to match the closet decor. 

(6) Drawers should be gauged tor their 
contents. Jewelry should be placed In a 
shallow drawer and not wasted in a high 
drawer. The jewelry drawer will stay 
better arranged if you install (either with 
glue or double-sided tape in the comers) 
a l «-inch thick layer of foam....in this 
way, your jewelry won’t shift every time 
you open the drawer. 

(7) Luggage should be stored on the 
highest shelf, out of the way, and if you 
aren't a constant traveler, you may want 


to store out-of-season clothing in your 
luggage. 

AVOID OVERLOADED POCKETS 
(AND THOSE UNSIGHTLY BULGES) 
It's long been a fact that boys who stuff 
everything from frogs, marbles and 
slingshots into their pockets, grow up to 
be men who cram keys, wallets, change, 
etc., etc. into every available pocket. 

In a recent survey, a dozen typical 
American men were asked to empty 
trouser, shirt and coat pockets. Even the 
men themselves were amazed at all they 
tote as the pockets sag and bag and the 
slim line of the clothing is gone forever. 
Most of the men produced loose change, 
either folded bills or those held together 
by a money clip, keys, a handkerchief, 
one comb (mustached gentlemen 
generally carry two combs, the second 
designed especially for the mustache). 

One man, most conscious of what all 
the weight was doing to the fit of his 
slacks, came up with a package of gum, 
breath mints, comb, cigarettes and a 
lighter in addition to the rest of the usual 
array in his pants pockets. He moaned 
about the fact that he had no room for his 
checkbook, notebook, pen and credit 
cards. He’d like to put everything into a 
shoulder bag, but felt that his image 
wculd suffer if he carried out the act. 

A young man who overheard the 


conversation pointed out that he had just 
returned from Copenhagen where every 
man carried a very masculine shoulder 
bag. He surmised that American men are 
the only ones who worry about their 
masculinity if such a down-to-earth 
practical accessory is added to the 
wardrobe. 

Suggestions from the experts: 

The best place for the wallet, in the 
interest of safety as well as bulge, is in 
the inside coat pocket. Then when the suit 
or sport coat is removed, the man should 
transfer the wallet to the trousers left hip 
pocket which has a safety button closure. 

The wallet, of course, is a definite 
necessity, unlike many of the other items 
carried by most men. Recently, even 
wallets have been trimmed to be as slim 
as the rest of the man's attire. 

Many fashion-conscious men who wear 
expensive designer suits or those custom- 
made, usually carry their gear in a 
brief case. Italian designer Luciano 
Franzoni, maintains that European men 
carry the shoulder bag which holds all 
that is needed and keeps his belongings in 
one spot, safely. "An attache case is 
another solution, and this is the place for 
a notebook, address book, passport, etc. 

"After all," he insisted, "men's 
fashions today are to show off the slim, 
athletic man and bulging pockets just 
don't do a thing for the look!"

How do you like your potatoes? Baked, 
fried, whipped, boiled? Or, you may be 
one of many whoshysaway from potatoes 
because you had heard at some time that 
they are fattening. Sad, because a baked 
medium-sized potato provides only about 
100 calories (approximately the same 
amount as a large apple or banana) and 
has no more carbohydrate value than 
these fruits. It’s the fats, gravies, and 
sauces commonly served with potatoes 
that increase the calories. 

Let’s talk about Idaho potatoes, the 
Cadillac of all potatoes. Though well 
known as the finest baking potato, they 
are also excellent for hashing, mashing, 
french frying, scalloping, salad-ing, as 
well as baking... but how you cook these 
potatoes makes the difference in bringing 
out the best in them. 

When baking potatoes, spare the foil or 
spoil the potato. The much too prevalent 
custom of enclosing a potato In aluminum 
foil to bake ruins the texture — it steams 
rather than bakes. The moisture is 
retained rather than driven out, which is 
the ideal goal in baking potatoes. In an 
emergency, when baked potatoes must 
await diners, it’s OK to wrap the baked 
potato completely in foil to keep them 
warm, but only as a last resort. 

Scrub potatoes well. Dry. Make tiny 
steam vents in potato with a few pricks 
with a fork, before baking. It’s to assure 
fluffiness and that desirable dry quality 
in the perfect potato. As soon as the 
potato is baked to the soft-to-the touch 
stage, use a fork to cut an "X” in the top 
and push some of the potato through with 
slight pressure so that some of the snowy 
inside shows. Potatoes should bake in a 
350 degree oven for 1 hour and 25 minutes 
toil hour and 30 minutes. 

Boiling potatoes — warning: Don’t 
drown them! A mere inch of water in the 
bottom of a tightly covered pan is the 
gourmet way to boil potatoes — and, keep 
the potatoes' jackets on. For certain 
potato dishes, potatoes must be peeled, 


but to serve these potatoes at their best 
for flavor and nutrition, boil them in the 
peel. After boiling and draining, shake 
the potatoes in the pan over low heat for a 
few moments to dry them out and "fluff" 
their texture. 

SCALLOPED POTATOES 
4 potatoes 

one-third cup chopped onion 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
4Va teaspoons flour 
1VX teaspoons salt 
Vi teaspoon pepper 
2 cops milk 

Pare potatoes and cut into Va-inch 
crosswise slices. Place in a buttered lVx 
quart baking dish. In a medium saucepan 
melt butter; add onion and cook until 
tender. Remove from heat and blend in 
flour, salt and pepper. Stir in milk. 
Return to heat and cook, stirring con¬ 
stantly, until mixture thickens slightly 
and comes to a boil. Pour over potato 
slices. Bake, covered, in a 350 degree 
oven for 30 minutes. Uncover and bake 1 
hour longer, or until potatoes are tender. 
Yield: 4-6 servings. 

TUNA POTATO CASSEROLE 
2 cups (1 lb.) creamed cottage cheese 
1 egg 

Vi cup chopped onion 
1 cup (4 oz.) shredded Swiss Cheese 
1 can (6Vi or 7 oz.) tuna 
1 pkg. (10 oz.) frozen chopped spinach, 
thawed and drained 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 1 ■ 

Vi teaspoon dried leaf thyme 

2 teaspoons salt, divided 
Vi teaspoon pepper 

4 potatoes, pared and sliced 
In large bowl mix together cottage 
cheese, egg, onion, Swiss cheese, tuna, 
spinach, lemon juice, thyme, 1 tsp. salt 
and pepper. Pare potatoes, slice very 
thinly. Place half of potatoes in greased 2- 
quart baking dish. Sprinkle with 4 
teaspoon salt, spread half of cheese 
mixture over potatoes. Repeat with 
remaining potatoes, salt and cheese 


mixture. Cover and bake in 400 degree 
oven 30 minutes, uncover and bake 30 
minutes longer, until potatoes are tender 
when pierced with a fork. Yield: 6-8 
servings. 

BEEF AND POTATO CASSEROLE 

1 pound ground beef 
V? cup chopped onion 
h cup chopped celery 

2 tablespoons chopped celery leaves 
Vx cup milk 

1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
1V« teaspoons salt, divided 
V 4 teaspoon pepper 

4 potatoes, pared and sliced 

lean (lOVj oz. (cream of mushroom soup 
In large skillet break up ground beef. 
Cook over medium heat until browned. 
Add onion, celery and celery leaves; cook 

5 minutes. Stir in mushroom soup, milk, 
Worcestershire sauce, v* teaspoon salt 
and pepper. Remove from heat. Pare 
potatoes and slice thinly; place half of 
potatoes in greased 2-quart baking dish. 
Sprinkle with *6 teaspoon salt. Spoon half 
of ground meat mixture over potatoes, 
repeat with remaining potatoes, salt and 
meat mixture. Cover and bake in 400 
degree oven for 1 hour or until potatoes 
are tender when pierced with a fork. 
Serves 6-8. 

STUFFED BAKED POTATOES 
WITH SPINACH 

4 potatoes 

% cup cooked chopped spinach, 
well drained 

Vi cup grated Parmesan cheese 

2 tablespoons finely chopped onion 

3 tablespoons milk 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
legg 

lVi teaspoons salt 
Vi teaspoon pepper 

Scrub potatoes well. Dry potatoes and 
prick with a fork. Bake in 425 degree oven 
55 to 60 minutes, until soft. Immediately 
cut slice from top of each. Carefully scoop 
out potato without breaking skin. Place 
potato in a large bowl; mash well. Add 


remaining ingredients and beat until 
smooth. Pile potato mixture into shells. 
Bake in 350 degree oven 25-30 minutes. 
Serves 4. 

GARLICKY SKILLET POTATOES 
4 slices bacon 
V« cup butter or margarine 

1 onion sliced thin 

3 cloves garlic, minced 

4 potatoes, peeled and sliced 
V« inch thick 

2 tomatoes, diced 
1 teaspoon salt 

Vx teaspoon pepper 
V* teaspoon thyme 
Chopped parsley 

Cook bacon in heavy skillet. Remove 
bacon, drain and crumble. Add butter to 
drippings. Add onion and garlic and cook 
until lightly browned. Add potatoes and 
cook until lightly browned. Add tomatoes, 
salt, pepper and thyme. Cover and cook 
slowly 20 minutes, stirring occasionally. 
Sprinkle with bacon and parsley. Makes 6 
servings. 

POTATO CHOCOLATE CAKE

2 cups sifted cake flour 

1 tablespoon baking powder 
Vfc teaspoon salt

Heat milk slowly in saucepan; add 
chocolate, stir to melt and cool. Cream 
shortening and sugar till light and fluffy. 
Combine chocolate mixture with 
potatoes; add to creamed mixture. Beat 
in egg yolks. Sift together flour, baking 
powder and salt; stir into batter; add 
vanilla. Beat egg whites until stiff adding 
v* cup sugar gradually. Fold into batter. 
Pour into 3 greased waxed paper lined 
layer pans; bake 30 min. cool and frost as 
desired.

Arrange 
chicken in an lli7-inch baking dish and bake at 375 degrees 
for 20 minutes. Drain off all excess fat. Meanwhile, while 
chicken is baking, in saucepan combine soup and milk;

Vi cup butter or margarine 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 teaspoon orange peel, grated 
2-Vx cups all purpose flour 
1 tablespoon ginger 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
Y« teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
two-thirds cup buttermilk 

Oeam butter or margarine and sugar until light and 
fluffy. Add eggs, one at a time, beating well after each 
addition. Add vanilla and orange peel. Sift flour, measure 
and sift again with ginger, cinnamon, salt and baking soda.

V 4 teaspoon pepper 

% pound American cheese, thinly sliced 

2 cups milk 

Cook macaroni, following directions on package. Rinse in 
cold water and drain. Arrange a layer of macaroni in 
greased 2-quart casserole. Dot with butter, sprinkle with 
salt and pepper. Cover with a layer of cheese slices; repeat 
layers until all ingredients are used, ending with cheese on 
top. Add milk. Bake at 350 degrees for 1 hour, or until milk 
is absorbed. Serves 6

CHINESE PEPPER STEAK 

1 pound round steak cut 1 Inch thick 
Vk cup shortening or oil 

2 cloves garlic, minced 
Vi teaspoon salt 

V4 teaspoon pepper 
4 tablespoons soy sauce 
Vx teaspoon sugar 

1 cup canned bean sprouts 

2 tomatoes, quartered or 1 cup canned tomatoes 
2 green peppers, seeded and cut into 1 inch pieces 
Vx tablespoon cornstarch 

2 tablespoons cold water 


4 green onions, sliced 

Slice steak as thinly as possible in short crosswise pieces. 
Heat shortening or oil, garlic, salt and pepper in a skillet 
and in it cook the beef until brown on both sides. Add soy 
sauce and sugar, cover and cook over high heat for 5 
minutes. Add bean sprouts, tomatoes and green peppers. 
Cover and cook for 5 minutes. Stir in cornstarch dissolved in 
cold water and cook, stirring until sauce is thickened. 
Sprinkle with green onions and serve with cooked rice. 
Serves 4 (This recipe can be doubled.)

POT ROAST AND VEGETABLES 

3 to 4 pound boneless pot roast

Rabbi Benjamin C. I. Ravid 
of Brandeis University has 
been appointed the Rabbi 
Albert I. Gordon Visiting 
Professor in Judaic and Irv 
tercultural Studies at Andover 
Newton Theological School in 
Newton Centre. 

The professorship is a 
memorial to the late rabbi of 
Temple Emanuel in Newton 
Centre who was a lecturer in 
Judaism at Andover Newton 
from 1952 until his death in 
1968. 

"Rabbi Albert I. Gordon left 
a deep and lasting impression 
on the lives of all who knew him 
at Andover Newton," said 
Dean George W. Peck. 

"It is therefore with 
gratitude that we are able to 
announce the appointment of 
the first person to occupy the 
visiting professorship 
established in his memory." 

“Prof. Ravid brings to An¬ 
dover Newton a brilliant 


academic record and a breadth 
of knowledge which will add 
significantly to our educational 
resources. The course he will 
teach will relate the history of 
the Jewish people in Europe to 
contemporary experience. It 
will be available for cross 
registration within the nine 
schools of the Boston 
Theological Institute." 

Born in London, Prof. Ravid 
came to the United States in 
1948 and now resides in 
Waltham. He is associate 
professor of Jewish history in 
the Department of Near 
Eastern and Judaic Studies at 
Brandeis and previously- 
taught in the Department of 
History at Canada’s McGill 
University. 

He earned his B.A. degree 
from Brandeis magna cum 
laude with distinction in 
history. His M.A. and Ph.D. 
degrees are from Harvard 
University and he received an 
M.H.L. degree and was or¬ 


dained as a rabbi at Jewish 
Theological Seminary of 
America. He also studied at the 
Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem. 

Rabbi Ravid has served on 
the Academic Advisory Board 
of the Canadian Foundation for 
Jewish Culture and is presently 
on the Board of Directors of the 
Association for Jewish Studies. 
He is currently engaged in 
research on the Jews of Venice 
with emphasis on their legal 
and economic history. 

The rabbi is editor of the two 
volume Hebrew ‘‘Iyyunim 
Bemahashevet Yisrael” by 
Simon Rawidowicz, and his 
book, "Economics and 
Toleration in Seventeenth 
C?ntury Venice,” will appear 
in the monograph series of the 
American Academy for Jewish 
Research. His articles and 
book reviews in Jewish history 
have been published in 
numerous Jewish and general 
journals.

Police get CB radio to 
give aid, catch crooks 


The governor's special ac¬ 
count that saved the Metco 
program last year may in¬ 
directly help citizens when 
they have accidents in homes 
-or on streets. 

Newton police recently 
recieved one of 36 Citizens 
Band radio units that were 
purchased by Governor 
Michael Dukakis to monitor 
the standard emergency 
Channel of the popular two-way 
radios. 

Chief William Quinn said 
Tuesday that the radio will be 
used to listen for pleas of help 
that come across the air from 
; radios in peoples’ cars and 
homes. 

Chief Quinn said he also 
plans to broadcast over the 
radio descriptions of persons or 
vehicles wanted for robberies 
or holdups. 

He plans to talk to the 
Newton-Waltham Area 
REACT group that monitors 
channel nine, the emergency 
channel, about how they might 


help with police protection, and 
assisting citizens. 

CBers who come across 
accidents transmit on channel 
nine and the messages are 
called into police by listeners. 

REACT, an anacronym for 
the Radio Emergency 
Associaed Citizens Teams' has 
53 members in the five-town 
area that includes Needham, 
Wellesley, and Watertown, 
according to Frank Sistilio, 
treasurer of the club. 

Sistilio, a Newton firefighter 
and resident, said his group is 
anxious to meet with the chief 
at their meeting Jan. 26. CBers 
interested in joining must be 18 
and should write to Newton- 
Waltham Area REACT, Box 
633, Newton Lower Falls, 02162. 

Secretary of Public Safety 
Charles Barry and Civil 
Defense Director Louis Saba 
designed the program for 
distribution of the radios that 
cost $230 each. Twenty more 
towns will receive radios later, 
officials said.

Department tried for nearly all of last 
year to write a suitable definition to 
prevent the use of a single-family house 
by too many unrelated persons, but could 
not agree on how many is too many. 

The use of the Cole-Layer-Trumble real 
estate revaluation data may be used to 
determine whether there are more 
housing units in a given area than are 
allowed under the zoning ordinances, 
Planning Director Charles Thomas said 
at Monday night’s City Planning Com¬ 
mittee meeting, but that will not weed out 
the the legal nonconforming housing units 
that were created by the 1951 blanket 
upgrading of some north-side areas of the 
city. 

Revaluation data will not be used to 
locate illegal apartments in individual 
houses, Thomas assured the committee. 


A man attending the meeting disagreed 
with the prospect of perhaps not en¬ 
forcing some of the zoning ordinances. 

Kenneth Hartford, a leader of the 
conservative political group, Voice, said, 
“It turns my stomach to hear people talk 
about not enforcing the laws ... I want 
what my neighborhood was, not college 
kids, not three families in one unit . . . 
We're a government of laws, dammit — 
enforce them!” 

Aid. Wendell Bauckman commented 
that he does not believe In "legalizing 
illegal situations," to which Aid. Ethel 
Sheehan, sitting in on the meeting though 
not a committee member, responded, 
“You call the apartments ‘illegal,’ I call 
them 'accessory.' Sheehan said she 
thinks many people rent apartments in 
their houses just to be able to continue

Home offices ordinance 
enacted by aldermen 


With one last-minute change 
making it easier on home 
occupations, the new ordinance 
to control home offices was 
passed by the Board of 
Aldermen last week. 

The ordinance allows home 
offices for doctors' dentists and 
members of other 
“recognized" professions and 
for home occupations. The 
offices may not occupy more 
space than the area occupied 
by 30 percent of the ground 
floor of the house without 
permission of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Doctors and dentists may 
employ two nonresident em¬ 
ployees’ neither of which may 
be another doctor or dentist. 

The change made at a recess 
meeting of the Board allows 
one nonresident secretarial 
employee in a home in which a 
home occupation, suen as a 
music studio, photography 
studio, or sales representative 
office, is conducted. Until the 
change, nonresident em¬ 
ployees would have been 
banned in home occupations. 

Professional offices con¬ 
structed legally under building 
permits more than six years 
ago are not subject to the new 
ordinance, and will be con¬ 
sidered valid nonconforming 
uses in regard to zoning 
regulations. 

All others will need to obtain 
building permits to become 
legal. 

Off-street parking 
requirements for doctors and 
dentists are somewhat less 
stringent than those for other 


home offices. No off-street 
spaces will be required for the 
former unless the office area is 
400 square feet' when one space 
will be needed. 

When a homeowner with an 
office in his or her house is 
unable to comply with these 
and the many other 
requirements of the new law. 
for the person may petition the 
Board of Aldermen for per¬ 
missive use. 

Land Use Committee 
Chairman Eliot Cohen com¬ 
mented, "If we are inundated 
with 70, 80, or 90 requests for 
permissive use, we’ll know we 
have to go in another direc¬ 
tion."

The Fire Department exhibit 
of smoke detectors and a 
lecture on fire prevention and 
conduct during a fire are now 
available to civic, fraternal 
and women's organizations. 

The installation of only one 
smoke detector in many cases 
can save lives, according to 
Fire Lt. Joseph Daniele, 
although two are usually 
recommended.

City physician 
post made 
permanent 

Burt Whitney Hall, M.D., has 
been appointed by Mayor 
Theodore Mann to be per¬ 
manent city physician.

The satisfaction that belongs to volunteers 


Eleanor Swartz could be 
enjoying a life of comfort and 
leisure now that her four 
children are grown. She could 
relax and enjoy the handsome 
paintings hung on textured 
gold silk walls in her gracious 
home in Newton. She could be 
content to share the in¬ 
volvements of her husband. 
Jack, a professor and assistant 
director of admissions at 
Boston University's School of 
Medicine. Yet there is 
something in Ellie Swartz that 
drives her out into the world. 

She is hooked on her work, 
first as a volunteer and now as 
a paid staff member of School 
Volunteers for Boston, Inc. 

Ten years have slipped by 
since she left her serene en¬ 
vironment to tutor English in 
the coat closets, hallways, and 
stairways of the dingy, poorly 
lit Williams and Abraham 
Lincoln Schools in Boston’s 
South End. For those she 
tutors, English is a second 
language. 

"There is terrible isolation,” 
she says, "when you are in a 
group and you don't un¬ 
derstand what is being said." 

School Volunteers began in 
1966, at a time when U.S. im¬ 
migration restrictions were 
being eased. Non-English 
speaking families poured into 
coastal cities, and their 
children poured into the 
schools. To meet the challenge, 
Boston accepted a new con¬ 
cept; non-educators working m 
the schools. 

Swartz' work began when the 
program did, but it was not 
long before her volunteer ef¬ 
forts had expanded to five full 
mornings a week. She screened 
potential recruits, led orien¬ 
tation and workshop sessions, 
and matched volunteers with 
requests from teachers. 

Like her own involvement, 
School Volunteers has also 
grown over the years. From an 
organization of 28 charged with 
tutoring English and reading 
and with establishing libraries 
in schools where there were 
none, School Volunteers now- 
fields more than 2,5(10 volun¬ 
teers, employs a staff of 20, and 
initiates enrichment programs 
of every variety. 

Mrs. Sawartz admits that she 
is a crusader. “I recruit 
volunteers whenever I open my 
mouth," she says. 

The organization's director, 
Isabel Besecker, identifies her 
as "a pioneer who cogently 
interpreted the aims of School 
Volunteers to the general 
Boston community.” 

Last year Besecker offered 
Swartz a full-time paid position 
as coordinator of volunteer 
services in the newly formed 
magnet schools. (Magnet 
schools combine a strong 
emphasis on basic skills with 
an identifiable theme such as 
science and technology, 
creative writing or performing 
arts. Admission, based on 
choice and racial balance, is 
open to all Boston children, i 

Fearful, yet too flattered to 
refuse, she accepted.

Running the house 
always interested me, and I 
feel dreadful that 1 can't give 
dinner parties regularly 
because by the end of the day 
on Friday, I'm spent." 

Nevertheless, when her 
husband, whom she calls her 
"top priority,' travels, she 
often manages to accompany 
him. Recently they spent three 
weeks touring Russia, 
Mongolia and Siberia while Dr. 
Swartz gave a series of lec¬ 
tures to their traveling com¬ 
panions. American physicians 
and their spouses. 

"I really wanted a part-time 
job." she confesses. "But there 
is nothing irrevocable about 
my decision. If I can't handle 
it, I can always give it up. I’m 
excited about the job, though, 
and the adrenalin keeps 
pumping." 

Mrs. Swartz is the daughter 
of a Russian immigrant who 
settled in Boston and made a 
comfortable living from food 
and real estate. She has an 
older sister, an artist, and a 
younger brother, who is a 
radiologist. She met her 
husband, Jack, at Boston 
University and married him in 
1944, the year she graduated 
from the School of Education. 
They have lived in or near 
Boston ever since. 

"There are greater options 
open to women now," she says. 
“We didn't think of delaying 
things in my day; we were 
programmed. Girls grew up, 
met someone, got married and 
had children." (Her own 
children, two male and two 
female, range in age from 20 to 
30. None are married.) 

Although Swartz had her B.S. 
in education and two years' 
teaching experience when she 
became a school volunteer, she 
is quick to emphasize that 
experience and education are 
not the essential elements 
necessary for such work. Most 
important, she says, is interest 
in the children. 

"A volunteer is not a sub¬ 
stitute for the professional 
staff. Rather, the volunteer 
assists and enriches. Further, 
the volunteer has no 
curriculum to develop or 
complete. 

"It's far less intimidating," 
she adds, "for a child to meet 
with a volunteer on a one-to- 
one basis. The volunteer can 
provide the kind of relaxed 
atmosphere which enhances 
learning and trust." 

Swartz also credits School 
Volunteers with easing the 
transitio to desegregation in 
the Boston schools by 
"creating a climate that 
allowed for non-educators, 
community residents and 
parents, to come into the schhol 
system.” Formerly, she points 
out, schools were hostile to the

idea of parents becoming in¬ 
volved in the formal education 
process. 

Today, working out of a 
small, high-ceilinged office 
overlookin the Ritz Hotel, 
Swartz is one of four staffers 
with a newly founded In- 
tergenerational Program. Her 
job; to find openings in schools 
for older volunteers and to help 
the schools identify areas 
where retired business people 
and other senior citizens can 
put their skills to us 

Although senior citizens, like 
92-year-old Edward Clark, 
have served as volunteers for 
years, the new program 
provides for expansion of such 


efforts. Clark, the son of a 
slave, is a "living historian." 
He talks to classes about life in 
the rural South when he was a 
boy, providing a rich resource 
to modem urban youngsters. 

"While people are vigorous, 
willing and interested, they 
should be allowed to work,” 
Swartz says. She deplores 
mandatory retirement. "Too 
often the older person feels out 
of the mainstream, unwanted 
and useless,” she says. "It's 
pitiful to lose this resource, the 
creative talent and the ex¬ 
perience. 

"In our present society," she 
continues, "few young people 
have the opportunity to call 
upon the wisdom accumulated

by age. Too often the young 
person has acquired certain 
misconceptions about older 
people, and the converse is also 
true. 

"The nicest thing about older 
persons interrelating with 
youngsters is that both ex¬ 
perience attitudinal changes." 

Under Swartz' aegis, older 
citizens have become involved 
in teaching crafts or ethnic 
cooking, telling stories or 
showing slides, or cataloguing 
and mending library books. 
Depending upon their skills, 
they may even be called upon 
for administrative assistance 
or to provide expertise in data 
processing, computer 
programming or audiovisual 
presentations. 

"Ellie has worked to enhance 
the sensitivity to the older 
volunteer and to learn how best 
to use their talents and life 
experience," says John 
O'Loughlin, director of the 
Intorgenerational Program. 
"She has given dimension to 
the Program." 

For Swartz, however, there 
is also an additional dimension 
to her urban educational 
crusade. "Education was 
always my thing," she says. 
"But it's more than that. I’m 
uncomfortable and resentful 
when people identify me as a 
suburban person. I consider 
mysel a Bostonian. 

"People who live in 
surrounding areas take from 
what the city has to offer. It 
would be very short-sighted 
and provincial for them to limit 
their involvement with the city. 
I believe everyone should do 
what he can to contribute ”

John Dellaria: 
Bostons 

French Connection 


ohn Dellaria, a name prefacing 
Continenlal Coiffure — The 
Choppin' Blocks. A twenty salon 
chain that in just ten short years 
are considered to be the most exciting and 
sophisticated operation of its kind in the 
United States. Dellaria and his salons are 
so exciting and innovative that New York 
now looks towards him in Boston for the 
latest in hair fashion trends. The same 
excitement recently prompted a group of 
the leading French beauty editors to invite 
Dellaria to jet over to Paris to coif models 
for the covers of their publications. While 
there Dellaria confered with Roger Para 
International Director of Inter Coiffure 
and other industry greats who prompted 
his decision to open a Dellaria salon in 
France. 

France the fashion capital of the world 
calling an American hair-stylist, was it 
possible? This was the question I asked 
myself as I entered Dellaria's fashion 
headquarters housed in a five story con¬ 
verted brownstone, situated just off 
Kenmore Square in Boston. The answer 
came to light as I viewed a three-tiered 
beauty salon leading up to fourth and fifth 
floor executive offices and conference 
rooms. The subtle color scheme and 
uncluttered decor, blending perfectly with 
uncredible graphic designs, were definitely 
well planned. This was a totally unique 
approach, much different from the frilly 
beauty salons I remembered, giving just a 
hint of the man I was about to meet. The 
man you read about in the Vogues and 
Ba/aars. the innovative stylist whose hair 
designs are perhaps the most copied in the 
industry. Obviously a thinking man with a 
winning combination of artistry and un¬ 
canny business sense that have propelled 
him to the international recognition he 
now enjoys. 

J ohn Dellaria turned out to be as 
unique and uncluttered as one of 
his salons. He is a soft spoken 
young man in his mid thirties and 
not in the least bit affected by the 
recognition which makes his name a 


household word. I was fascinated by the 
tale he related to me. about how it all 
began for him. Starting with his first salon 
in Newton Center working an average of 
twelve to fifteen hours a day. 
(Tcxlay his schedule calls for an eighteen 
hour workload). "People were always 
watching me work and asking how". 
Dellaria offered, “so I began documenting 
what 1 was doing." Things that came 
naturally to him seemed to amaze others. 
This is perhaps why every young kid who 
graduates beauty school in New England 
wants to work in one of his salons. 
Dellaria's techniques are now available to 
other professionals through his haircutting 
club that boasts a membership of 1.000 
plus, with members from all over the globe. 
Most hairstylists go to schools of advanced 
training to further their knowledge, not so 
with Dellaria who is self taught and is 
refered to as "The teacher of teachers". A 
client need not bring a hair style photo to a 
Dellaria salon, she just has to glance on the 
walls of the salons to chose a Dellaria 
creation for herself. “I have tried working 
with other photographers but they can't 
seem to capture the feeling I want.” John 
Dellaria turns out to be a self taught 
photographer also. What else can this man 
do? The answer is clear to me and it has to 
be conquering the hearts and heads of the 
French who are eagerly anticipating his 
return. 

Dellaria loves France and the people. He 
commented "The French women and men 
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John with Roger Para 


The Masters meet 
John and Guillame 
are perhaps the most together I have ever 
seen.” "They have a way of coordinating 
themselves that works." He went on to 
explain this by describing how even the 
unattractive French look great because 
they have a head to toe fashion aura that is 
super. "Working with Votre Beauty and 
Coiffure de Paris was great fun" said 
Dellaria who managed to produce over a 
dozen of his masterful creations for the 
editors, in between salon hunting in the 
fashionable sections of the Rive Gauche. 
Dellaria finds the French techniques to be 
about fifteen years behind his own and by 
going to France and doing his own thing 
Dellaria forecasts a bright future for his 
salons all over Europe. He intends to 
return to the Continent in early March with 
his American financial advisors to secure a 
definite location. 

Where to from there for this local 
fashion standout? Dellaria has his sights 
fixed on New York next, a reverse of the 
norm for most but not for this leader who 
continues to do his own thing. Judging by 
his success pattern I look for him to land 
on the moon any day now.

U.S.S. CONSTITUTION BALL

W ith not more than the few 
hours it required to change 
fortunes and make America a 
world Naval power, fortunes 
similarly changed at the U.S.S. Constitu¬ 
tion Ball Dinner Dance and Casino Night 
Game of the Year at the Museum Building 
at the Boston Naval Shipyard. 

Living up to its advance billing as the 
event of the year, the party was located on 
two floors of the U.S.S. Constitution Mu¬ 
seum Building designed by Alexander Par¬ 
ris. the designer also of the Quincy Market 
Place near Fanueil Hall. It was planned in 
1832 as a machinery house for a drydock 
owned then by John Quincy Adams. The 
old granite building hard by the Constitu¬ 
tion provided a quite appropriate rallying 
point for Boston Socialites and Museum 
Foundation Members for the seventy 
dollars per couple Black Tie Dinner 
Dance. 

The Museum was the inspiration of Rear 
Admiral Joseph C. Wylie (USN-Retired). 
After he had seen a museum in England 
commemorating Lord Nelson's victory he 
suggested a similar project for Old 
Ironsides at old Boston Naval Shipyard in 
Charlestown. Now children visiting this site 
can see all sorts of historical relics donated 
and loaned by museum supporters from all 
parts of the U.S. Included in a journal in 
which a captain's scribe recorded how the 
ship on an anti slavery patrol in the mid 
I800's destroyed a slave ship and returned 
the captives to their homeland. Here also 
is a hand written copy of the poem, "Old 
Ironsides', the poem by Oliver Wendell 
Holmes that was believed to have saved the 
ship from becoming flotsam scrap in 1830.

T he U.S.S. Constitution Museum 
launched with no government 
funds but mainly with keel money 
from several interested Boston¬ 
ians, needed additionally some $225,000 to 
insure the preservation of historical arti¬ 
facts so that 700,000 American school 
children who visit the Constitution each 
year might have films, slides and other 
study materials. Toward this goal a Dinner 
Dance and Casino Evening was provided 
under the auspices of the Ladies' Commit¬ 
tee of the U.S.S. Constitution Museum 
Foundation Inc. 

After being piped aboard and greeted by 
men dressed in the Navy regalia of the past 
the order of the evening was gambols, 
grog, and gambling (wnth play money of 
course). Winnings were converted into 
cash and used to bid on various auctioned 
items including a vacation in St. Thomas, 
use of a ski house in New Hampshire, 
jewels by Dorfman and gift certificates 
for facials at Elizabeth Grady.

B oston’s COLONNADE HOTEL 
is fast becoming the center of 
“firsts". Thev were the first hotel 
to revive a popular tradition of 
IT.A DANCES that were a Sunday must 
of the late thirties and early forties. These 
afternoons of dance were inaugurated last 
season and became "instant successes”. 
They were currently going into their 
second year (this season's series are being 
sponsored by the FRIENDS OF THE 
PUBLIC GARDEN) and are attracting 
capacity crowds of age levels running from 
teens to middle-aged and mature. All age 
categories are enjoying this current craze 
of "nostalgic playbacks". 

This season another "first” for the 
COLONNADE are the CAMEO CON¬ 
CERTS which represent an unprecedented 
musical format which should become a 
standard part of the social and cultural life 
of Boston. What are these Cameo Con¬ 
certs? 

Members of the BOSTON POPS OR¬ 
CHESTRA. conducted by HARRY ELLIS 
DICKSON are presenting a series of two- 
hour programs including both classical and 
contemporary music. The setting for these 
concerts will be the intimate HUN- 
riNGTON SUITE where tables are set up 
in Pops-Fashion". The atmosphere is 
informal and very similar to the famed 
London “PROMENADE CONCERTS". 
During the concerts champagne and petit 
fours are served. This salon of the hotel 
has a limited seating capacity creating an 
intimate rapport between patrons and the 
orchestra. 

T his in a sense is another 
"nostalgic-revival” format. Many 
years ago several hotels offered 
this type of Sunday entertainment on a 
lesser scale. The famed old Boston 
HOTEL BRUNSWICK (now torn down) 


used to be the scene of Sunday concerts 
offered by a string quartet. That grand 
classic resort hotel WENTWORTH-BY- 
THE-SEA in Rye. New Hampshire still 
offers evenings (in the summer-during the 
Social Season) concerts by the WENT¬ 
WORTH SYMPHONIETTA. One other 
hotel that was famous for their Sunday 
Musicales was the ST. ANTHONY in San 
Antonio, Texas. There they also featured 
string quartets. 

This current series (three Cameo 
Concerts -- January 23rd.. March 6th., and 
May 1st.) were the concept of AMOS O. 
JUSTER, Managing Director of the 
Colonnade Hotel. His idea was aided in 
development of the plans by Harry Ellis 
Dickson and WALTER PIERCE, 
Executive Director of the BOSTON 
UNIVERSITY CELEBRITY SERIES. 

This debut season of the concerts is 
sponsored by the EYE RESEARCH IN¬ 
STITUTE of RETINA FOUNDATION. 
Proceeds from the series will benefit this 
organization, the world's largest and most 
productive institute devoted exclusively to 
the study of the eye. 

During a recent press interview, Harry 
Ellis Dickson spoke of the concerts in his 
inimitable "unstuffy manner”. “These are 
intimate, informal concerts of fine music 
in varied styles. Some serious, some purely 
entertaining. This is the format of a so 
called Pops style." 

Mr. Dickson introduces each piece the 
orchestra plays. He gives a brief 
background of the composer and he also 
talks about the musician who plays the 
work. The late great Deems Taylor was 
noted for this narrative prelude prior to 


hearing a work. Mr. Dickson’s anecdotes 
are definitely not “music appreciation" 
talks. This form of narrative he personally 
abhors. He keeps his stories brief and 
down tti earth. These concerts also include 
soloists such as Rolf Smedvig who was 
featured in the Trumpet Concerto in E flat 
major of Haydn. Two brilliant violinists 
Emanuel Borok and Victor Yampolsky 
will be featured in the March 6th. concert 
playing Bach's Concerto for Two Violins in 
D minor. The last concert of the series to 
be held on May 1st. will feature pianist 
Myron Romanul playing Mendelssohn's 
Piano Concerto No. 1 in G minor. Op. 25. 
Mr. Dickson also said during his “T" in¬ 
terview that he hoped “In addition to the 
musicians of the Boston Pops, I hope from 
time to time to present outstanding, 
talented young people from Greater 
Boston, of which there are a wonderfully 
high number." 

These concerts performed by 27 players 
include “something for everyone". For the 
pure classicist there is Mozart, Bach, 
Haydn. Vivaldi, Corelli and Boccherini. 
The romantics are represented by the 
music of Tchaikovsky, Schubert, Strauss 
and Massenet.

Meet the world's best weight- 
watcher . . . your bathroom 
scale! 

, If you’re weight-conscious, 
or should be, a good scale is 
your best friend. Always there 
when you need it, a good scale 
should be honest and reliable, 
ready to warn you of trouble 
abead. Choose your scale as 
carefully as you would any 
friend, and give it the care and 
attention a good friend 
deserves. Keep in touch 1 
We find it surprising that 
many people don’t own scales 
— or rarely use them. Some 
people cut down on their eating 
when their clothes “get too 
tight.” A good scale would tip 
them off three weeks earler, 
well before the popped-button 
stage! 

Then there are people whose 
scales lie. Lots of overweights 
have a fondness for flatterers 
. . . scales that shave off a few 
pounds. If the perfidious 
gadget malfunctioned in the 
other direction or was used to 
weigh postage or packages .. . 
they’d toss it out with the trash. 

We have a friend whose scale 
told her she weighed 148 when 


155 was closer to the truth. It 
was rusted and paint-stained, 
but she clung to it loyally 
because she couldn’t bear to 
see the dial go past 150. "I’m 
not kidding myself,” she 
protested. "I know it’s off by 8 
or 10 pounds, but what’s 
the.harm? When it goes past 
150, I cut down. So what if it’s 
really-158!” One day it stopped 
working altogether and she 
was.given a shiny new scale for 
Mother’s Day. Since then she's 
kept her real weight 10 pounds 
below her former level. So 
much for what’s-the-harm of 
flattering scales! 

WEIGH DAILY: Once upon 
a time it was a diet article 
axiom that you should-welgh 
yourself only once a week. 
Because time of day, clothing, 
fluid retention, and hormone 
levels can cause a scale to 
bounce up or down 3 or 4 
pounds without regard to fat 
loss, a daily weigh-in was 
thought to be too discouraging. 

We have never shared that 
opinion. We think it’s much 
more discouraging to have a 
whole week's calorie-watching

In America's Bicen¬ 
tennial year, many historical 
highlights were recalled: the 
colonies’ declaration and battle, 
for independence, the new 
nation’s constitution and 
guarantees of freedom. 

But as historian Richard A. 
Bartlett notes in his text on the 
American frontier from 1776- 
1890, "The New Country”, the 
dominant force in America’s 
history — the force that even 
more than the Constitution 
guaranteed freedom — was 
mobility: 

"In the new country freedom 
meant mobility, the freedom to 
roam. It was this implicitly 
understood aspect of American 
life, assumed to be in the 
nature of things, that led a man

to go whither his whims or his 
hopes led him to better his life. 
Mobility was, and is, an in¬ 
tegral part of freedom: without 
it the whole concept as 
Americans know it, would 
collapse." 

Throughout America's 
history, mobility has meant do- 
it-yourself moving. Today, 
three-fourths of all families 
that move each year — moving 
to seek new homes, new jobs, 
new opportunities — do so by 
do-it-yourself means. Indeed, 
do-it-yourself moving is an 
American tradition. 

Not just the method, but the 
direction, routes and costs of 
moving have remained 
generally unchanged over the 
past two centuries. As the new 
nation expanded, pioneers 
rumbled westward across the 
continent in covered wagons, 
following the National 
Highway and the Oregon Trail. 
Today, families still move 
westward, now largely in 
rented trucks and trailers, 
along interstate highways, 
many of which follow old 
pioneer trails. 

Josepn Ware’s "Emigrants’ 
Guide to California", published 
in 1849, listed the cost of out¬ 
fitting a covered wagon, with 
four yoke of oxen and supplies 
to sustain a pioneer family for 
one year at $600. Among the 
2’500 pounds of suggested 
cargo were 8C0 pounds of flour, 
700 pounds of bacon, 75 pounds 
of coffee, 200 pounds of lard, 
200 pounds of beans, 100 pounds 
of dried fruit, and 25 pounds of 
salt and pepper. Cooking 
utensils, tools, ammunition, 
extra axles, and "private 
baggage” (including beds, 
furniture or other household 
goods) were limited to 400 
pounds. The journey, roughly 
from Kansas City to Portland, 
Oregon, took up to six months. 

Modern families, in spite of 
120 years of economic inflation, 
can move more for less. A 
rental trailer with a capacity of 
about 2,800 pounds, costs $151 
for an eight-day trip from 
Kansas City to Portland. A 24- 
foot rental truck, with a 
capacity of 8,000 pounds of 
cargo rents for $430 for the 
same trip. 

En route conveniences have 
changed, of course, but sur¬ 
prisingly the prices haven’t. In 
the 1860’s, when the Overland 
Stage Line was hauling 
passengers from Missouri to 
Denver, riders could partake of 
meals at stations along the 
route. Writers of the era 
described the meals as "the 
same, breakfast, dinner and 
supper were undistinguishable 
save by the hour”; 
"doughnuts, green and 
poisonous with saleratus, 
suspicious eggs in a massive 
greasy fritter, and rusty bacon, 
intolerably fat;’’ and ‘‘the 
usual meal is fat ham and eggs 
or boiled pork potatoes, and 


bread that looks as if it were 
baked in black ashes, while the 
coffee is the very vilest stuff." 
Prices for these treats ran 
from $1 to $1.50. 

Today, of course, families 
can stop at any number of 
franchised food stands and eat 
for about $1 per person. The 
food may not be gourmet, but it 
is uniform, tasty and 
nutritious. 

So the how, the where, and 
the how much of moving has 
not changed much over the 
years — people are still moving 
themselves, ever westward, at 
1860-era prices. But what of the 
"why” of moving? Why did 
people move 150 years ago, and 
why do they move today?

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Buying a house with a history 


Like many young couples, 
1-ee and Paul Pawlowskl of 
Dedham had in mind the kind 
of house they wanted to buy 
and the kind of house they 
could afford. And like many 
young couples, they expected 
to find the kind of house they 
could afford...which is usually 
somewhat short of what one 
wants. 

During their search, they 
came across a huge, red brick 
house on which had been an old 
inn built In 1801. They never 
asked to see the inside because 
they thought they couldn’t 
afford it.

and Norfolk House was one of 
the last old taverns. 

One of the last owners had a 
strong sense of history and in 
1912 wrote a book entitled 
“Tale of a Dedham Tavern" 
which has been preserved and 
handed along from owner to . 
owner. 

The couple love the huge old 
house and the street on which it 
is built. Court Street, only a few 
feet from the center of 
Dedham, has a lovely Colonial 
feeling. 

Paul, an architect, with 
Sasaki and Associates in 
Watertown, said they would not 
attempt to restore the house, 

but Just ma "make it livable." 
They have a five year plan for 
the house. What appeals to 
them most is the "flow of 
space...it is comfortable and 
pleasant." 

There are roughly 12 
fireplaces in the house, two 
kitches, the remains of a once 
immense ballroom, a dining 
room and a huge living room, 
and many bedrooms. The 
house needed no structural 
work, said Paul, since the 
building was “sound and all the 
systems worked." They did 
have to make it airtight.
